SILVER DEMOCRACY’S DOCTRINE 


Expounded to Voters of the Pine Tree State 
by Sryan. Altgeid ana Lentz. 

Portland, Me,, Feb. 1—The enthu- 
siasm which has been pent up in this 
state for nearly a year broke loose at 
the banquet tendered to Mr. Bryan last 
night at city hall by the Maine Demo- 
cratic club. This was the crowning 
feature of a busy day. Portland was 
reached at 5 o'clock last evening, and 
the Bryan party was taken to the Hotel 
Falmouth. After a short rest, Mr, 
Bryan was tendered a reception in the 
council chamber of the city hall. Fol- 
lowing this was the banquet in the 
larger hallabove. Four hundred covers 
were laid. 

The speaking began at 8 o'clock, and 
as there was another big meeting at the 
Auditorium, the three chief speakers— 
Messrs. Bryan, Altgeld and Leutz—were 
taken in turn from one meeting to the 
Other, and during the evening spoke at 
each meeting. 

Mr. Bryan said that when he came into 
the eastern states he came among Demo- 
crats who are such without hope of re- 
ward or fear of punishment. He spoke 
of his visit to Bath, in 1896, and said he 
learned to love his colleague on the 
ticket for his sterling qualities and man- 
ly nature. “I hnve been well repaid,” he 
said, “for all I have ever done. The 
Democrats of Maine have not. The gen- 
erals are always well paid. It is the 
privates who suffer.” 

Mr. Bryan divided his address into 
three parts, and discussed, in turn, 
money, trusts and imperialism, in the 
Same manner as he did at the recent 
meetings in Providence and Boston. In 
speaking of the money question, he said 
that the proposed financial bill was one 
which would turn the banking business 
ot this country over to a syndicate of 
speculators who will rob the people of 
their all. 

On the silver question, he said: ‘I ex- 
pect to carry on the fight for the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
and I don’t intend to stop there.” 

He declared that the new definition of 
the Republican party is a body of trained 
athletes, whose privilege it is to turn 
somersaults whenever their leaders say 
“flop.”’ They are expected to flop from 
the old platform to the new, which fa- 
vors a banking system and an elastic 
currency, with both ends of the elastic 
held by the banks. 

Mr. Lentz held to about the same argu- 
ment as he has previously given. 

Ex-Governor Altgeld said that a great 
many men who had helped the Republi- 
can party to win fame and : mown are 
now calling a halt. He cited the cases 
of John Sherman, ex-Senator Edmunds,

Could Not Realize on Purchases. 

New York, Feb. 1.—The suspension of 
Tunstall & Co. was announced on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday. The enor- 
mous purchases of sugar by this firm in 
Tuesday's market attracted much atten- 
tion, and the efforts to realize on it yes- 
terday broke the price. The firm were 
unable to meet their engagements and 
their holdings were sold out under the 
rule of the exchange. Tunstall was a 
very heavy buyer of sugar Tuesday, 
taking, according to report, 20,000 shares 
on his own purchases and 20,000 to 25,000 
through another broker. His purchases 
forced the stock up from 117% to 121 on 
sales of more than 97,000 shares. 


No Americans Shot by Mexicans. 

Washington, Feb. 1—Ambassador 
Clayton has informed the department of 
State that the Mexican government has 
received a telegram from General Tor- 
res stating that absolutely nothing has 
occurred that would give rise to the re- 
port that six Americans have been shot 
by his orders.

APolitical Chaos, With Soldiers 
Holding Balance of Power. 


Proposition From Republi- 
cans Looking For Peace. 


Yrders Issued by Both Taylor and

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 2.—Two governors 
and armed soldiers holding the balance 
of power between them—that is the 
Frankfort. Whoever the

For the first time since the shooting 
of Governor Goebel there were signs of 
a peaceful settlement yesterday. The 
signs were few and small and they have 
disappeared, but there is a chance that 
they may reappear. 

The original proposition looking to- 
ward an amicable adjustment came from 
the Republican side just before noon, 
when T. L. Edelen, one of Governor 
Taylor's attorneys, appeared at the 
Capitol hotel to hold a conference with 
Judge Pryor, Louis McQuown and Will- 
iam Seott, the legal advisers of the De- 
mocracy. After a short talk Mr. Edelen 
declared that Governor Taylor and the 
Republican party were anxious to avoid 
anything that might possibly lead to 
serious trouble. He was assured by the 
Democratic attorneys that they were 
also anxious to avert any clash between 
the parties. Mr. Edelen then proposed 
to submit the case of the rival governors 
to the Kentucky court of appeals, which, 
he declared, judging by the action of 
Judge Hazelrigg in swearing in Gov- 
ernor Goebel, would probably decide 
against Governor Taylor. He then 
wanted the right to submit the matter 
to the United States supreme court for 
final settlement. The talk was informal. 

Mr. Edelen merely stated his position 
that the opposing attorneys might take 
the matter under advisement. The 
lawyers then separated with an agree- 
ment to meet again at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

When they met for the second time, 
Mr. Edelen again submitted his prop- 
osition and received the reply that the 
Democratic attorneys desired to have 
the matter adjudicated in the state 
courts. To this Mr. Edelen objected, say- 
ing he wished the final settlement to be 
made in the supreme court at Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. McQuown urged the Republicans 
to concede the election and seating of 
Governor Goebel, which proposal Mr. 
Edelen declined to entertain. Nothing 
more could be said on either side, and the 
lawyers separated. As they left the 
room Mr. Edeien intimated that it was 
possible that he might be able to sub 
mit another proposition at some later 
time. He was given to understand that 
h¢ would be met half way and the con- 
ference was at an end. 


Two direct slaps were given Governor 
Taylor yesterday by public officers, who 
declined to obey his orders. The first 
came from President Rodman of the 
Farmers’ bank, which is a state de- 
pository. Some vouchers on the bunk 
were signed by Governor Taylor in favor 
of some of the militia officers who 
wanted money for their companies. 
When they were presented at the bank 
payment was refused. President Rod- 
man said that he did not see how he 
could pay out the money on orders 
signed by Governor Taylor until he knew 
for certain who was the actual governor 
of Kentucky. He had asked an opinion 
from the attorney of the bank, and when 
it was received he would act accord- 
ingly. 

The second instance promised for a 
time to have serious consequences and 
trouble may yet arise fromit. Governor 
Taylor issued a pardon to Douglass 
Hayes, a convict in the Frankfort peni- 
tentiary, who tis serving a five-year term 
for manslaughter, having been sen- 
tenced in March, 1899. When the pardon 
was sent to Warden Lillard he decided 
that he could not free the man until he 
was satisfied regarding the legal status 
of the governorship. He made no reply 
to Governor Taylor, but declined to 
honor the pardon. The penitentiary 
commissioners agreed with the position 
taken by the warden. 

The action of Lillard, who is an ardent 
supporter of Goebel, aroused intense in- 
dignation among the Republicans, and 
it was declared that soldiers would be 
sent to the penitentiary to take the man 
away if Lillard persisted in his refusal 
to release Hayes. 

When asked if he intended to resist 
troops if they should be sent to release 


Hayés, the waraen repue€i: On, no, it 
would not do for me to attempt any such 
thing as that. I have 14 guards only, 
and they could not do much against 
soldiers. When the soldiers come up 
here and demand the/keys for the pur- 
pose of releasing Hayes I think they are 
likely to get them. If convicts 
taken out of here in that manner the re- 
sponsibility will rest on the men who 
take them away and not upon me.” 

No attention whatever has been paid 
by the militia to the orders of Governor 
Goebel to return to their homes. <Ad- 
jutant General Collier says that no con- 
sideration will be given to any orders 
that may emanate from the Goebe! head- 
quarters, 

The legislature will today take active 
steps to prevent Governor Taylor from 
interfering with any session if it desires 
to hold one in the legislative chambers. 
Papers have been prepared and an in- 
junction will be asked for from Judge 
Cantrill of the fiscal court, restraining 
governor Taylor from interfering in any 
Way with the proceedings of the legisla- 
ture. Governor Taylor has announced 
before this that he would pay no atten- 
tion to the orders of the fiscal court. 
The probabilities are that some trouble 
will ensue. 

When the members of the legislature 
Attempted to enter the state house, at 
5 o'clock last eveu ng, a double file of 
soldiers, with fixed bayonets, met the 
members at the door and turned them 
back. Speaker Trimble adjourned the 
legislature again, subject to his call.

PREFERRED DEFEAT TO DISHONOR. 


Bryan Says That Democracy In 1896 Was 

Willing to Lay Downy !*s Lite For Principle. 

Concord, N. H., Feb. 2—A banquet in 
honor of Mr. Bryan was served at the 
Eagle hotel last night, at which many 
prominent Democrats of the state were 
present. A list of speakers had been 
prepared, each speech being limited to 
five minutes. But after the tables were 
cleared Mr. Bryan was introduced as 
first speaker, and soon became so 
warmed up that he talked for over an 
hour and used up all the time allotted to 
the other men. 

Phoenix hall, the scene of the public 
meeting at 8 o’clock, was crowded, the 
audience numbering about 2500. Mr. 
Bryan was interrupted every few min- 
utes during his address by cheers and 
cries of approbation. 

Mr. Bryan said in opening that he 
brought good tidings from other parts 
of the country, saying in part: ““y 
know that the Democratic party is more 
completely united today than ever be- 
fore in a generation. In 1896 many 
Democrats left us under a misappre- 
hension of issues. They thought the 
party had left them and gone to de 
struction. Now they realize that the 
Democratic party is going to live. 

“The contest is between plutocracy 
and democracy. A plutocracy is a 
government in which wealth rules. 
Democracy means the jrotection of 
every man in the enjoyment of the re- 
wards of his toll. Democracy means 
equal rights to all and special privi- 
leges to none. The Democratic party 
is today the best friend of honest wealth 
because it protects it from the odium 
thrown upon all wealth by the prev- 
alence of public thieving by the men 
who have used the government for 
plunder and gain. It stands for the 
right of every man to 2arn Lis bread in 
the sweat of his brow. Every ques- 
tion in the campaign of 1896 is still un- 
settled. The Republican dcetrine of 
the dollar first and the :1an afterwards 
is seen in its attitude on taxation, trusts 
and, at last, inimperialism. The Dem- 
ocratic party in 1896 *vas -villing to lay 
down its life for principle. It pre- 
ferred defeat to dishonor.” 

In his concluding remarks, Mr. Bryan 
ridiculed the Republican claims for 
protection, and attacked the position of 
President McKinley on the money ques- 
tion. He devoted some time to trusts 
and imperialism. 


Consul Van Stittart’s Denial. 

Washington, Feb. 2°.—The secretary 
of state has sent to the senate committee 
on foreign relations an assurance from 
the British ambassador that the inter- 
view attributed to Consul Van Stit- 
tart at New Orleans, reflecting upon 
public officials of the United States, was 
not authentic. Mr. Van Stittart says 
that he has given no interview to any 
reporter, nor has he at any time used 
the language imputed to him. He says 
the interview is a pure fabrication.

Passed by the censur, may be taken to 
represent the feelings of General Buller’s 
army. Mr. Churchill represents the dif- 
ficulties of General Ruller's task in cons 
cise terms: 

“The enemy will act with common 
fense. They will place outposts on the 
hills and keep back their main body un- 
fil they see the direction of General 
Buller’s movement. Then they will 
quickly bring up the main body and ex- 
temporize what defensive works they 
can in addition to such ae they have pro- 
fusely prepared in anticipation of vari- 
ous possible advances, 

“That is what everyone would expect 
them to do; and that their main body 
can ride faster than General Buller’s 
main body can walk is also pretty 
generally understood. The consequence 
is that the Boer army cannot be turned. 
Wherever it is attacked it can present 
an intrenched front.” 


According to Mr. Churchill there are 
7000 Boers watching Ladysmith, the 
Same number held ready to resist Gen- 
eral Buller and 5000 kept in reserve to 
reinforce either body at need. Thus 
General Buller has to attack 12,000 men 
entrenched on favorable ground. For 
that purpose Mr. Churchill thinks he 
ought to have 36,000 men instead of 25,000. 
In other words, General Buller ought to 
have another division. 

This opinion coincides with the view 
we have all along expressed, that the 
center of gravity of the war lies in Natal, 
and that a British victory there would be 
decisive, while a complete British defeat 
in Natal would have disastrous conse- 
quences not easily to be estimated. 

It seems difficult, in view of the 
strategy accepted at the war office, as 
well as at Cape Town, to believe that 
General Buller is to be allowed once 
more to attack a position with less than 
the numerical superiority of three to- 
one which tacticians commonly think 
necessary for such a task. 

It is hardly intelligible that he should 
attack again without being reinforced. 
Apparently, however, a third attempt 
will be made without loss of time. In- 
deed, it seems probable that the move- 
ment is now in progress, We must hope 
that the splendid bravery of our men 
will be rewarded by success. When Mr, 
Churchill says that “the public must 
nerve themselves,” he probably means: 
“Prepare our countrymen at home fér 
heavy losses in the coming battle.”

With, however, an attack on their left 
by Kitchener, 15 miles further away, it 
is thought that they will not be able to 
use their forces in a compact line, but 
will have to divide them. 

Lord Kitchener has been travelling 
from army to army in northern Cape 
Colony, and General French, by in- 
structions, is now in Cape Town con- 
sulting with Lord Roberts. Large en- 
gineering constructions are proceeding 
at Modder river, suggesting that Lord 
Methuen’'s fortified camp has been se- 
lected as the base from which to invade 
the Free State. Numerous sidings, 
platforms and warchouses are being 
built, and a permanent railway bridge 
is well advanced. 


The correspondent of The Times at 
Lourenzo Marquez, telegraphing yester- 
day, says: Crowds of military looking 
men are still landing here. During the 
last two days more than 100, described 
as suspicious, have arrived in German 
steamers. Some left yesterday for Pre- 
toria. Many of them wore riding boots 
and carried field glasses. They were 
evidently officers, and were assiduously 
attended by a Transvaal detective. 

President Steyn, addressing the 
Burghers in Natal, accused Great Bri- 
tain of coercing the Boers into war. He 
said that England had already drunk 
deeply of Boer blood, but was still un- 
satisfied. Had not Sir Alfred Milner, he 
tsked, s2id that the Afrikanders must

be annihilated? This Is the grand, final 
object of the war, he exclaimed, Lut God 
will never permit the subjection of the 
Afrikanders.

It details a full description of the ef- 
forts made ty the commiseion while at 
Manila to terminate the insurrection 
and secure pacification of the islands, 
and is devoted to the population of the 
Philippines. The following subjects are 
treated: Education, government, the 
judicial system, naval matters, the 
clergy and religious orders, the registra- 
tion law, the law of marriage, the cur- 
rency, Chinese in the Philippines, public 
health. The volume contains a large 
number of exhibits. 

There several draughts of con- 
stitutions proposed by prominent Fili- 
pinos, being a copy of the so-called 
Philippine republic constitution. An- 
other constitution is that prepared for 
the island of Negros. The document 
presents the conclusions reac hed by the 
cornmission matters pertaining to 
the Philippines, its view of industries, 
social and economic conditions, and an 
| elaborate plan of government. 

The commission declares its belief 
that at present the islands need the pro- 
tection of the United States. The re- 
port says that it will be safe, expedient 
and desirable to grant to the inhabitants 
of the archipelago a large measure of 
home rule in local affairs. Their towns 
should enjoy substantially the rights, 
privileges and immunities of towns in

Preceding this action the members of 
the senate elected as president pro tem 
Senator Carter. A committee of mem- 
bers of the house was also appointed 
to draw up resolutions showing the con- 
dition of affairs existing at the state 
capitol, and covering thorougly the 
Democratic side of the controversy. 
These resolutions will be presented to 
the next session of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the legislature. 

‘he session, which lasted for nearly 
two hours, was kept as secret as pos- 
sible, for fear of possible interference. 
No further sessions will be held until 
Monday, an adjournment being taken 
until that time, and probably no further 
attempt will be made to hold sessions in 
the state house 

After ratifying their former action 
in regard to the governorship and lieu- 
tenant governorship, considerat!e dis- 
cussion took place ag to the plan of ac- 
tion to be taken in regard to the ses- 
gion of the legislature called by Governor 
Taylor at London next Tuesday. 
Though none of those who attended the 
caucus cared to discnss the matter, it 
seems to be well understood among the 
members of the legislature that the ses- 
sion at London will be ignored alto- 
gether by them, and that no Democrat 
will attend “‘until compelled to do so.” 

It was practically decided that no 
more formal demands will be made to 
hold sessions of the legislature in the 
state house by the Democratic members 
in a body, who will, however, continue 
to hold at convenient

If they decline to obey the new adjutant 
general will, the Democrats claim, have 
the power to organize military forces of 
his own and proceed against all people 
who defy the authority of his office and 
that of the governor of the state, whom 
he represents.

The first clash came when 
Walker, a stenographer employed 
the Democratic attorneys, was arrested 
in the capitol grounds, charged with 
conduct tending to incite mutiny and 
riot. The conduct consisted in pinning 
to the door of the private office of Gov- 
ernor Taylor a notice that Democratic

From recent developments it is ap- 
Pfirent that the southern states will net 
possess the monopoly of supplying 
northern cities with garden products, 
says the Philadelphia Record. The sci- 
ence of refrigeration and the construc- 
tien of refrigerator ships and refriger- 
ator cars has reached such a high state 
that it is now possible to raise fruit, it 
might be said, in almo&St any part of 


the world and carry it to any other} Scientific American. 


part. This fact has been for years 
demonstrated by the shipment of car- 
easses from Australia to England by 
the shipload, where an enormous trade 
has been built up. The same principle 


fruits. A very large proportion of the 
product of California is now shipped 
eastward in refrigerator cars, and some 
of the finest fruits on display in the 
east come from that state in this way. 
The agriculturists in the south have 
recently had their attention directed 
to the advisability of diversifying crops 
by the high price paid for garden prod- 
ucts. The market garden has of late 
years become a very important factor 
in southern agricultural economy. | 

Enterprising capitalists, since the} 
development of Mexico by railroad, 
have been looking at the possibilities 
of climate there and have taken steps 
in some cases to establish plantations 
for the growth of fruits on a large 
seale, which it is their intention to ship 
by refrigerator processes to United 
States ports and then to inland points. } 
The schemes read well and apparently 
are well based. ‘There appears to be 
no reason why garden truck could not 
be raised in Mexico and delivered safe- 
ly and profitably to a great many cities 
and towns throughout the United 
States. A great many products there | 
are four to eight weeks ahead of rig 
south. Dasy farming has become 
very profitable. Milk in large cities 
sells at 25 c nts in Mexico; butter at 66 
to 48 cents per pound. Labor costs 
only from 12 to 25 cents a day. Sugar | 
cane turned into brown sugar yields 
from $70.to $95 per acre gross. Green 
haley and corn are raised in large 
quantities for fodder. 


Gypsy Moths. 

Gypsy moths were introduced to} 
America in 1869, but the insect is still 
confined to a limited area in Massa- 
chusetts near Boston. The first gypsy | 
moths were brought over by Professor | 
Trouvelot, the French savant, who | 
was interested in trying to raise silk} 
‘from native worms, and how they es-| 
caped is unknown. Twelve years from | 
that time the moth was a nuisance in} 
the neighborhood. In 1889 occurred the | 
famous moth outbreak at Medford, 
Mass. Armies of worms suddenly ap-| 
peared that June and July and seem- 
ed about to destroy everything green. 
They gathered in masses sufficient to 
blacken houses and fences in certain 
districts and devastated all sorts of 
foliage over extensive tracts, killing 
many trees, and the dropping of the 
caterpillars on people and sidewalks 
was most disagreeable. The streets 
were awful, and the destruction of the}

by any means. What he said was, in 
substance, about as follows:

Incense Trade, 

There seems to be little doubt that 
the recent decision of the archbishops 
with regard to the use of incense in 
Anglican churches will have no ap- 
preciable effect on the trade in that 
commodity. At most of the Anglican 
churches incense would be used only 
four times a year. A very small quanti- 
ty of incense is required for an entire 
service. As far as can be ascertained 
no Anglican church would spend more 
than £5 a year on incense, and the en- 
tire trade is probably not worth more 
than £600 a year. It is popularly sup-} 
posed that there is a trade secret in 
the making of incense, but in most 
cases it is composed simply of gum} 
olibanum, Siam benjamin, cascarilla | 
bark, myrrh and copal varnish.—Lon- 
don Graphic. 


Eating and Weight. 

It has been seriously asserted by 
many people that we are uaturally 
lighter after a meal, and they have 
even gone the length of explaining this 
by the amount of gas that is developed 
from the food. Average observations, 
however, show that we lose three 
pounds and six ounces between night} 
and morning: that we gain one pound 
and 12 ounces by breakfast: that we 
again lose about 14 ounces before 
lunch; that lunch puts on an average 
of one pound; that we again lose dur- 
ing the afternoon an average of ten 
ounces, but that an ordinary dinner to 
healthy persons adds two pounds and 
two ounces to their weight. 


Novel Institution. 

The Medical institute of St. Peters- 
burg is about to build a unique lab- 
oratory for the treatgent of pest pa- 
tients and the manufacture of pest 
serum. This laboratory is being built 
in Cronstadt and is entirely surround- 
ed by water. so that it can be isolated 
at a moment's notice. It is to contain 
a stable with 12 horses, drug stores, 
dwellings for helpers and nurses and 
a lazaret in ease the staff is affected 
by the sickness. Communication will 
be effected with Cronstadt by steam 
launch. It will be equipped with steam 
engines and electric and motor appli- 
ances and all the latest inventions and 
improvements.

LATEST AND MOST ee 
DEVELOPMENT OF ‘THE 
AUTOMOBILE IDEA. t 
Pere RRR : 
One of the latest and most original 
developments of the automobile is a 
motor wheel which has recently been 
patented by J. W. Walters, says The 
The motor wheel 
consists essentially of a heavy wheel 
which is journaled in a stout yoke or 
forks, the head of which turns in a 
socket. The arrangement is similar to 
the front wheel and forks of a bicycle 
except that instead of being controlled 
by a handle bar the wheel is steered by 
a hand wheel, shaft and gear wheels, 
as shown in the illustrations. 
To the right band fork is attached a 
two cylinder gasoline motor, and two

gasoline tanks are carried on the other 
fork. The wheel is driven through 

loosely mounted pinion, which meshes

| the lever for operating which is within 


easy reach of the driver of the wagon. 
The two cylinders are carried horizon- 
tally, one on each side of the fork, with 
the crank shaft, upon which is keyed . 
tiywheel between them. The motor 
wheel is built in various sizes, from 
one horsepower, suitable to a bicycle, 
up to four horsepower for a carriage 
or ten or more horsepower for a heavy 
dray truck. In attaching the motor 
wheel to any existing vehicle it is mere- 
ly necessary to remove the framework 
of the front wheels aud bolt the steer- 
ing socket to the body of the wagon. 
When the motor wheel is applied to a 
light vehicle, it is attached in front, 
thus transforming the same into a tri- 
eycle. In the case of hansom cabs it is 
the rear. When it is ap- 
plied to the heavier vehicles, such as 
express wagons, coal carts, two 
idle wheels are attached to the motor 
wheel and work in unison with it.

One material advantage claimed for 
this system is that no reversing mech- 
anism is necessary, the motor always 
running in the forward direction. If it 
is desired to back the car, the motor 
wheel is turned completely around in 
the steering socket and the motor start- 
ed. It will be noticed that as the mo- 
tor wheel is entirely self contained and 
has a single point of attachment to the 
car none of the twisting strains due to 
the irregularity of the road are thrown 
upon the motor. Moreover, in case of 
disablement of car or motor, the ease 
with which a change of motor wheels 
from one car to another can be made 
conduces to facility and rapidity of re- 
pairs. 


Eels as Water Purifiers. 

Professor Sebrero of Turin has re 
cently suggested that eels should be 
used as purifiers of water. All that 
one has to do is to put two or three 
eels, not very big, but lively, into the 
domestic cistern. The reptiles devour 
with marvelous appetite everything 
which the water may chance to con- 
tain in the way of animalcules, in- 
fusoria, bird droppings from the roof, 
vegetable matter of any kind; nothing 
comes amiss to them. When the eels 
have fulfilled their mission, they can 
be eaten a la tartare, or they can be 
kept for further use as purifiers of the 
water supply. Such a method of fat- 
tening eels for the family table may 
not commend itself to the average 
3ritish stomach, though these reptiles 
eat worse things in their ordinary 
haunts than they are likely to find in 
a cistern, even within the area of dis- 
tribution of a London company. But 
as water purifiers a useful sphere of 
action might be found for them in res- 
ervoirs as well as in cisterns.—British 
Medical Journal. 


Microbes In Wine. 

The changes that occur In bottled 
wines in the course of time are, we are 
informed by an Austrian savant, large- 
ly due to the presence of living organ- 
isms. He opened several well corked 
bottles recently that had been lying 
undisturbed for 25 years. On examina- 
tion he found the wine to contain many 
microbes and bacteria, some dead, but 
most of them alive and able to sit up 
and look cheerful. He says that dif- 
ferent kinds of microbes have different 
effects on the wine, and it depends 
upon the nature of the minute organ- 
isms that are bottled up with it wheth- 
er the effect is good or bad. All of 
which is very satisfactory and pleas- 
ant. We may as well have our share 
of microbes and bacteria in our wine 
as anywhere else. 


A New Alcoholic Evil. 

A new evil of alcoholism is added to 
the already long list by Professor von 
Bunge. At a recent meeting of the 
Union of Abstaining German Speaking 
Physicians he presented statistics 
which, while be did not consider them 
as conclusive. showed a remarkable 
correspondence between the prevalence 
of babitual thpling among women and 
their inability to nurse their children.

But 
my respect for her would be deeper and 
truer had she not entered into this un- 
called for and unjust war, which, as 
far as I can see, will be one of the 
bloodiest and darkest in the annals of 
history.” 


Baptism For Believers Only. 

New York, Feb. 5.—Rev. Dr. Madison 
C. Peters, pastor of the Bloomingdale 
Reformed church, read his resignation 
yesterday to his congregation. In his 
letter Dr. Peters said that his sole reason 
for resigning was that, after years of 
prayerful investigation, he had come to 
the deliberate conclusion that the Bible— 
the Protestants’ only rule of faith— 
teaches baptism for believe: s only. He 
said he could not in good conscience con- 
tinue the practice of infant baptism or 
baptism by sprinkling. Dr. Peters said 
that as soon as his term of service ended 
on March 1 he would enter the Baptist 
ministry. 


Threw Dead Baby In Evarts’ Yard. 

New York, Feb. 5.—A woman got off 
a Second avenue car at Fourteenth 
Street yesterday. She carried a bundle 
wrapped ina newspaper. Walking over 
to the home of ex-Secretary of Stnte 
William M. Evarts, she deliberately 
threw the bundle over the iron fence 
into Evarts’ yard. She quickly boarded 
an uptown car, and disappeared from 
view. Several small boys saw the act. 
The package was opened, and the boys 
found the body of a newly born male in- 
fant. The body was taken to the 
morgue. 


Church Destroyed by Fire. 

Springfield, Mass., Fel 5.—Fire com- 
pletely destroyed St. Louis’ Roman 
Catholic church in West Springfield 
shortly after 6 o'clock lastevpning. The 
fire department was helpless and only a 
heavy shower saved a general con- 
flagration. The loss on the structure, 
which was a wooden building erected in 
1895, is about $15,000; covered by insur- 
ance. The origin of the blaze is un- 
known, 


Forced to Yield to Public Opinion. 

London, Feb. 5.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail says: 
The changed attitude of the empress 
dowager and her virtual abandonment 
of her resolution to depose the emperor 
are directly due to the torrent of public 
remonstrances against her action. For 
the first time in Chinese history pub- 
lic opinion has been effective.

Boston, Feb. 5.—Rev. Robert Codman, 
Jr., the newly elected Episcopal bishop 
of Maine, preached his farewell sermon 
as rector of St. John’s Episcopal church, 
Roxbury, yesterday.

A Variety of Subjects Will Be Taken Up and 
Discussed in Both Branches. 

Washington, Feb. 5.—Today is sus- 

Pension day in the house, but the regu- 


lar order is likely to be superseded by | 


the consular and diplomatic appropria 
tion bill, which Chairman Hitt expects 
to call up. This bill probably will raise 
a wide field of discussion regarding our 
forcign relations, touching possibly the 
reciprocjay treaties negotiated under the 
Dingley law, but more especially the 
Question of mediation in the South Af- 
rican dispute. 

William A. Smith of Michigan ex- 
pects to offer an amendment for a min- 
ister to the South African republic, and 
in this way friends of the Boers may be 
able to bring the question to a test. 
Further discussion on the Philippine 
question also is inevitable. Mr. Hitt 
hopes to dispose of the bill in two days, 
but it is probable that he will be dis- 
appointed. For the remainder of the 
week the program is not arranged. A 
contested election case, or the District 
of Columbia appropriation bill may be 
brought forward after the diplomatic 
bill is out of the way. 

The currency bill will continue to hold 
its place on the calendar as the unfin- 
ished business in the senate each day 
after 2 o'clock during the present week. 
No speeches on it are formally an- 
nounced. 

Some of the friends of the bill, in- 
cluding Senator Allison, have indicated 
a@ purpose to address the senate on this 
measure, but they probably will de- 
fer their remarks until the following 
week. Senator Chandler probably will 
speak against the bill this week. The 
speeches formally announced for the 
week are as follows: 

By Mr. Caffery, on the Philippine 
Question, Monday; by Mr. Butler, on 
the proposed suffrage amendment to the 
North Carolina constitution, Tuesday; 
by Mr. Turley, opposition to seating 
Mr. Quay, Wednesday. 

Senator Chandler will make an effort 
to get up the Quay report during the 
week, but it is not expected that he 
will succeed in displacing the currency 
bill. Senator Pettigrew’s resolution on 
the Boers may receive some attention 
during the week. It is also probable 
that during the week Senator Spooner 
will make reply to Senator Allen's 
stiictures on the secretary of the treas- 
ury, in connection with the placing of 
the public funds in the New York banks. 
He desires to speak Monday or Tues- 
day. 


Boy Beaten to Death. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 5.—Hugh Dugan, 
aged 12, was round dead late Saturday 
night, with his skull ceushed and about 
a dozen other wounds on the head. 
The police arrested Charles Weisenborn, 
aged 19, and after many attempts to 
Wring a confession from him he finally 
broke down and made a clean breast of 
the affair. He said that the boys of the 
neighborhood, among whom was Dugan, 
continually annoyed him. Saturday 
night young Dugan met him and again 
began to tease him and call him vile 
names. Becoming angered Weisen- 


born says he threw the boy to the 


ground, pummeled him and left him lay- 
ing in an alley. Not thinking that he 
had killed the boy, Weisenborn went to 
a theater and then home to bed, where 
he was arrested.

. Louis, Feb. 5.—Property to The Tst 
Po d value of $1,500,000 was burned 
yesterday, the greater part of four 
buildings and their contents, in the 
heart of the retail section, being de- 
stroyed. One fireman was killed, nine 
others of the fire department were in- 
jured more or lesg seriously, and five 
or six’ slightly hurt. None of the in- 
jured will die, as far as known, There 
were six retail concerns which were 
heavy losers. The remainder of the 
loss is divided in varying proportions 
among a score of small shopkeepers or 
firms.

Exactly one hour after the death ot 
Mr. Goebel J. C. W. Beckham was 
sworn in as governor of the state, the 
gath being administered by S. J. Shack- 
elford, clerk of the court of appeals. 

The ceremony took place in a small 


: room on the same floor as that in which 


Mr. Goebel had died, but a few doors 
west of it. 

As acting governor, and before taking 
the oath, Mr, Beckham issued an order 
cemoving Adjutant General Collier and 
Assistant Adjutant General Dixon, and 
directing all members of the Kentucky 
guard called to this city by Governor 
Taylor to return to their homes at once, 
Mr. Beckham issued a proclamation an- 
nouncing the death of Mr. Goebel, and 
that he had assumed the duties of gov- 
ernor. 

Mr. Beckham has appointed General 
John B. Castleman of Louisville ad- 
jutant general of the state. 


Mr. Goebel was born in Pennsylvania, 
but removed when a child of 4 years 


with his parents to Covington, Ky., 
where he had lived eversince. He re- 
ceived his schooling in the public 


schools of Covington, and then read law 


with ex-Governor Stevenson. He 
showed such marked ability that Gov- 
ernor Stevenson made him his law 


partner, and this partnership was con- 
tinued until the death of the governor, 
who made Mr. Goebel executor of his 
large estate without bend. 
Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Car- 
lisle was so impressed with the ability 
of Mr. Goebel that he formed a part- 
nership with him, which lasted a num- 
ber of years, and was only terminated 
when the gifted Kentuckian was made 


| secretary of the treasury of the United 


States. 
With two such associates as Steven- 


} son and Carlisle, it was no wonder the 


young attorney rose rapidly in the law, 


; and it was not long until he commanded 


a practice of $25,000 a year. He made 
a specialty of cases against corpora- 
tions, including railroads, and was so 
successful in this that he soon found 
himself with more work than he could 
well do. 

He thought the bridge tolls across the 
Ohio river were too high, and so he 
introduced and had passed a Dill 
through the Kentucky legislature re- 
ducing the tolls to 1 cent for a foot 
passenger. Colonel John Sanford, an 
ex-Confederate soldier, was a large 
stockholder in one of the bridge com- 
panies, and he denounced Goebel for 
fathering the bill and wrote a severe 
article. which was published in a Cov- 


ington paper, 


bel replied in a sharp. unsigned, article. 
Goebel was goon informed that Col- 


onel Sanford had threatened to kill 
him on sight. He procured a pistol, 
and he and the colonel met a short 


time afterward on the steps of the bank 
in which the colonel was cashier. The 
colonel asked Mr. Goebel if he was the 
author of the article in which he was 
so unmercifully attacked. 
plied, “Yes.” The colonel made a mo- 
tion as if to draw a weapon, but be- 
fore he could get his band on his pistol 
Goebel had shot him dead. Me was ac- 
quitted at the examining trial, on the 
ground that he acted in self-defense. 

One of the first bills Goebel made a 
law after he went to the state senate 
was that to make gambling a felony. 

He was considered one of the most 
expert ‘parliamentarians in the state, 
and was a leading member of the con- 
vention that revised the state consti- 
tution. He was president pro tem of 
the senate and the leader of the Demo- 
cratic side of that body, as well as be- 
ing chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Goebel was unmarried. Unlike 
the average Kentucky politician, he 
neither used tobacco nor liquor. 
of his earnings as a lawyer he educated 
one brother and assisted the other one 
to engage in a lucrative business. 

Armed conflict between the civil au- 
thorities of Franklin county and the 
national guard of the state has been 
uverted, and unless new causes come 
to the front there is small liklihood that 
the political situation will again become 
ag threatening as it has been during 
the last 36 hours. 

Governor Taylor ordered the release 
of Alonzo Walker, for the possession 
of whom Judge Moore had declared that 
Sheriff Suter should swear in a posse 
and take possession of the capitol 
grounds if such an extreme measure 
should become necessary. 

While not recognizing in his action 
the existence of the writ of habeas 
corpus which had been sworn out in 
behalf of Walker, Governor Taylor, by 


releasing the man, removed the most | 


threatening sign of trouble. 


Alonzo Walker, the stenographer who : 


was placed under arrest on the charge 
of inciting the soldiers of the state 
guard to mutiny, while pinning a notice 
of a propesed application for an injunc- 
tion upon the door of the office of Gov- 
ernor Taylor, was released yesterday. 


The release was not made in response ; 


to the writ of habeas corpus, which 
Sheriff Suter tried in vain Saturday to 
serve upon Governor Taylor. The lat- 
ter concluded that Walker had re- 
mained in custody for a sufficient length 
of time, and told him to gohome. The 
charge of inciting to mutiny has not 
been quashed, but Walker may yet be 
brought before a court-martial, as was 
at one time contemplated by the officers 
of the state guard. 

Thirty-two of the Kentucky legis- 
lature, all Democrats, are making the 
hotels and homes: of friends in Cin- 
cinnati an asylum ot refuge from what- 
ever unknown and unpleasant possi- 
bilities in the capital city of their own 
state may have in store for them.

Maud Gonne Tells 


English Soldiers’ Uniform a 
“Badge of Servitude.” 


Says Present Crisis Demonstrates That Be- 
gining of England’s End Is at Hand. 


New York, Feb. 5.—The Academy of 
Music was crowded from pit to dome 
last night with men and women, who 
cheered Maud Gonne in her bitter de- 
nunciation of England's policy in South 


Africa. Miss Gonne did not confine 
her remarks against England in her 


war with the Boers, but in no uncertain 
terms told her hearers that now is the 
time for Irishmen to strike an effective 
blow, and throw off the shackles that 
have bound them for more than 700 


| years, 


“England's difficulty is Ireland's op- 
portunity, and if you are men, having 
the freedom of Ireland at heart, now is 
your time,”’ she declared, amid the 
plaudits of the gathering that cheered 
itself hoarse. She said in part: 

“One of the greatest crimes the world 
has ever witnessed is being perpetrated 
in South Africa by England today. 


; Actuated, as she always has been, for 


the acquisition of territory, and a lust 
for gold, England, the robber nation 


| of the world, has brought want, woe 


and desolation to the unoffending white 
races in South Africa. - The history of 
England is a long and shameless record 
of cruelty and hypocrisy. It mat- 
ters not what nation England is at war 
with, right or wrong, !t is Ireland’s duty 
to oppose, thwart and hinder her at 
every step. America knows but too 
well the lies and the calumnies that 
were cast out against her by England 
when she tried to make permanent her 
foothold on American soil. Today she 
is your vanquished tyrant. 

“I say it is only a coward that would 
stand idly by and unmoved watch the 
terrible crime. To the poor Boers it is 
a matter of life or death. They can- 
not stand by and see the invader drain 
away the life of the country and see 
the people destroyed, like we Irigh have 
been. 

“We know that the Boers are right 
when they refuse to permit their wealth 
to be drained away. They say they 
will fight and conquer, or die. In 
this war England has violated all the 
rights of civilized warfare. It was 
said in London at the commences ment 
of the conflict that the Boers would re- 
ceive the same treatment as did the 
bor Dervishes, that is, they intended 
beforehand to murder the wounded and 


the dying, and the sick on the battle- 
filed.”

Speaking on_theefreatment of the 
otr sick and wounded, Miss Gonne 
read lengthy extracts from letters sent 
by English officers and soldiers at the 
seat of war describing inhuman treat- 
ment meted out to the sick soldiers of 
the Boer army that had fallen into their 
hands. Turning from this, Miss Gonne 
said: 

“It is a great pleasure to us to know 
that there is an Irish brigade fighting 
for Kruger. It was organized by John 
McBride, and is today In command of 
Colonel Blake. There fs another Irish 
brigade fighting for the common enemy, 
wearing her uniform as a badge of their 
servitude. Colonel Blake's brigade 
was, we are told, 1500 at first, and now it 
is 3000 strong, many of the new recruits 
being Irish and Irish-Americans. It is 
indeed pleasing to know that the pas- 
sages of many of them were paid to 
the front by the Queen of England. 

“Trishmen, what are you dvuing both 
at home and abroad in this critical mo- 
ment of English difficulty? This is the 
time to strike if you ever will or want to 
strike. What are you doing, men of 
Ireland? The spirit of the people in 
Ireland is ripe, and the flags of the 
Transvaal have been borne everywhere, 
while the union jack hag been torn from 
its fastenings everywhere, ‘Today the 
government dare not let any of the 
Irish troops pass through the streets of 
Dublin on their way to the Transvaal. 

“In every meeting that I attended 
in Ireland, I advised the young men of 
the country that it was treason fora 
man to wear England’s red cloth of 
shame, and today the recruiting officers 
are scouring the workhouses for re- 
cruits. The Boers have today de- 
stroyed, and forever too, the vaunted 
boast of England as a fighting nation. 
The lesson taught in this fight by the 
brave Boers ought to be a lesson to 
Irishmen, and that is that liberty can 
never be won without loss of blood. The 
present crisis simply demonstrates that 
the beginning of the end of England is 
at hand. Your mother Ireland still 
holds out to you the hand of hope, for, 
fellow countrymen, has not Ireland been 
the land of sorrow long enough?”

“We have suffered checks,’ said Mr, 
Chamberlain, “and have made mistakes, 
t am not anxious to dispute as to the 
blame. Let the government bear the 
brunt until the time comes when, under 
happier auspices, we can see how far 
the blame is to be apportioned between 
the system and those administering it. 
In the meantime blame us, 

“Whatis now urgent is to redress those 
checks and to repair mistakes. You say 
We bave sent too few troops; but we are 
pouring them into South Africa. Ina 
few weeks we will have 200,000 men there. 
We will have as many mounted men as 
there are mounted Boers. 

“Meanwhile the spirit of the nation is 
unbroken. There is no sacrifice which 
We are unwilling to make. There is no 
sacrifice we are unwilling to ask of the 
colonies, if we think it necessary to suc- 
cess. I must go further: than this and 
admit that this war, under new condi- 
Hons, in a new country with new arms, 
against a new people whose tenacity 
and courage are as admirable as the 
courage and tenacity of our own soldiers, 
has required a larger scheme than any 
the government has yet been called wan yn 
to meet. One of the lessons of the wz 
is the enormous defensiv 
sessed by troops defending 
country. The second point is that when 
We propese a scheme to meet this 
emergency We shall do so not asa party 
but as a nation.” 

Referring to statements regarding 
“national gloom,” Mr. Chamberlain 
said: “I do not accept the phra 
know of anxiety and of irritatio 
haps, but not of vacillati approach- 
lng fear or gloom.”

First Class Granite Cutters 
Ought to Have $3 for 8 Hours. 


J. M. Sullivan of Minneapolis, 
Minn., under date of Jan. 2, writes to 
the Monumental News the following 
letter on the eight-hour problem: 

**Dear Sir:—I find on my desk yours 
of December 12th, asking my opinion 
as to the probable results of the ad- 
vance of prices as demanded by the 
Granite Cutters’ Union, I should say 
that if there seems to be a general 
demand for $3.00 for eight hours a day, 
it would be better to settle it in that 
way, and make the period 10 or 20 
years so that we would not be all the 
time fearful of strikes, or entering 
into a large contsact on account of 
possible changes in prices. 

‘**There is certainly a strong tendency 
towards eight hours a day in the 
United States, in all trades, and I do 
not see that it makes much difference 
in this business, so long as we know 
what it is, and can depend upon it. 
The consumer will have it to pay, and 
as the product cannot be classed as a 
necessity, it will work no hardship on 
those who see fit to buy this class of 
work, A man will not get quite so 
large a monument for his money, as he 
could if the producing price was a 
little less, but it will be a memorial 
just the same, and will fill all desired 
wants. 

‘*Granite cutting is hard work and I 
believe that a good, competent man 
who is faithful, and able to leave 
behind him the marks of a first-class 
mechanic, ought to have $3.00 for eight 
hours work. In early life, I spent 
nearly 20 years with the mallet and 
chisel, and speak from experience. No 
doubt, it will to some extent, nullify 
the effect of the . present tariff by 
letting in foreign competition, bat 
even this may not be feared very much 
on account of the large demand for 


light gray granite, which does not 
exist to any extent in foreign 


countries. 

‘*T should suggest, and hope, 
in the event of the manufacturer 
mitting to this change, (which I hope 
they will do) the Granite Cutters’ 
Union should be generous while 
passing over the divide, in as much as 
they are to secure their demands, and 
protit by it for years; they should not 
be too exacting where parties have a 
large quantity of contracts on hand, 
taken at time when they were not just 
certain whether the advance would 
come, or not. 

**No doubt some have figured lower 
than they wopld,had they been positive 
that the advance was to take place and 
I should say that a general good fellow- 
ship adjustmejjt of these matters, say 
in the spring and first part of the

Strong Speeches In the House In 
Opposition to Philippine Policy. 


Sibley Has Swung Over to 
the Republican Side. 


Caffery Thinks the Sooner We Are Rid of 
Filipinos the Better. 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Yesterday wus 
suspension day in the house, and Rep- 
resentative Bartholdt of Missouri asked 
for an appropriation of $40,000 to inves- 
tigate pollution of rivers which threat- 
ens the water supply in several states, 
evidently aimed at the Chicago drainage 
Canal.

Speeches were made by Democratic 
members of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee—Mr. Dinsmore of Arkansas and 
Champ Clark of Missouri—opposing the 
retention of the islands. The speech of 
Mr. Clark, which lasted almost two 
hours, was a notable effort, replete with 
unique epigrams, and attracted much 
attention. No Republican spoke in 
defense of the administration's policy.

upon General Otis’ rea- 
changing the language of the 
president's proclamation to the Fili- 
pinos, Mr. Dinsmore said “The bit- 
ing, blistering Sarcasmn of General Otis 
constitutes insubordination at the very 
least.” 

Mr. Dinsmore said he was not given 
to adulation, but he respected Ag- 
uinaldo who had the courage 
to fight for his liberty and independence 
of his own people. In conclusion, Mr. 
Dinsmore said, speaking of the alleged 
purpose of the administration to hold 
the Philippines: 

“I believe as fully as I believe any- 
thing, that the moment the obligation 
is imposed upon us, as {ft will be unless 
the people at the polls prevent it, that 
minute will mark the beginning of the 
decadence and fall of the American re- 


as one 


public.” 
Mr. Clark, in his characteristic way, 
laid down the following propositions: 


“A man does not have to be an idiot 
in order to be a patriot. 

“A man is not a traitor because he is 
opposed to doing those things which 
jeopardize the life of the republic. 

“An American is not a pessimist be- 
cause he is unwilling to see his country 
adopt as a settled policy the political 
principles of Alexander, Caesar and 
Napoleon. 

“In the hands of political jobbers, the 
American flag, like the mantle of 
charity, will be made to cover a mul- 
titude of sins. 

“Believing firmly that the annexation 
of the Philippines, either by force or 
with thelr own consent, in the end will 
prove dangerous, perhaps ruinous to 
our ‘government of the people, by the 
people and for the people,’ I am dead 
against it now, and for all time.” 

Mr. Clark recalled President McKin- 
ley’s speech at Boston, Feb. 16, 1899, 
10 days after the peace treaty was 
ratified, in which the president said the 
Philippine question was now with con- 
gress; that congress was the conscience 
and judgment of the country. Yet, he 
said, the executive, and not the leg- 
islative department of the government, 
was determining the question. Con- 
gress had fallen so low that it was now 
a simple regisier of the will of the ex- 
ecutive department. 

“If we took the Filipinos into part- 
nership, the Knell of the American re- 
public was sounded. As a private 
citizen,” said he, “I wish the president 
long life and prosperity. As a poli- 
tician, I hope his death is set for high 
noon, March 4, 1901." He would sac- 
rifice as much for his country as any 
man, but William McKinley was not the 
country. 

Mr. Clark raised a laugh by his ref- 
erence to the treaty made by General 
Bates upon behalf of the United States 
with the Sultan of Sulu. Democrats 
and Republicans, he said, had joined in 
putting B. H. Roberts out of the house 
because he had three wives. He asked 
the Republicans to join with them in 
keeping out of the country a sultan 
with 300 wives. “This distinguished 
Republican official,” he said, “gets $150 
a month, and the keeper of his harem 
$75 per month. If this keeps on, the 
time will come when no Republican 
official will be properly equipped with- 
out a harem and a keeper of a harem.” 

Mr. Clark said he was not opposed to 
expansion. He was today in favor of 
taking every foot of the British pos- 
sessions in North America. The ut- 
terance evoked Democratic applause. 
He predicted that Great Britain, 
spreading herself over the globe in her 
attempt to throttle the republic of 
South Africa, wag to take the first step 
upon that dismal path that all nations 
had trod before. “I believe it the be- 
ginning of the end of Great Britain,” 
said he, ‘and I say, God grant it.” 

After, Mr. Clark had concluded, Mr. 
Sibley (Pa.) called down upon himself 
the wrath of the Missouri Democrats by 
reading a letter from a “former 
Democratic member of the house 
from Missouri who had supported 
the Chicago platform,” endors- 
ing the speech he made a few days ago. 
He drew a rourd of applause from the 
Republicans by telling the Demccrats 
that hereafter they could consider his 
seat constructively on the Republican 
side. 


Senator Caffery of Louisiana, in a 
discussion of the Philippine question in 
the senate. broke new ground in de- 
veloping his position as an anti-ex- 
pansionist In resronse to an inquiry 
as to what, in the present circum- 
stances. he would do with the Filipinos, 
he said, with characteristic courage of 
conviction: “Turn them loose as soon 
ag wecan getridofthem. That would 


be better for them and infinitely Detter 
for us." Mr. Caffery's argument was 
mainly a discussion of the constitu- 
tional questions involved in the Phil- 
ippine problem. He maintained that 
the constitution extended absolutely 
over the Filipinos, and that they were 
entitled to all the rights and privileges 
of citizens of the United States guaran- 
teed by the constitution. 


The new treaty with Great Britain 
relative to the building of the Nicara- 
guan canal was received by the senate, 
and was read in executive session. Sen- 
ator Davis, chairman of the committee 
on foreign relations, moved to make the 
treaty public, as it was a subject in 
which all were greatly interested, but 
after some discussion it was decided to 
refer the matter to the committee on 
foreign relations before taking that step. 
The comments of senators upon the 
treaty, after hearing it read, were fa- 
vorable. It was said to allow the 
United States all the authority that was 
needed, and the neutrality of the canal 
was guaranteed, as was the neutrality 

The senate in executive session rati- 
fied The Hague treaty, also the ex- 
tradition treaty with Argentine Re- 
public. Both were adopted without 
objection or division. 


Will Be a Republican. 

Oil City, Pa., Feb. 6.—The Derrick to- 
day publishes a letter from Congress- 
man J. C. Sibley, written in response to 
a call from friends in the various coun- 
ties of the Twenty-seventh district, ask- 
ing- him to ke a candidate for congress 
on the Republican ticket. In his letter, 
Mr. Sibley announces himself a sup- 
porter of the administration and accepts 
the call to become a candidate for con- 
gress. 


Big Strike In Prospect. 

Chicago, Feb. 6—At a meeting of the 
Building Trades’ council held here last 
night, labor difficulties reached what 
is thought to beacrisis. ‘The business 
agent of the Hod Carriers’ and Build- 
ing Laborers’ union was ordered to call 
off the men at work on every building 
in Chicago where the new rules of the 
Building Contractors’ council were 
posted. This means that 6000 :nen will 
be ordered to strike. In addition to 
this number, 8000 carpenters, it is as- 
serted, will walk out next Saturday. - 
Tieup at Santiago. 

Santiago, Feb. 6.—The_ strike of the 
stevedores employed by the Ward line 
and the government, which began last 
Thursday, was considered trivial until 
yesterday, when all the day laborers in 
the city refused to go to work, The 
stevedores demand peyment fer a full 
day even if they work only an hour, and 
they wish an increase from $1.50 to $2 
a day. The laborers are almost all 
Spaniards. 

All Kinds of Weather. 

Boston, Feb. 6.—The heavy storm of 
Sunday night and yesterday morning 
proved quite serious in northern New 
2ngland, where the rain changed into 
damp snow, plastering trees and wires 
until they were burdened to the danger 
point. Then the temperature fell and 
the slush was turned into ice, causing 
damage of considerable etitcnt. 


Captain and Wire Drowned. 

New York, Feb. 6.—The barges Wilson 
and Mary Tryon broke ioeze from a tow 
and were sunk in Huntington vay, near 
Huntington, L. L, yester lay, in a heavy 
gale. The captain of the Ween, John 
Finley, and his wife, were drowned. 
Captain Cromwell, his wife and two 
children, on the Mary Tryon, were 
rescued with difficulty. 


Dr. Ashmead’s Statemert Denied. 

New York, Feb. 6.—A story over the 
signature of Dr. A. S. Ashmead to the 
effect that there were over 100 lepers at 
large in New York city was given wide 
circulation recently. President Murphy 
of the board of health has sent a letter 
to Dr. Ashmead denying the statement, 
and averring that there are no lepers at 
large in this city. 


Didn't See Secretary of State. 

Washington, Feb. 6—Mr. Macrum 
called at the state department yesterday 
and spent about half an hour in consul- 
tation with Mr. Hill, assistant secretary 
of state, Secretary Hay having left his 
office for the day. He still refused to 
make any statement explaining his 
reasons for leaving Pretoria. 


Five Men Lost. 

Norfolk, Va., Feb. 6.—The schooner 
Mary C. Ward was capsized four miles 
from Washington, N. C.,.and Henry 
Credle, white, and four negroes were 
drowned. Captain Cox and the two re- 
maining members of the crew were ex- 
hausted when rescued by the Beaufort 
ship captains. 

Will Soon Leave Sanitarium. 

Bangor, Me., Feb. 6.—A letter received 
by the friends of Congressman Boutelle 
conveys the information that the phy- 
sicians say his improvement has been 
s0 marked that he will be able to leave 
the sanitarium now in a few weeks en- 
tirely recovered. 


NEWS IN BRIEF, 

The Bavarian state railway managers 
recently ordered two freight locomo- 
tives from the Baldwin works at Phila- 
delphia. These proved so satisfactory 
that an order was given for passenger 
locomotives,. which, in turn, have been 
found vastly more efficient than those of 
German construction. ; 

At a mesting of the board of aldermen 
of Waltham, Mass., resolutions were 
passed protesting against the lease of 
the Fitchburg railroad to the Boston 
and Maine railroad. 

By way of preparation for the great 
struggle now in progress, the Boers in 
the year 1895 bought from France alone 
guns, swords, carbines, pistols, car- 
tridges, lead, zinc, powder, caps, fuses, 
etc., to the invoiced yalue of $386,000, ac- 
cording to a report to the state depart- 
ment from United States Consul Covert 
at Lyons. 

After an illness of less than a week, 
Harry H. Diddlebock, aged 46, well 
known in sporting and newspaper cir- 
cles, died at Philadelphia.

left the suggesting of changes in the 
Goebel law. 

Chaoic is the only word that will de- 
scribe the political situation yesterday 
in Frankfort. This condition arose not 
so much from anything done by either 
side, as from the countless stories and 
rumors spread breadcast during the 
day. 

Early in the morning it was asserted 
by the Democrats, and confirmed by a 
few Republicans, that the legislative 
session in London was about to be 
called off. The Democrats claimed 
to have the highest possible assurances 
that Governer Taylor would take such 
action, and that the next session of the 
legislature would be held in Frank- 
fort in the capitol building today. 

Governor Taylor, later in the morn- 
ing, however, declared that no order 
had been issued revoking the meeting 
at London, and that it would proceed 
as originally intended by him. He 
denied that there had been any inten- 
tion on the part of the Republican party 
to abandon the London session. 

This was a bombshell’'to many Demo- 
cratic members of the legislature, who, 
acting on the advice of their attorneys, 
had left the city Saturday night and 
Sunday morning in order to be away 
from the capital in case Governor Tay- 
lor decided to convey them to London 
for the purpose of helping out a quorum. 
Yesterday morning a large number of 
them were told to return, as an agree- 
ment had been reached which would 
allow the legislature to occupy the 
chambers in the capitol building. 

They came in from all directions, and 
by noon 30 of them had arrived. They 
were confronted on their arrival here 
by the statement of Governor Taylor. 
They immediately began preparations 
to leave the city, and at nightfall Demo- 
cratic members were as scarce as they 
were in the morning before the first 
train arrived. Late in the evening word 
came that an adjustment favorable to 
the Democrats might be made at the 
Louisville conference, which was ex- 
pected, however, to last through the 
greater portion of the night. By that 
time the Democratic members were be- 
yond the reach of reassuring telegrams. 

Yesterday in Frankfort court 
day, which comes on the first Monday 
of «very month, and brings to the city 
from 2090 to 5000 outsiders. The num- 
ber vesterday was smaller than usual, 
for many assurances had gone forth 
that there was a strong possibility of 
trouble and nobedy without special 
business should take it upon himself to 
come to town. The crowd, however, 
was suflicitenily large to throng the 
streets and this, coupled with the fact

that during the morning political ex- 
citement ran high, induced Adjutant 
General Collier to make more ample 


preparations for suppression of possible 
trouble. A three-inch rifled cannon 
was brought from the armory and 
placed in the capitol grounds, pointing 
directly down Saint Claire street. Am- 
munition was placed beside it, and be- 
side the Gatling guns, which were on 
both sides of tt, commanding ‘the ap- 
proaches to the capitol building from 
the southwest and southeast, , 
Molineux Trial is on Again. 

New York, Feb. 6.—The state rested 
its case yesterday In the trial of Roland 
B. Molineux. This was something of 
a surprise, as it was generally thought 
that Assistant District Attorney Os- 
borne had enough witnesses ready to 
occupy more than a day after the re- 
turn of Juror Brown, who had been suf- 
fering with rheumatism and who re- 
appeared in court yesterday. The case 
for the state closed in a tame fashion 
and without any of the pyrotechnics 
which have distinguished this trial.

Taylor Not Ready to Sign the Agree. 


ment Drawn Up at Louisville, 


Language as to Repeal of the 
Goebel Law Is Too Vague. 


Dead Leader's Body Brought to Louisville and 
Viewed by Thousands. 


Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 8.- Governor 
Taylor has not yet signed the Louisville 
agreement, although the general opinion 
is that he will ultimately do so, Gov- 
ernor Taylor refuses absolutely to make 
any statement in regard to his probable 
action in the matter, and during most of 
yesterday declined to receive any callers 
except his legal advisers. 

Governor Taylor sent 
Governor Bradley, 


telegrams tp ax- 
Augustus k. Whii- 
son, Judge Barr and Attorney Fairleigh 
asking them to come to Frankfort fora 
conference. Mr. Wilson was the only 
one to arrive and shortly after 8 o’clock 
last night he, with Judge Yost and Gen- 
eral Lindsay, called on the governor and 
Went into a conference with him. Every 
section of the Louisville agreement was 
gone over carefully, but it is understood 
that the principal thing discussed was 
that section bearing on the passage of 
a new election law. 

The repeal of the Goebel law is the one 
thing most strongly desired by Governor 
Taylor and, as the language of the 


Louisville agreement is considered by 
him too vague as regards this matter, 
it is considered possible that the clause 


will be made more specific before he 
signs the agreement. This would involve 
further delay, as it would necessitate a 
further conference between the Republi- 
can and Democratic leaders. 

Ancther cause for Governor Taylor’s 
delay in regard to the agreement Is said 
to be the cry of “victory” and “sur- 
render” sent up by the Democrats. The 
Agreement as presented to Governor 
Taylor is understood to be somewhat 
different from the published abstracts, 
in that the clause regarding the election 
law and one or two-other matters is 
much more specific than it is generally 
understood to be, though still not strong 
enough to suit him. 

The rank and file of the Republican 
party apparently believe there is some 
foundation for the claims set up by the 
Democrats. Scores of telegrams have 
poured in on Governor Taylor, urging 
him not to sign the agreement, but to 
maintain his present position and await 
developments. 

The conference in the office of Gov- 
ernor Taylor ended at midnight without 
any aciion being taken on the agree- 
ment. It Is not likely that anything 
will be done today. The agreement 
was discussed fully. Those who signed 
the agreement at Louisville spoke fa- 
vorably concerning it, all of them de- 
claring that it in no way implied a sur- 
render on the part of the Republicans. 


Governor Taylor exhibited many te =<" 


grams from all parts of the state, urging 
him not to give up. It does not-now 
seem probable that final action will be 
taken on the agreement before the end 
of the week. 


The train bearing the remains of Will- 
fam Goebel arrived here from Covington 
at 12:15 p.m. The day was exceedingly 
disagreeable. The casket was carried 
into the ladies’ reception room of the 
Capitol hotel. Every head was bared as 
the remains of the dead Democratic 
leader were carried into the hotel. The 
casket, heaped with flowers, was lald 
on the bier in the center of the big room, 
the lid was unscrewed and the face of 
the dead man exposed to view. 

The steady drizzle of the morning 
turned into a pouring rain in the after- 
noon which kept up without cessation 
until long after nightfall, and probably 
not over 3000 or 4060 persons took the op- 
portunity to get a last look at the dead 
man. Many of these were country peo- 
ple. Probably half of those who filed 
past the casket were women. Many 
pathetic scenes were witnessed as the 
crowds slowly filed past by the bier. 
Many of the women were weeping.

| 
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PROFESSOR SCHURMAN REPLIES 


To the Charge That He Attempted to Sr be the 
Filipino Insurgents and Failed. 

Washington, Feb. 8—At the con- 
clusion of routine business in the senate 
yesterday a discussion of the Philippine 
question was unexpectedly precipitated 
by Mr. Depew of New York, who called 
attention to some remarks made a few 
days ago by Mr. Pettigrew. In his re- 
marks Mr. Pettigrew said Mr. Schur- 
man tried to bribe the insurgents and 
failed. 

Mr. Depew sald he had received a letter 
from President Schurman with regard 
to the charges of the South Dakota sena- 
tor, Which he desired to lay before the 
senate, 

The letter from Professor Schurman is 
2s follows: “I see from page 1362 of the 
Congressional Record that Senator 
Pettigrew, speaking of myself, says: 
‘The fact of the matter is that he tried 
to bribe the insurgents, as near as we can 
escertain, and failed; but they would 
not take gold for peace.’ Had this pre 
posterous statement been made any- 
where else I should not have paid any 
attention to it; but as it has been made 
in the senate of the United States, I de- 
sire to say to you that it is absolutely 
without foundation.” 

Mr. Pettigrew replied sharply, repeat- 
ing much that he has sald heretofore, 
but distinctly reiterating the statements 
which had called forth the denials of 
both President Schurman and Admiral 
Dewey. 

Discussion of the financial measure 
Was then resumed, speeches being made 
by Mr. Turner (Dem., Wash.), Mr. Bate 
(Dem., Tenn.) and Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.), 
all in opposition to the pending bill. 

The house finished the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill, passing it 
substantially as it came from the com- 
mittee. There was some desultory dis- 
cussion of the Philippine question and 
the war in South Africa, the principal 
feature being the speech of Mr. Shafroth 
in favor of mediation In the British-Boer 
War under the provisions of The Hague 
treaty. The diplomatic bill, as passed, 
Carries $1,743,008. 


May Know Who Killed Goebel. 

Peoria, Ills., Feb. 8.—The police think 
they are on the track of the assassin of 
Governor Goebel of Kentucky. A mys- 
terious, well-dressed stranger is co- 
operating with the ‘ocal force here and 
sensational developments are expected. 
A young man arrived here last fall 
whose name was George F. Ahlers. He 
claimed Kentucky as his home, and said 
repeatedly that his evidence acquitted 
Goebel of the charge of murder. He was 
very bitter in his denunciation of Goebel, 
and said that Goebel would be assas- 
sinated before he reached the guberna- 
torial chair. He said a near relative of 
Goebel’s victim was pledged to kill him, 
but in case he failed to keep his word 
others would not fall. He left Peoria 
some time before the Kentucky tragedy. 


Famous Baseball Player Dead. 

New York, Feb. 8—John B. Taylor, 
for the last eight years a prominent 
baseball pitcher in the National league, 
died yesterday in an infirmary on Staten 
Island, from a complication of diseases. 
His last game was with the Cincinnatis 
at Washington, last September. He 
was pitching and had just entered the 
box, when his right arm fell powerless 
to his side.

SEVERELY HANDLED, 


Witnesses For the Prosecution De- 
nounced by Counsel For Molineux, 


Says Attempt to Show Motive 
Has Utterly Failed. 


Osborne Begins His Reply, Which, He Ex- 
pects, Will Be Finished Today. 


New York, Feb. 8—Recorder Goff 
heard that one of the jurors in the Moli- 
neux case made a remark to a business 
friend in the course of a conversation a 
few days ago, in which the juror said: 
“On the testimony thus far presented I 
would not hang a yellow dog.” 

The rumor achieved such widespread 
publicity that Emil B. Meyrowitz, an 
optician, and the person to whom the re- 
mark is alleged to have been made, was 
summoned before Recorder Goff. Under 
Oath he denied the truth of the report. 
He admitted that he had talked witha 
juror recently, but claimed that the 
juror had never made any statements, 
directly or indirectly, bearing on the 
Molineux case. 

Bartow S. Weeks, the attorney for the 
defense, yesterday concluded his argu- 
ment in behalf of Molineux. In the 
severest terms he condemned the pro- 
prietors of the letter boxes who had 
testified against Molineux, the police for 
the manner in which they had handled 
the case, and the handwriting experts 
for their willingness to convict a man of 
murder upon the evidence submitted to 
them. When he referred to the state- 
ments regarding the relations of the de- 
fendant and his wife before their mar- 
riage, he inquired: ‘Was not the grief 
of his old father enough, was not the 
burden borne by this defendant's mother 
and young wife enough, without having 
the testimony of a colored waiting maid 
from a boarding house introduced to 
help the prosecution blot the home of 
this family? Why did the assistant dis- 
trict attorney send to Washington to 
get this girl? Why did he not call the 
landlady herself?” 

Then Molineux’s wife broke down for 
the first time during the trial and cried 
bitterly. The prisoner leaned gently 
towards her and placed his arm around 
her in a vain attempt to comfort her. 

This ringing denunciation of the 
methods of the assistant district at- 
torney was broken only by a significant 
query from Mr. Osborne: ‘“‘Why didn’t 
you deny that Molineux lived there as 
‘Mr, Chesebrough?’ ” 

“Because it was not necessary,” re- 
torted Mr. Weeks, angri'y. “Even the 
court ordered it stricken from the records 
and told the jury to disregard Rachel 
Green's testimony. It had no bearing 
onthecase, How did you dare introduce 
it? It was aninfamous thing todo. It 
was not only false, it was vile as well.” 

Mr. Osborne again blamed Mr. Weeks 
for his failure to call any witnesses while 
Mr. Weexs was referring to the charac- 
ver of the handwriting expert for the de- 
fense, David N. Carvalho. The recorder 
angrily stopped Mr. Weeks when he re- 
ferred to the Dreyfus case, saying he had 
forbidden him to mention the testimony 
of handwriting experts in this case, and 
that he expected his instructions to be 
obeyed. 

After claiming that the prosecution 
had utterly failed to show a motive and 
telling the jury that the defense wanted 
no compromise verdict, Mr. Weeks 
closed a magnificent peroration with the 
words: “Gentlemen, the fate of the 
prisoner is in your hands. What shall 
it be? Guilty or innocent? Life or 
death?” ° 

Though the wife and the mother of 
the prisoner were in tears the father of 
the prisoner, General Molineux, and the 
prisoner himself, sat apparently un- 
moved. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne, 
in commencing his reply, was full of 
pathos and dignity. Hesaid that he felt 
at times the keenest anguish when he 
thought of the bitter things he had been 
compelled to say in conducting the case. 
He had the profoundest pity for the 
prisoner, he felt for his wife, the mother, 
the gray-haired father, an emotion so 
strong as to almost bias his sense of right 
and justice. Nevertheless it was neces- 
sary for him to do his duty, and he pro- 
ceeded with an elaborate analysis of the 
facts in the case. Mr. Osborne had not 
finished when court adjourned for the 
day, but he announced that he would in 
all probability close his arguments to- 
day. 


Shot Wife, Oaughter and Himself. 

Blackhawk, Colo., Feb. 8—W. M. 
Allen shot and killed his daughter, Lula, 
aged 16 years, in her bed yesterday, then 
shot his wife twice and finally shot him- 
self in the breast. The father and 
mother are both dying. The cause as- 
signed for the shooting is dissatisfac- 
tion expressed by Mrs. Allen because she 
was compelled to live in Blackhawk. 


With $20,000.000 Capital. 

Wabash, Ind., Feb. 8.—A combination 
of all the manufacturers of whips in 
the country, it is stated, will be con- 
summated within the next 60 days. The 
American Whip company has been ne- 
gotiating to this end for months. The 
American has 35 large whip factories in 
Westfield, Mass., alone. The capital 
will be $20,000,000. 


The Herman Winter Libelied. 

New York, Feb. 8.—The steamship 
Herman Winter was libelled yesterday 
in the United States district court for 
having on Jan. 23 last run down and 
sunk in Vineyard Sound the British 
fruiter Ardandhu. The amount of the 
libel is $184,105, which covers the value of 
the Ardandhu and her cargo. 


For Repeal of Horton Law. 
Albany, Feb. 8—The assembly com- 
mittee on codes yesterday decided to re- 
port favorably the bill which provides 
for the entire repeal of the Horton law, 
which permits prize fighting in the state

CHEERS FOR DEWEY AND MOLINEUX. 


flero of Shenandoah Valiey Shares Honors 
With the Hero of Manila. 

New York, Feb. 8—Admiral Dewey 
was the guest of honor last night at the 
dinner given by the Loyal Legion at 
Delmonico’s. In introducing Admiral 
Dewey, General Burnett, who pre- 
sided, said that Admiral Dewey's fame 
Was fixed imperishably. His comrades 
of the Loyal Legion could only express 
their love and affection for him. Noth- 
ing they might do would add a single 
spark to the luster of the great admiral’s 
fame. 

General King spoke of the work done 
in the Shenandoah valley by General 
Molineux’s brigade, and pafd a stirring 
tribute to the general, who was wound- 
ed in batle there He said General 
Molineux had done some of the most 
brilliant and daring work of the war. 
The reference to the old veteran, who 
for weeks has been present at his son's 
trial for murder, brought the 250 guests 
to their feet. They cheered tremen- 
dously. The score or more of women 
in the balconies added to the plaudits, 
and General King, by request, repeated 
the paragraph in his paper just read. 
A second demonstration ensued. It 
was concluded only when the guests 
as one man rose and drank “Health and 
long life and hapiness to General Mol- 
ineux.” 

Admiral Dewey entered the ball room 
escorted by Rear Admiral Stanton, re- 
tired. He received a splendid ovation. 
He had not intended to speak, but he 
consented to say just a few words in 
acknowledgement. He said: “What 
can one say to such an audience as 
this. We have been companions in the 
past, and we are companions now. TI 
could hardly say more. I will not try 
to say more, for God knows what I 
Would say.” 

Admiral Dewey also attended the an- 
nual ball of the Emerald society in 
Brooklyn, and received a great ovation. 
He oceupied a box decorated with 
American flags, and with an admiral’s 
flag on the main pillar. The admiral 
watched the proceedings with interest, 
and rose time and again and bowed in 
response to the cheers of the crowd. 
Bay State Legislature. 

3oston, Feb. 8—The Boston and Al- 
bany case came up again for discussion 
in the house yesterday, and both sides 
indulged in a heated debate, in which 
politics and charges of lobbying played 
apart. The debate started on the order 
introduced by Mr. McNary (Dem.) re- 
questing the rallroad commission to fur- 
nish certain information to the house. 
Mr. McNary saw no reason why the 
order should not be adopted, although 
he knew that the lobbyists of the road 
had been working againstit. Mr. Turtle 
claimed that the McNary order required 
a judicial answer and could not be an- 
swered by the railroad commission. He 
wished an order adopted which the com- 
mission could answer, so that the Demo- 
crats could not appeal to the people next 
fall on the ground that as a state com- 
mission had refused to answer the state 
Was in the grasp of commissioners. 
Mr. MeNary replied with considerable 
warmth, while Mr. Mellen and Mr. Ben- 
nett also spoke in favor of the original 
order. The order was laid over until 
today. 


Verbal Contract Not Binding. 

Haverhill, Mass., Feb, 8.—During the 
strike in the shoe factory of Chesley & 
Rugg. a year ago, Charles W. Amoss 
remained at work, the non-union men 
being assured by Chesley that he would 
stand by them all, and would forfeit 
$1000 to any of them if they lost their 
Jobs. Later the firm discharged the 
non-union men. Amoss cluimed that 
Mr. Chesley’s statement was an oral 
contract, and sought to recover the $1000 
forfeit. Judge Hardy yesterday de- 
cided that the contract was not bind- 
ing. 

Judge Tafts’ Plans. 

Washington, Feb. 8—Judge William 
H,. Taft, who was appointed president of 
the new Philippine conimission, in an 
interview yesterday said that he realized 
the fact that the mission of the commis- 
sion was a most difficult one, but he had 
strong hopes of being partly instru- 
mental in giving to the Filipinos a civil 
government and a code which would 
secure to them the fullest possible 
measure of liberty and security to life 
and property. He had no ulterior mo- 
tive, he said, in accepting the presidency 
of the commission, 


Small but Enthusiastic Crowd. 

New York, Feb. 8.—Mr. Bryan spoke 
last night at Carnegie Music hall on 
“Pending Problems” under the auspices 
of Winfield Scott Hancock post, 239, G. 
A. R., of the department of New York, 
for the relief of soldiers and widows and 
orphans. Less than 1000 men and 
women paid the price of admission. 
There was some enthusiasm, however, 
notwithstanding the smallness of the 
audience. He set forth at length his 
well-known views on taxation, money 
and trusts. 


Holcomb’s Heavy Liabilities. 
Boston, Feb. 8—Henry A. Holcomb of 
New Bedford, a manufacturer, filed a 
petition in bankruptcy yesterday. Lia- 
bilities, $1,351,438; assets, none. The in- 
troduction of Holcomb’s petition gives 
New Bedford the distinction of having 
produced two of the heaviest bank- 
ruptcy cases filed at the bankruptcy 
court since its establishment. Some 
months ago Dr. William E. Brownell of 
New Bedford filed a petition showing 

$927,313 liabilities and no assets.

Rain came down in sheets yesterday 
while the funeral services were being 
held over the body of Kentucky's dead 
Democratic jeader. 

The crowd in the cemetery was much 
smaller than it would have been had 
the weather been pleasant, but the ex- 
ercises there were carried out to the 
letter, and the body of William Goebe! 
lies in the chape! of the Frankfort ceme- 
tery, after one of the greatest funeral 
demonstrations ever seen in this state, 
When the weather clears sufficiently the 
casket will be consigned to the grave. 

It had been feared trouble might arise 
between the soldiers in the capitol 
grounds and the Democratic partisans 
in the line of march, when the parade 
passed the capitol square, but nothing 
of the kind occurred. for 24 hours ail 
of the saloons had been closed. The 
day passed without any exhibition of 
feeling on either side. 

As the casket was placed on the sup- 
ports on the porch of the chapel at the 
cemetemy a quartet sang “It Is Well 
With My Soul,” everyone standing with 
uncovered head as the words of the song 
were heard through the storm. 

Rev. William Stanley of Virginia then 
offered prayer. Rev. T. N. Arnold 
spoke briefly of the early life of the 
dead leader, and eulogized him as one 
of IKentucky’s greatest sons. Rev. 
Gilbert Schmitt delivered an address in 
German. He was followed by Rev. E. 
C. Mann in a short address. Elder 
William Stanley then paid an eloquent 
tribute to Governor Goebel. He re- 
ferred bitterly to the assassination, 
speaking of the “chagrin and mortifi- 
cation in the hearts of all that the 
leader of a people whose proud boast it 
was that they never feared to facea 
foe, or feiled to defend a friend should 
he fall at the hands of an assassin.” 

Senator Joe Blackburn was then iIn- 
troduced. He was compelled to stand 
on a table so that the throng might see 
him. As the voice of Senator Black- 
burn rang out in his denunciation of the 
shooting of Governor Goebe!], and as he 
stated that “it was not the work ofa 
erank or a crazed assassin,” murmurs 
of “No” and “That's right” came from 
the crowd, while tears stood in the eyes 
of many grim-faced men. 

Governor Beckhan was next intro- 
duced to make the closing address. He, 
too, stood on-the table placed at the 
side of the casket. He said that Goe- 
bel’s death had lost Kentucky her great- 
est son, and her people had lost their 
most faithful friend. By reason of his 
loyalty to the cause of the common peo- 
ple and his advocacy of those principles 
that were for their interest, and by 
reason of his conspicuous ability in ad- 
vancing those principles, he lies the vic- 
tim of corporate greed. He ably es- 
poused the cause of the people, and stood 
like a young lion in the pathway of the 
aggression of wealth. 

Governor Beckham was listened to 
with the closest attention, and, as with 
nis face flushed and his voice trembling 
with emotion, he concluded with an ap- 
peal to the people of the state to support 
him in his announced intention to carry

AN ENTERING WEDGE. 


Hardest Fighting Yet Ahead of Buller 
Before Reaching Ladysmi th, 


Nothing of an Encouraging 
Nature From the Front. 


Englishmen Painfully Surprised to Learn of 
Serious Defects In the Navy. 


London, Fea 9—A dispatch from 
Buller’s headquarters says the British 
hold their own and “relief is certain,” 
but in the absence of news of the prog- 
ress of the actual operations this must 
not be accepted at more than its face 
value, which is that of an opinion, more 
Or less well grounded. Accordingly, it 
can be ee only that a beginning has 
been made, an wedge com- 
parable to that at Spion kop, but more 
stable in that so far as the dispatches go, 
it has been held. 

The hardest fighting was yet ahead of 
Buller when the dispatches at hand were 
written, for the lodgment which had 
been obtained in the Boer line of de- 
fense had yet to be turned to advantage 
and the Boer line actually broken 
through. His attempt must be quickly 
made successful, and decisive 
fighting must take place shortly. 

All the messages from the observers 
with General Buller throw in a pl se 
or two about the “strength of the Boe

Their last slender narratives leave the

The heaviest fighting appcars to have 
been on Tuesdcy. General Buller’s 233 
casualties are mentioned as having c 
curred before Tuesday noon. Large 
lists are consequently expected for the 
rest ofthe day. The casualties already 
reported bring the total British losses to 
10, 244 killed, ‘aunties and ¢ ani ured,

A supplementary army estimate, to 
March 31, was laid pro forma before 
the house of commons yesterday, but 
was not made public. It is reported 
that it called for £20,000,000, which 
would make the cost of the war up to 
that date £30,000,000. The maintenance 
of 200,000 men at the front, it is esti- 
mated, between <£5,000,000 and

The Times, in an editorial dealing with 
General Buller’s task, says: The prob- 
lem before him is unquestionably most 
difficult. We cannot be surprised or 
disheartened should he be unable to 
solve it with success. His task is not 
merely to force a way through the Boer 
lines to Ladysmith. That operation 
would be forniidable endugh. But it 
would be easy compared with the feat he 
must perform if large strategical results 
are to follow his efforts. He must in- 
flict a crushing defeat upon the Boer 
army. Unless he can drive into the 
Drakensberg or otherwise destroy that 
army, the relief of Ladysmith can hard- 
ly be acc ompitsned with safety. We 
await the issue of the operation with 
great anxiety. 


Since the war has strained the re- 
sources of the military system, English- 
men have been troubled tty the possi- 
bility that sea fighting might show naval 
defects, which would weaken the first 
line of defense in which the country has 
placed such complete trust. This ap- 
prehension has suddenly found expres- 
sion. During the last two or three days, 
in half the newspapers in England, the 
government's attention has been speciai- 
ly directed to the muzzle-loading guns. 
Even public men have been painfully 
surprised to learn that 16 hattleships and 
eight armored cruisers depend upon 
muzzle-loaders. This means that smaller 
but faster ships, with modern guns, 
would be able to stay 1000 or 2000 yards 
out of range and to disable in leisurely 
fashion about one-third of the vessels 
which appear in the naval list as “first- 
class.” 

The admiralty is understood to be pre- 
paring to remedy this defect and to pro- 
pose also considerable additions that 
will preserve the present ratio of Great 
Britain’s naval strength to that of 
France and Germany.

THE PORTO RICO MEASURE, 


Majori.y Report Says 25 fercent Buty Is 
Necessary--Meaning of Term United States. 

Washington, Feb. 9.—The reports on 
the bill framed by the ways and means 
committee imposing duties equivalent 
to 25 percent of the American tariff on 
goods imported into Peurto Rico from 
the United States, and vice versa, were 
submitted to the house yesterday. The 
Republicans of the committee, except 
Mr. Call of Massachusetts, agreed to 
report in support of the bill, devoting a 
considerable portion of their argument 
to sustaining the contention that the 
clause of the constitution declaring 
that “all duties imposts and excises 
shal! be uniform throughout the United 
States” is not applicable to our new 
possessions, which, they say “®re not 
United States territory within the 
meaning of that declaration. 

The majority report says that the 
25 percent duty is necessary to prevent 
United States manufacturers of spirits 
and cigars from being at a disadvantage. 

The minority report questions the right 
or power under the constitution to enact 
the measure, and whether if we have the 
power it is being exercised in the proper 
manner. It asserts that the power to 
Pass such laws was never before claimed, 
and calls such exercise of power pure 
and simple imperialism, which is solemn- 
ly protested. It declares that territory 
cannot be lield as a political dependency 
Subject to unequal taxation. It refers 
to the administration plans as a robber 
policy which makes this republic take 
the place of the ruthless monarchy 
Spain, in despoiling Puerto‘Rico. 

Almost immediately after the senate 
convened yesterday discussion of the 
financial measure was resumed. Mr. 
Allen concluded his speech, charging 
the Republican party with breaking 
faith with the people regarding bimetal- 
lism and systematically discrediting the 
work of the international bi-metallic 
commission. Mr. Cockrell also spoke 
on the financial bill, making a technical 
analysis of the house and senate meas- 
ures. He charged that the senate sub- 
stitute contained the initial movement 
toward the perpetuation of the national 
debt. 

The senate, in executive session, yes- 
terday ratified the extradition treaty 
with Peru, and the Mexican boundary 
treaty. 

The house was in session only an hour 
and a half and only minor business was 
transacted. The ways and means com- 
mittee bill establishing tariff rates upon 
goods from Puerto Rico into the United 
States and vice versa was reported, and 
Chairman Payne gave notice that the 
bill would be called up next Thursday. 
The debate upon it will run for a week. 


Dewey's *‘Wealth of the World.” 

New York, Feb. 9.—Admiral and Mrs. 
Dewey were the guests of Honor at a 
dinner given by the Union League club 
in Brooklyn last night. President 
Pulsifer; in a speech which recited the 
battle and, victory at Manila bay, and 
sounded the praises of Admiral Dewey, 
presented him with a handsome gold 
medal. In response to President Pul- 
sifer’s presentation address Admiral 
Dewey said: “For this beautiful gift 
I thank you from the bottom of my 
heart, and wish to say that all that my 
friend Lieutenant Rees wished for me 
on a former occasion has been ful- 
filled. Ihave (pointing to Mrs. Dewey) 
the wealth of the world.” 

Original Offer Greatly Increased. 

,Llinton, Mass., Feb. 9—One of the 
largest land damage cases against the 
metropolitan water board, In connec- 
tion with the Wachusett reservoir, was 
settled yesterday by the payment of 
$5270 to Fellx Nugent. The original 
offer by the board was $1500. During 
the hearing, the experts’ estimates on 
the damages varied from $1500 to $16,000. 


Syndicate Is Still Figuring. 

Fall River, Mass., Feb. 9.—It is under- 
stood here that the Barrow, Wade & 
Guthrie syndicate will renew its offer for 
the acquisition of the Fall River cotton 
cloth mills on a higher basis than the 
previous bid. Mill stocks in this city 
are quoted higher than they have been 
in many years. 


Was Afraid to Die. 

Charlotte, N. C., Feb. 9.—William 
Truesdale, colored, was hanged in the 
jail here yesterday for the murder of his 
sweetheart a year ago. He had to be 
carried to the scaffold, being overcome 
with fright. He protested his innocence 
to the last.

Library Statistics. 

The following from the annual report 
of the public library at Hyde Park 
published in the Gazette may be of 
interest: For the year ending Jan. 31, 
1900 the whole number of books taken 
out at the new public library was 
36,031, against 35,268 last year, a very 
excellent showing in view of the fact 
that the library was closed from July 
10, to Sept. 12, fifty-four library days. 
Magazines taken out for home use, 
1,400. Largest daily delivery 323; 
smallest daily delivery 33; average 
daily delivery 143. The new children’s 
room has been open seventy-six days 
and the number of books given out 
6,636. The whole number of books 
added to the library by purchase and 
donation was 1,478.

Criticisms of Prevarications 
by the Government. 


Terrible Strength and Activity of 
Boer Artillery Fully Realized, 


Starvation Raiois at Kimberley and the 
Death Rate Is Greatly Increased. 


London, Feb, 12.—Today sees the be- 
ginning of the fifth month of the war. 
Charles Williams. the 
“After all 
fine, big army, 
maneuver in the field, is tied by the left 
leg to Kimberley, in order to please 
Cecil Rhodes, and by the right leg to 
Ladysmith, in order to please Joseph 
Chamberlain. Yet neither town has 
the very smallest military value.” 

Spenser Wilkinson, in The Morning 
Post today, dwells upon the evidence 
of the unexpected activity and prob- 
ably numbers of the Boers near Coles- 
berg, where they are not enclosed, but 
only half surrounded on the south. He 
points out that the Boer positions cover 
a front of 20 miles, and infers that there 
must be several thousand of the enemy 
on the ground. 

He expresses the hope that the rumor 
from Durban that a Boer force is ad- 
vancing in the hope of outflanking Gen- 
eral Buller is correct, for he cons 
that General Joubert would thus expose 
himself to just the sort of blow itis so 
difficult to deliver against the fortified 
pcsitions north of the Tugela. 

The latest dispatches from the front 
showing the real reasons for General 
Buller's retirement and his intention to 
try again, quite destroy the comforting 
and ingenious theory that the movement 
was an elaborate feint to facilitate the 
main advance of Lord Roberts, a theory 
which obtained acceptance largely be- 
cause of Mr. Balfour's mislealing state- 
ment to parhament. 

These seemingly useless reticences and 
prevarications on the part of the gov- 
ernment and the war office are beginning 
to be criticised severely. No word has 
yet issued from the war office regarding 
General Buller’s latest attempt, although 
the correspondents are allowed to tele- 
graph with a fair amount of freedom 
and, thus far, only a partial list of casual- 
ties has been published. The dating of 
messages from Frere camp may indi- 
cate that General Buller has withdrawn 
all his forces there. 

The London newspapers, having be- 
come accustomed to checks, maintaina 
hopeful tone, but the situation is much 
more threatening than it seemed to bea 
week ago. Proofs of the terrible strength 
and mobility of the Boer artillery, to- 
gether with the rumor that General 
Joubert is taking the initiative with the 
object of cutting off General Buller’s 
communications, are in no way reassur- 
ing. 

Even the most sanguine persons begin 
to see that it is quite hopeless to execute 
the relief of Ladysmith; while it is clear 
that, if it be impossible for Buller to 
reach Ladysmith, it is equally impos- 
sible for the garrison, exhausted by sick- 
ness and privations, to cut a way out. 

Reports of the Boer advance through 
Zululand are disquieting. If they should 
be able to strike at Greytown, General 
Buller would be compelled to turn his 
attention to the eastern side of Natal. 

The fact that Lord Roberts arrived at 
Modder Friday seems to show that he 
has been on a round of inspection of the 
chief commands, and that the main ad- 
vance is not so near as has been sup- 
posed. 

Startling intelligence comes from 
Kimberley in the Cape newspapers just 
received by mail in London, It appears 
that since Jan. 8 the rations at Kimber- 
ley have been for the most part horse 
flesh, so repugnant to women and chil- 
dren that many refuse to eat. It also 
appears that the death rate has been 
heavy, and that the privations of the 
garrison have been increasing steadily.

IN THE FIRST UEGREE, 


Roland B, Molineux Found Guilty of 
Murdering Mrs, Kate J, Adams, 


Jury Returns the Verdict 
Without Recommendation. 


Prisoner Showed No Emotion at Decision 
Which Meant Death For Him. 


New York, Feb. 12.—Roland B. Moli- 
eux was found guilty of murder in the 
first agarke a few minutes before 11 
oclock Saturday night. The jury was 
out a little less than eight hours. There 
Was no recommendation of any kind. 

The convicted man received the ver- 
dict with the utmost calmness. He 
threw his head back in defiance, a quick 
quick indrawn breath expanded his 
chest. That was all. 

General Molineux and his sons, Cecil 
and Leslie, sat near the prisoner. The 
old man, who has been so devoted to his 
son, and so confident of his innocence 
in spite of the awful accusation made 
against him, received the blow like a 
soldier face to face with the enemy. 

Twice during the evening the jurymen 
had asked for instructions from the re- 
corder or for certain exhibits in evi- 
dence. But just before the clock struck 
11 a whisper ran through the court- 
room that an agreement had been 

hed, and a moment later the.jury- 
men filed in and took their seats. 

The clerk asked the usual questions 
of the foreman and his fellows. It ran 
according to the usual formula: “Gen- 
tlemen of the jury, have you agreed upon 
a verdict?” Do you find the defendent 
guilty or not guilty?” 

“Guilty of murder in the first degree,” 
said Foreman Martin. A mighty mur- 
mur ran through the courtroom, and 
then there was deep silence for a mo- 
ment. The crowd took a long breath, as 
One man, and exhaled it in a great sigh. 
Molineux was guilty. 

Noland Burnham Molineux, the sec- 
ond of three sons of General Edward 
J. Molineux, was arrested on Feb. 24, 
1899 at the close of Coroner Hart's in- 
quest Into the death of Mrs. Katherine 
J Adams, who, on Dec. 28, 1898, took a 
dose of supposed bromo seltzer, admin- 
istered to her by Harry S. Cornish, a 
rder in her flat. Cornish, according 
to his own statement, and the statement 
of other persons present at the time, re- 
ceived the bromo seltzer bottle in a 
through the mails on Dec. 24. 

wil ule Tught of Dec. 27 Cornish took 
home with him the bottle and holder 
and gave it to Mrs. Florence <M 
daughter of Mrs. Adams, as 
she said it matched some silver articles 
on her toilet table. He put the bottle 
of supposed bromo seltzer in his room 
with the address. 

The following morning, Mrs. Adams 
being ill, complaining of a headache, 
Cornish mixed a dose, taking some of 
the contents of the bottle for the pur- 
pose, and gave itto Mrs. Adams. Mrs. 
Adams drank it, remarking that it 
tasted bitter. Cornish replied that he 
thought it was all right, and he says 
that he drank a part of what remained 
in the glass himself. He then went 
back to his room, and a few minutes later 
Mrs. Rogers summoned _ him, crying out 
that her mother had fallen unconscious, 
The woman never regained conscious- 
ness, and died a few minutes after the 
first physician arrived. 

Cornish himself was taken with vio- 
lent sickness, and suffered several days. 
Assistant Attorney McIntyre was in- 
formed of the tragedy, and the affair 
was reported to the coroner as a sui- 
cide. 

A few days later the name of Roland 
B. Molineux was brought into the case, 
and General Molineux, accompanied by 
his son, went to police headquarters. 
General Molineux was told that his son 
Was not wanted. After the coroner’s 
inquest and an extensive examination 
of handwriting, Molineux was arrested. 
An indictment was found against him, 
and later dismissed... A succeeding 
grand jury refused to indict, and Mol- 
ineux was discharged, only to be re- 
arrested immediately on the charge of 
assaulting Cornish. Then there fol- 
lowed another long legal battle, and 
Molineux was again discharged and re- 
arrested. He waived examination on 
the charge of assault, and finally the 
July grand jury found an indictment 
against him in seven counts for the 
murder by poison of Mrs. Adams. Be- 
tween the time of his arrest and the 
end of his trial nearly a year has elapsed, 
during which time the defendant has 
been in the tombs, while the district at- 
torney’s office and the police have 
scoured the country for evidence and 
for experts. The trial has cost about 
$200,000. 

The condemned man had but one 
visitor Sunday, and the caller was his 
father, who has not yet given up hope 
and expects that the higher courts, 
which will be appealed to, will free his 
con. General Mclineux remained with 
the prisoner for about half an hour. It 
Was a sad scene to see father and son 
consoling with each other,

UNDER GROUND AT PARIS. 


Exhibit of Caves and Mining to Be 


Seen at the Exposition. - 


An interesting exhibition fs being or- 
ganized in the catacombs under the 
Trocadero park in connection with the 
Paris exposition. The works are near- 
ing completion. There will be repre- 
sented the principal natural or artifi- 
cial curiosities found under the earth, 
such as the reproduction of mines of 
the time of the Pheenicians and of the

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Horses or cattle should never be pas- 
tured in an orchard. 

The best time to prune the peach tree 
is early in the spring. 

Too large and too thick heads on fruit 
trees should always be avoided by proper 
pruning. 

An ounce of nitrate of soda dissolved 
in four gallons of water is an excellent 
food for bulbs. 

There is no danger in turning under 
clover and planting the land to strawber- 
ries and raspberries, planting in the 
spring. 

A good way to destroy plant lice is to 
dip the affected parts of the plants into 
a bucket of strong tobacco water or else 
syringe with this solution. 

An orchard plowed every year has most 
of its seeding roots just below the reach 
of the plow, while one in grass runs its 
feeding roots near the surface. 

In applying wood ashes scatter them 
out underneath the tree as far as the 
branches extend. They should not be 
applied close up around the stem. 

As a general rule, after the orchard 
comes into full bearing it is best to let 
the trees have the benefit of the whole 
ground. Clover, however, may be grown. 
—St. Louis Republic.

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BAY STATE VETERANS’ ENCAMPMENT, 


Two Posts and 933 Comrades Dropped Out 
During the Year—Election of Officers. 

Boston, Feb. 14—When Department 
Commander John E. Gilman called the 
34th Grand Army encampment to order 
yesterday at Faneuil hall the «eats re- 
served for the delegates and repre- 
sentatives were well filled and there was 
a fair percentage of the strength usually 
seen at these gatherings. Thestorm af- 
fected the morning attendance to some 
extent, but comrades dropped in at in- 
tervals and took their seats. 

The departmental reports occupied the 
earlier part of the day and were atten- 
tively listened to.

Strike of Granit2 Cutters Probable, 

Boston, Feb. 14.—At a meeting of the 
New England granite manufacturers 
here yesterday resolutions were passed 
declaring that the manufacturers can- 
not accede to the demands of eight 
hours’ labor in a day’s work and at least 
$3 per day as wages. It is understood 
the manufacturers would be willing to 
grant the eight-hour day if wages re- 
main at their present rate. It is not ex- 
pected that the manufacturers will suc- 
ceed in averting a strike. 

A lejed Wrongful Appropriation. 

Waterbury, Conn., Feb. 14.—The heirs 
of Edward F. Randolph, formerly a 
member of the firm of Randolph & 
Clowes, manufacturers, of this city, have 
brought suit against George H. Clowes 
and wife to recover sums aggregating 
over $65,000, which they allege were 
wrongfully appropriated by Mr. Clowes 
from the firm's funds, and were used in 
purchasing real estate which now stands 
in Mrs. Clowes’ name. 


New Englana’s Boer Hospital Corps. 

Boston, Feb. 14.—The first Red Cross 
hospital corps sent by the United Irish 
societies of New England for work with 
the Boers in South Africa left for New 
York last night over the Boston and 
Albany railroad. The party numbered 
11, which will be augmented to 16 or 
18 by additions at Springfield and other 
places en route. s

Lancaster, Pa., Feb. 14.—General Hui- 
ingse commander-in-chief of the Na- 
tional Association of Spanish War 
Veterans, yesterday issued charters to 
42 camps of that order located in Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Rhode Island, New 
Hampshire and other states. 


AN ATTACK IN FORCE,

Boers Have Compelled British to 
Concentrate at Rensberg, 


Te 


Driven From Colesberg Dis- 
trict Under Pressure. 


Spenser Wilkinson Says Boer Army Must Be 
Destroyed to End the War. 


London, Feb. 14.—The light skirmish- 
ing of the past few days around Rens- 
burg has developed into an attack of 
considerable proportions, since there is 
doubt whether the town can be held. 
Rensburg has been for nearly two 
months the headquarters of French's 
operations against Colesberg, and until 
this commander was detached, presum- 
ably to command Lord Roberts’ horse, 
the Boers, though re-enforced, had been 
kept strictly on the defensive. Clements 
is now in command at Rensburg. 

The operations which now appear to be 
coming to a head began last Friday, 
when the Boers*egan flank movements 
east and west that gave the British 
much worry. They were set down as 
reconnoissances in force, and resulted 
only in the picking up of stray patrols 
and outposts and the capture of 1000 
sheep. When renewed Monday and yes- 
terday it beeame apparent that the Boer 
activity might portend more important 
movements, and the reconnoissances 
have developed into an attack in force. 

The news of the day is the enforced re- 
tirement of the British from the Coles- 
burg district under heavy Boer pressure 
and probably after brisk fighting. Thus 
at a time when Lord Roberts is ap- 
parently about to push an army into the 
Free State, the Boers make a counter 
Stroke in an unknown but seemingly 
great force, not far from the vital line of 
railway connecting De Aar and Orange 
River. 


Military observers do not regard this 
as more than a menace, Nevertheless 
the news produces an unpleasant im- 
pression here. General French had 
maneuvered the Boers out of Rensburg 
in December. In January it was re- 
ported he could take Colesberg in two 
days with reinforcements. These were 
sent, but the Boers also were reinforced, 
Since then the British lines have been 
extended cast and west, so that at the 
opening of this week they constituted 
& great horseshoe, 26 miles in length 
The lines -were not continuous, but ail 
the strong positions were held. 

General French, when joined by Lord 
Roberts, presumably took most of his 
cavalry. General Clements was left 
with the infantry to hold the Boers in 
check, but Commandant Delarey, witha 
double turning movemé@nmt, has com- 
pelled the British to concentrate at 
Rensburg, besides threatening Lerd 
Roberts’ communications. 

The Boer mastery of the district has 
caused a spread of the insurrection, but 
this, no doubt, will be promptly re- 
pressed. as large British forces are 
available not far away. 


Spencer Wilkinson, in The Morning 
Post, discussing the news from Rens- 
burg, says: This intelligence is the 
natural price paid for a blow elsewhere. 
The concentration at Modder River is 
apparently accomplished by a weaken- 
ing of the force at Colesberg, and of this 
the Boers have taken advantage, to as- 
sume the offensive. Meanwhile it looks 
as though the enemy had withdrawn 
their forces from Magersfontein to rein- 
force those at Colesberg, where a Boer 
victory would threaten British com- 
munications between Cape Town and 
Modder River. 

Reviewing the whole campaign, Mr. 
Wilkinson says that the type of the com- 
ing operations recalls that of the Ameri- 
ean Civil war. Developing this thought, 
he remarks: 

British strategy must be to crush in 
succession each of the three principal 
Boer forces near Kimberley, Colesberg 
and Stormberg by bringing against them 
greatly superior mumbers. Much de- 
pends on what happens in Natal. Gen- 
eral Joubert is not likely to abandon his 
present enterprise against Ladysmith 
until disaster to the.other Boer armies 
compels him. The opinion that the in- 
vasion of the Free State wit suffice to 
bring the Free State troops out of Natal 
and will induce the Free Staterg to sub- 
mit is not based on a true estimate of the 
nature of the Boer. The two republics 
are fighting for national existence; and 
they will stand or fall together. This 
war will not be ended by strategical 
mane¢uverings or by the occupation of 
geographical points, but by the destruc- 
tion of the Boer army—taking the word 
destruction in its military sense, of de- 
cisive defeat involving dispersion of an 
army as an organized fighting force. 


Congressman Chickering’s End. 

New York, Feb. 14.—Congressman 
Charles A. Chickering of Copenhagen 
was killed by falling or jumping from 
the fire escape on the fourth story of 
the Grand Union hotel. He was found 
dead from a fractured skull on the side- 
walk, directly under the window of his 
room. The window was open. There 
is no means of ascertaining how he 
came to get over the four-foot railinggof 
the fire escape.

Forces Under Roberts Turn 
the Magersfontein Lines. 


French Forced a Passage 
Across Modder River. 


Relief of Kimberley Now Considered 
Within Measurable Reach, 


Remarkab'e Skill Shown by Kitchener In 


Handing the Field Transport. 


London,

ench left this point at 11:30 


yesterday morning with three brigades 
of cavalry, horse artillery and mounted 
infantry. including several colonial con- 
tingents, in order to seize a crossing of 
the Modder, distant about 25 miles. He 
reports, by dispatch dated 5:35 p. m., 
that he had forced a passage at Clip 
Drift and occupied the hills north of the 
river, capturing three of the enemy’s 
laagers, with their supplies, while Gen- 
eral Gordon of the Fifteenth Hussars, 
with his brigade, who had made a feint 
at Rondeval Drift, four miles west, has 
seized it and a second drift between 
that and Clip Drift, together with two 
more laagers. General French's per- 
formance is brilliant, considering the ex 
cessive heat and a blinding dust storm 
which raged during the latter part of the 
day. 

Owing to the rapidity of his move- 
ments, General French met with but 
slight opposition, and his losses were 
Smail. Lieutenant Johnson of the 
Inniskilling Dragoons ts the only officer 
reported severely wounded. 

“The sixth division was last night on 
the north bank of the Riet, at Waterval 
Drift. 

“Four officers and 53 men had to be 
sent last evening in the returning ox 
wagons to the railway line, prostrated 
by heat and exhaustion.” 

The British army, for the first time 
since the war began, is inside the Boer 
frontier. Lord Roberts, with at least 


40,000 infantry, 7000 cavalry and 150 guns, 
has turned the Magersfontein lines, be- 


fore which the British forces have been 


encamped for 10 weeks, and, with half 
of his corps, he is already operating on 
Free State t itory. 

A battle has not yet been fought, but 
large tactical advantages have been 
gained. The relief of Kimberley is 
within measurable reach. aad the way 


to Bloemfontein is appreciably « ier. 

The dispatches of Lord Roberts sketch 
three days’ work. The forward move- 
ment began on Sunday, when Colonel 
Hannay set out, with a brigade of 
mounted infantry, for Ramah, on the 
Riet, eight miles from Jecobsdale, one 
of the Boer supply bases. 

On Monday, General French, with the 
cavalry division, seized the crossing of 
the Riet river, at Dekils Drift, south of 


Jacobsdal, and 18 miles east of Honey 
Nest Kloof. He skirmished with the 
Boers, and cleared the way for 20,000 


infantry, who followed across. 

On Tuesday, with his three cavalry 
brigades and the horse artillery, Gen- 
eral French rode to the Modder river, a 
distance of 25 miles, and took three 
fords, with high ground beyond the 
river, and five Boer camps. He hada 
few casualties in brushes with the Boer 
horse. General French has now fixed 
himself on General Cronje’s main line 
of communication with Bloemfontein, 
and 20,000 infantry, with 72 guns, are 
being pushed up to support him there. 

Lord Roberts’ dispatches, wired from 
inside the Free State and on the Riet 
river, left him Wednesday morning. 
His advance had not been opposed by 
the Boers in force. Their patrols 
melted away as the British moved for- 
ward. The Boer army is likely to be 
felt in a day or two, and a battle is 
consequently imminent. 


As to what forces General Cronje has 
now at his disposal and as to where he 
purposes making a stand against the 
invaders, no one here connected with 
the war office knowsanything. The date 
for conceptions are wholly wanting. 

The forces immediately at the disposal 
of Lord Roberts are placed at 50,000 in 
a general way. These figures are re- 
vealed by the commands mentioned in 
the dispatches as having been added to 
the divisions known to be with Lord 
Methuen. Quite possibly, Lord Rob- 
erts has 10,000 or 20,000 more. 

It is now realized that the incidents at 
Rensburg have been seen out of all 
proportion. Merely skeleton lines were 
maintained there, while troops were be- 
ing secretly and rapidly concentrated 
on the Modder river. The facility with 
which 30,000 men have already been sent 
beyond the rail terminus shows that 
Lord Kitchener has been fully success- 
ful in organizing transport. He is now 
supposed to be down the line, sending 
forward more troops and getting to- 
gether more transport. About five 
miles of ox and mule wagon trains are 
estimated for each division, so that 
Lord Kitchener, who is reputed to have 
more skill than a circus manager in 


nendling field transport, 
labors tn hand. 

The London morning papers take 
rather sober views of the situation, but 
are greatly pleased and hopeful of what 
is to come. They have been fed, how- 
ever, on such a low diet of British suc- 
cesses that they are disposed to caution 
and given to measuring developments 
with considerable reserve. They fully 
realize that serious fighting is yet to 
come. 

The total British casualty returns up 
to today are: Officers killed, 162: 
wounded, 380; missing, 112; men killed, 
1477; wounded, 5050; a eral 2781; other 
fatalities reported, 563. 7

Yale Professor Talks of Causes Leading Up te 
the War In South Africa. 

New Haven, Feb. 15.—In the course of 
an address before the Men's club of this 
city last night, Professor Wheeler of the 
department of history at Yale eutlined 
what in his opinion were the causes of 
the present war in South Africa. The 
body of the address was confined to a

Washington, Feb. 15.—The navy de- 
partment is to resume work upon vessels 
at navy yards which was suspended by 
exhaustion of repair funds.

$2,500,000 for this purpose and orders 
have gone out to yards to resume work. 
The order will result in the employment 
of many men.

DANGER POINT PASSED| 


Flood Damage Has Resolved Itself 
Into Question of Repairs, 


En bargo on Traffic In Towns 
on the Lowlands. 


New Hampshire and Massachusetts Appear to 
Be the Greatest Sufferers. 


Boston, Feb. 15.—The damage in New 
Sngland caused by an unusually heavy 
rainfall is being repaired, except at 
Points on the large rivers where great 
masses of debris or gorges of ice blocked 
the 
normal flowage over usually well-pro- 
tected territory. 

The most interesting of these 
Was at Montpelier, Vt., where the 
Winooski river, at the confluence of a 
small tributary above the city, by reason 
of two miles of blocked ice, was turned 
into the city streets. Montpelier is built 
on the sides of a valley, and the chief 
thoroughfare is State street. On this 
street stands, on one side, on the crown 
of a little eminence, the capitol, and on 
the other an interesting cottage, the 
birthplace of Admiral Dewey. Behind 
the latter structure are lowlands through 
which a little brookruns. The lowlands 
overtiowed and the torrent swept down 
State street in the dead of night, flood- 
ing fully half the business blocks and 
residences. The clanging fire bell awoke 
the citizens to the danger from flood and 
for hours all sorts of expedients were 
adopted to perishable property. 
The financial loss throughout the city 
Will be heavy, but further danger is ex- 
pected to be averted by use of dynamite 
on the ice gorge. 

In Maine the rampage of the rivers 
Was mild compared with anticipation. 

The rain falling on snow and ice in the 
White mountains and Winnepesaukee 
regions in New Hampshire loosened the 
bonds of winter most effectually there, 
and the Merrimack and Connecticut 
rivers rose rapidly all Tuesday night and 
yesterday, doing great damage to the 
industries along their banks. 

In central Massachusettsmany streams 
Which have only local reputations for 
flowage have done surprising damage 
through inadequacy of natural channels 
to carry away the surplus. This was 
particularly the case along the line of 
the Fitchburg road in this state, and it 
will probably be many days before a 
full accounting of the property loss will 
be known, 

At Ovange, Clinton, Fitchburg and In 
the Deerfield valley the flood reached its 
height yesterday morning and success- 
fully placed an embargo on nearly every 
form of traffic in the vicinity of the low- 
lands. 

Reports continue to come of inter- 
rupted railway communications, chiefly 
in trolley service, from all the New Eng- 
land states, but the danger point has 
passed and the damage has resolved it- 
self into a question of repairs. One fa- 
tality occurred during the day, indirect- 
ly due to the flood, at Exeter, N. H,, 
where a mill officer fell intoa raceway.

Atlanta, Feb. 15.—Major Austin Ley- 
den died suddenly yesterday, aged 74. 
He served in the Civil war as an artil- 
lery commander, and during that time 
invented a revolving rifie which he 
patented with the Confederate govern- 
ment. A combination lock, used by the 
United States government on its reg- 
istered mails, was invented and patented 
by him. 

Concessions on Both Sides. 

Waterbury, Conn., Feb. 15.—The strike 
at the factory of the Waterbury Clock 
company has been settled and all the 
men returned to work today. The strike 
was precipitated a week ago, when 100 
adjusters went out. The conditions of 
the new arrangement were not given 
out, but it is said that both made con- 
cessions and both won many points. 

Fate of Crew Unknown. 

Boston, Feb. 15.—Advices received 
here announce the loss last October of 
the whaling schooner Enola C, which 
sailed from here in September, 1897, o 
a whaling cruise to the South Atlantic.

MOVEMENT OF RUSSIA’S TROOPS 


Causing Great Britait to Leok Toward lier 
luterests In Persian Territory. 

London, Feb. 15.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Times says that 
the delays in the ordinary traffic on the 
central Asian railway are not caused, 
as has been officially stuted, by 
falls, but are due to the passage of Rus- 
sian troops, estimated at 20,000, who are 
being concentiated in the vicinity of 
Kushk, 

The Times, in an editorial upon the 
dispatch, says: This may not portend 
any immediate action; but it can hardly 
be doubted that Russia has come to the 
conclusion that the psychological mo- 
ment has arrived when pressure can be 
brought to bear on Great Britain. 

There is no reason to suppose that the 
estimate of 20,000 troops is above the 
mark. It does not follow, however, that 
this implies an advance on Herat. Prob- 
ably the demonstration is intended to 
cover movements of a more practical 
kind in other quarters. ~ 

Looking to the eagerness of the Ger- 
mans to declare through their news- 
papers that they are not at all afraid of 
the extension of Russian influence in 
Persia, together with German interests 
in western Asia in connection with the 
Baghdad railway scheme, we must be 
prepared to defend our interests in the 
Persian gulf and southern Persia against 
the whole world.

Taylor Won't Withdrcw Troops. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 15.—Governor 
Taylor last night sent a message to the 
members of the committee appointed to 
demand the withdrawal of the troops 
from Frankfort and his vacation of 
the office of governor, to Governor Beck- 
ham. The reply stated that the troops 
would not be removed, as their presence 
is considered essential to the preserva- 
tion of life and property. Assurance 
was given, however, that the members 
of the legislature would not be molested 
in the discharge of their duty. 

Anti-Trust Conference Adjourns. 

Chicago, Feb. 15.—Stormy scenes char- 
acterized the sessions of the national 
anti-trust conference preceding the final 
adjournment last night. The climax 
came when Delegate Joseph Parker 
middle-of-the-road Populist, sutnrised 
the conference with a resolution pledg- 
ing the delegates to vote for no party 
that does not stand for government 
ownership and the people's direct legis- 
lation. The Pemocratic leaders in- 
terpreted this as an attack on Bryan, and 
finally blucked the move.

LIFE SAVING COLLAR 


A BELGIAN INVENTION TO PRE- 
SERVE LIFE IN CASE OF 
SHIPWRECK.

Mr. Hubert De Wilde of Ghent, Bel- 
gium, has recently invented a life say- 
ing collar which, according to the suc- 
cess of recent experiments, seems to 
be in advance of any similar device 
ever attempted. 

Among those who have been deeply 
impressed with the value of Mr. De 
Wilde’s invention is Mr. Richard Le 
Bort, the United States consul at 
Ghent, who recently sent to the state 
department a complete description and 
commended it in the warmest terms. 

The invention consists of a cork col- 
lar having an exterior diameter of 
16} & inches sad an interior diameter 
of 6 inches. The neck opening has a 
circumference of 18 inches and is com- 
posed of two half collars fastened to- 
gether with a hinge, in which there 
is a strong spring, destined to main- 
tain the collar always closed and firm. 

The opening is opposite the hinges. 
On each side of the opening there is 
a smaller holder, made of cork, three

uimeter, securely fastened. When pres- 
sure is exerted on the two holders, the 
collar spresds open and allows the 
head to pass in.

The collar is formed of 30 pieces of 


cork, each piece having the form of 
an isosceles triangle, with angles 
rounded, of which the base is 44 
inches and the height 5 5-16 inches. 

The points are directed toward the 
interior, which gives the collar an ele- 
vation at its periphery of 4% inches, 
while at its interior there is a thick- 
ness of 1 3-16 inches. 

The pieces are cut radially and are 
strung on two heavy steel wire stems 
concentrically riveted to the folding 
shutters of the hinge. 

The weight of the apparatus is about 
514 pounds and its displacement of wa- 
ter about 12 quarts. Consequently its 
ascensional strength represents con- 
stantly from 18 to 20 pounds of iron. 


Confectionery In Army Rations, 

Candy has been added to the regular 
ration of the American soldier, says 
The Scientitic American. One New 
York firm has shipped more than 50 
tons of confectionery during the past 
year for the troops in the Philippines, 
Cuba and Porto Rico. The government 
buys candy of good quality, which 
would retail from 30 to 40 cents a 
pound. It consists of mixed chocolate 
creams, lemon drops, cocoanut maca- 
roons and acidulated fruit drops. These 
are put in sealed one pound cans of a 
special oval shape, designed to fit the 
pockets of a uniform coat. According 
to The Evening Post, the use of candy 
as an army ration originated in some 
experiments on the diet of the troops 
conducted by the German government 
ten years ago. They showed that the 
addition of candy and chocolate to the 
regular ration greatly improved the 
health and endurance of the troops us- 
ing it. Since that time the German 
government has issued cakes of choco- 
late and a limited amount of other con- 
fectionery. The queen has just for- 
warded 500,000 pounds of chocolate in 
half pound packages as a Christmas 
treat for the troops in the Transvaal. 
American jam manufacturers are con- 
sidering a movement to add jam to the 
army ration. It has been found so 
wholesome for the British army that 
1,450,000 pounds have been dispatched 
to South Africa as a four months’ sup- 
ply for 116,000 troops. 


Will Do Away With Stamps. 

English postal authorities are making 
experiments with an automatic letter 
mailing device which will do away 
with the old style of “stick with a lick” 
postage stamp. The new apparatus re- 
sembles a slot machine and is an adap- 
tation of this idea. It can be placed on 
the street corners or in the postoffices. 
By putting a penny in the slot the let- 
ter is thrust into a slot and, presto, 
change! a dry or ribbon stamp puts a 
stamp on the corner of the letter, when 
it can be dropped into the box. The

SENATE FINANCE BILL, 


The Measure Passed, 46 to 29, After 
Adopting Two Amendments, 


Door Remains Open to Inter- 
national Bimetallism. 


Hoar and Platt Argued For Amendment, While 
Morgan Denounced It. 


Washington, Feb. 16.—The finance bill 
was laid before the senate yesterday, the 
question for discussion being the amend- 
ment offered by the finance committee to 
the effect that the measure is not meant 
to be an obstacle to international bi- 
metallism if the leading commercial na- 
tions of the world eoncur. Mr. Hoar re- 
viewed the question and declared there 
Was no pretence or hypocrisy in this 
amendment. Mr, Morgan, however, de- 
nounced it as a “miserable makeshift,” 
and declared the bill would return us to 
the British system of finance. He de- 
manded the free coinage of silver that 
the national debt might be paid. Mr. 
Platt of Connecticut said he wanted to 
protest against the assumption of the 
Democratic side that it represented the 
American people, as the question had 
been decided against them in 1896. 

The bill was finally passed by the de- 
cisive majority of 46 to 29. Only two of 
the amendments were adopted, viz., one 
offered by the finance committee keep- 
ing the door open to international bi- 
metallism and one by Mr. Nelson of 
Minnesota providing for national banks 
with $25,000 capital in towns of not more 
than 4000 inhabitants. 

The votes taken on the various amend- 
ments offered were practically along 
party lines. Mr, Chandler (Rep., N. H.) 
voted for the bimetallic amendment, but 
against the bill. Mr. Caffery (Dem., La.) 
and Mr. Lindsay (Dem., Ky.) voted 
against the committee amendment, but 
for the bill. Mr. Kyle (S. D.) was the 
only senator who did not vote and was 
not paired. The free silver substitute 
offered by Mr. Jones, the leader of the 
Democratic side, was defeated by a ma- 
jority of 19, the vote being 47 to 28 

The bil) ge-passed cofsesteeol_10 sec- 
tists: a 

It provides that the dollar of 25.8 
grains of gold .9 fine shall be the stand- 
ard unit of value, and that all forms of 
United States money shall be main- 
tained at a parity with it, and that 
treasury notes and greenbacks shall be 
redeetnable in gold. 

The secretary of the treasury is to set 
apart a fund of $150,000,000 in gold for 
the redemption of those notes and to 
maintain this fund at a figure not below 
$100,000,000; he is empowered to sell bonds 
of the United States bear ing interest at 
not exceeding 3 percent. 

It shall also be the duty of the secre- 
tary of the treasury, as fast as standurd 
silver dollars are coined, to require an 
equal amount of treasury notes and to 
issue silver certificates against the sil- 
versocoined. Under certain provisions, 
too, gold certificates shall be issued 
against the gold held in the treasury. 
No United States notes or treasury notes 
shall be issued in denominations of less 
than $10 and no silver certificates in de- 
nominations of more than $10. The sec- 
retary of the treasury is also authorized 
to refund the bonded debt of the United 
States in 30-year bonds bearing 2 per- 
cent interest, the principal and interest 
of these bonds to be paid in gold. The 
2 percent bond shall be issued at not less 
than par. Any national bank, by de- 
positing in the United States treasury 
bends of this country, shall be permitted 
to issue circulating notes to the face 
value of the bonds deposited, no bank 
being allowed to issue circulating notes 
in excess of the amount of the paid in 
capital stock of the bank. 

After the passage of the financial bil] 
the senate made the Hawailan govern- 
ment bill the unfinished business. 


The house yesterday completed 26 of 
the 124 pages of the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bills without 
amendment. During the general debate 
a variety of topics were touched upon. 
Mr. Boutell discussed the Philippine 
question; Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. Gil- 
lette civil service reform; Mr. Briggs 
pensions, and Mr. Underwood his reso- 
lution to repeal the 15th amendment to 
the constitution. 


Short Period of Freedom. 

Dover, N. H., Feb. 16.—Harry W. 
Burley, who made his escape from the 
county officials yesterday, was recap- 
tured a few hours later in Durham at 
the house of a young woman with whom 
he was keeping company, and who re- 
cently became a mother. Burley was 
charged with *breaking and entering, 
and escaped from Deputy Sheriffs Cush- 
man and Seavey while he was being 
taken back to jail after the session of 
the supreme court by slipping the hand- 
euffs. 


New Brunswick Will Chip In. 

Fredericton, N. B., Feb. 16.—The sec- 
ond session of the provincial parliament 
was opened yesterday by Lieutenant 
Governor McClellan. The speech from 
the throne expressed the loyalty and 
patriotism of a united people and legis- 
lation was promised in aid of a grant for 
the Canadian patriotic fund for the 
Transvaal war.

M’GRAW GIVES IT UP. 


Sees No Prospect of Successful Launching 
of New Baseball Association. 

Baltimore, Feb. 16.—The new baseball 
association received a setback yesterday 
that will probably delay its organization 
for a year, if it does not entirely blast its 
hopes. When the meeting of the as- 
sociation at Chicago adjourned it was 
agreed between McGraw and Anson 
that, if Philadelphia did not post its 
money within a week, the two leaders 
would drop out. McGraw was assigned 
to see Mr. Gilmore, proprietor of the 
Auditorium theater, who was said to be 
willing to put up the cash. When Mc- 
Graw called on Gilmore yesterday he 
was informed that the city of Phila- 
Gelphia owned the only available ball 
grounds in the city, and that they weré 
to be improved. Gilmore added that, in 
the absence of an opiion on suitable 
grounds, he preferred not to deposit the 
money. Possibly in two weeks he would 
see his way clear and would then make 
good his contribution to the Philadelphia 
club, 


JOHN J. M’GRAW. 
On his arrival in Baltimore last even- 
ing McGraw found a telegram from Gil- 


more awaiting him, asking that the as- 
sociation wait three weeks. McGraw 
thereupon threw up his hands and tele- 
graphed Anson that he would withdraw 
from the association.

If he apologizes 
for the miserable way in which he 
slandered me [ will be satisfied, but he 
must apologize.” 

Jefferies-Corbett Pre'iminaries Arranged. 

New York, Feb. 16.—The date of the 
fight between Jeffries and Corbett has 
been fixed as May 14. Considine and 
Brady, managers of the men, yesterday 
accepted the offer of the Coney Island 
club for the fight. The Seaside club is to 
post a $5000 forfeit and the fighters $2000 
each. 


Eighty Thousand Cases of Grippe. 

Berlin, Feb. 16.—The grippe is sti!) 
gaining ground. The physicians assert 
that at present there are more than 80,- 
000 persons in Berlin suffering from the 
malady, although relatively few cases 
prove fatal or very serious. 

For Surial In Native Land. 

Santiago, Feb. 16.—The United States 
transport McPherson left yesterday for 
the United States, carrying the bodies 
of 200 American soldiers. At Baracoa 
and Mayari, on the north coast of the 
island, the McPherson will take on ad- 
ditional bodies.

ADVANCE OF ROBERTS | # exococococo mem nomop 


Has Been Accomplished Without 


Meeting the Boers In Force, 


Wires Are Closed to Corre- 
spondents With Roberts. 


Operations In Other Paris of South Africa 
Are Apparently Suspended. 


London, Feb. 16.—Lord Roberts’ ad- 
vance is well on foot, and is apparently 
being conducted in a most workman- 
like fashion and without the delays and 
hesitancy which have characterized 
some of the military operations in South 
Africa. To this no doubt the open na- 
ture of the country in which he is operat- 
ing contributes. 

Lord Roberts’ advance has not yet 
struck the Boers in force, and their 
mobility and faculty of swift change 
of front to meet flanking operations 
have been so demonstrated on previous 
occasions that it is not easy to believe 
Lord Roberts’ object will be attained 
without a victory over Cronje’s force in 
an engagement of considerable propor- 
tions Lord Roberts appears to have 
already gained considerable strategical 
advantages, since he has penetrated the 


Boer lines extending from Spyfontein 
through Magersfontein to Jacobsdal 
and planted himself square across 


Cronje's communications toward Bloem- 
fontein. 


As the wires are closed to correspond- 
ents with Lord Roberts, and as nothing 
further from him has been communi- 
cated to the public, the military adepts 
are figuring out the possibilities of Lord 
Roberts’ communications, and what 
there is left for the Boers to do. 

General Cronje’s communications with 
Bloemfontein have already been cut, 
The best news England could hear would 
be that he elects to give battle among 
the low hills and ridges west of Kim- 
berley. Should he determine not to do 
this, he must raise the siege of Kim- 
berley and retreat to a point where he 
would prefer to fight. 

This retreat could be a long detour 
around the head of the British advance 
to Bloemfontein; or, as seems to mili- 
tary students more practicable, he 
could withdraw to the north, using the 
railroad for his guns and heavy baggage, 
moving to Fourteen Streams station and 
thence to Transvaal territory. 

The Boers have made no preparations 
to defend Bloemfontein, and there is no 
particular reason why General Cronje 
should risk a battle to protect 


tal of the Free State. 

Operations elsewhere are apparently 
suspended. A correspondent, writing 
from Chieveley, Feb. 13, says: ‘Weare 
still hopeful of relieving Ladysmith.” 

Colonel Baden-Powell, in a dispatch 
from Mafeking, dated Jan. 29, after men- 
tioning matters already sent out by cor- 
respondents, gives his total casualties up 
to Jan. 25 as follows: Killed, 5 officers 
and 60 men; wounded, 8 officers and 123 
men; missing, 34 men. 

No word has been received regarding 
General Gatacre’s 12,000 men at Storm- 
berg. The impression Is that these forces 
are on the way to Lord Roberts. 


Mr, Chamberlain’s announcement in 
the house of commons of the intention 
of the government to encourage the 
Zulus to defend themselves from the 
Boers is a contingency the Boers seem 
to have anticipated, as they have been 
doing everything in their power to win 
the good will of the Basutos, who have 
thousands ef good rifles. 

The Boers gave 2000 Basutos a safe 
conduct. If the British let loose one 
tribe the Boers will probably let loose 
another. 

The war office has issued orders for the 
formation of 21 new batteries and three 
battalions of infantry. 

The cabinet council was in session yes- 
terday fortwo hours. It will meet again 
today. This is quite unusual. 

The house of commons last evening 

adopted the government’s’ military 
scheme, by a vote of 239 against 34, the 
minority consisting chiefly of Irish 
members. 


Spencer Wilkinson, in The Morning 
Post today, advocates e advisability 
of forming Tenth, Elevench and Twelfth 
divisions, and sending them to the Cape 
to be ready for emergency, as well as 
the formation and training at home of 
as many additional battalions as pos- 
sible. 

The correspondent of The Times at 
Lorenzo Marquez, telegraphing Wed- 
nesday, says: The republics are now 
obtaining substantial supplies of sugar. 
coffee and flour through a Delagoa Bay 
firm, and further heavy consignments 
are expected within a fortnight. [It is 
believed also that munitions are still 
passing. * 

The Daily Mail has the following dis- 
patch from Lorenzo Marquez, dated 
Wednesday: A prominent Pretoria 
citizen, just from Ladysmith, informs 
me that the Boers are rapidly damming 
Klip river. Two thousand Kaffirs are 
employed in the work, and they have de- 
posited 10,000 sand bags already. They 
are only able to work at night time, as 
they would be under British fire. This 
citizen, however, believes that the 
operation will be futile.

William A. MeCOabe, a Co. K. 
Boy Writes Home. 


Mrs. McCabe of 16 Penn street has 
received the following letter from her 
son, William _A. McCabe, now a soldier 
in the Philippine Islands: 

Manila, P. L, Jan. 7th, 1900. 

My dear Mother:—I am here at last 
and 12,000 mi!»s from you and my 
Quincy home. We disembarked from 
the transport yesterday morning, (Jan. 
6), and are now. quartered in the old 
Spanish barracks. We do not expect 
to stop here long, as our orders are to 
march southward to the firing line.

‘The trend of educational thought to- 
day is distinctly in the direction of

possibility of furnishing the entire 
sociai training in the schools it is 
nevertheless desirable tliat no efforts 


should be spared te help forward every 


pupil toward self-reliant, thrifty, law- 
abiding manhood and womanhood. 
‘Two plans, both tending toward 


character building, are being tried in 
various sections of country ; 
perhaps a mention of them is not out 
of place in any educational report. 

‘*The first is what is known as 
‘school bank’ plan or the ‘penny sav- 
ings’ plan. Ina good many cities and 
towns in the United States the school 
children have been encouraged to save 
their money, putting it into the charge 
of the teacher or of duly ap- 
pointed persons until the sum amounts 
to enough to be placed in a savings 
bank. The actual sums saved even in 
very poor districts are surprising. 
Children’s savings have been known to 
relieve the family stress in many 
in cities where the plan has been 
tried. But it is for the sake of the 
valuable habits as acquired that school 
authorities have come to value the 
plan, the habit of saving on the one 
hand, and the habit of self denial on

WHAT DO THE CHILDREN DRINK? 


ASTRONOMICAL GHOSTS. 


Stars Which People See Before They 
Are “Discovered.” 

Some months before the discovery of 
the tifth satellite of Jupiter by Profess- 
or Barnard at Lick observatory, says 
the Boston Transcript, a Lowell man 
who is a poor sleeper, becoming rest- 
less, lighted the gas and took up a Bos- 
ton newspaper in order to while away 
the time. His eye soon fell upon an 
interesting item, and as a natural con- 
sequence he immediately went to sleep. 
The next morning on awakening he 
said to his wife: “A fifth satellite of 
Jupiter has been discovered at Lick. I 
read about it last night in the paper.” 

Time went on, and he heard nothing 
more of it. He thought it strange, but, 
being busy with other matters, neglect- 
ed to investigate the matter. Judge of 
his surprise on taking up his newspa- 
per one morning months after to read 
of the discovery the previous night of 
this fifth satellite at this very observa- 
tory. The discovery was outside of 
what might have been logically and 
naturally anticipated, and therefore to 
dream of it long before it took place 
does not seem a mere coincidence or 
“happenstance.” It recalls the well 
known fact that the genial Swift in 
his writings mentions two satellites of 
Mars which were not only unknown to 
science in his day, but were unknown 
for a long time afterward, “the snowy 
poles of moonless Mars” being a famil- 
iar quotation from a poet so recent and 
accurate as Tennyson. These tiny 
moons were first discovered by Hall 
not so very many years ago at Wash- 
ington. 

Another singular thing abont the 
fifth satellite is that the late Robert C. 
Winthrop believed it had been seen 
somewhere about 1660 by Governor 
John Winthrop in Connecticur, but this 
was impossible with the meaus at his 
command, for, Barnard 
says, “this satellite is game only for 
the greatest telescopes.” 

The governor's satellite was in all 
probability what is called in astronom- 
ical parlance a “ghost. 2n apparition 
responsible the world over for much 
confusion and chagrin. These as- 
tronomical “ghosts” ean be seen at 
any time by simply turning your back 
to a large planet. or bright star. when 
it is well above the horizon and then 
eatching its reflection in an ordinary 
hand mirror. My friend's satellite 
turned ont. however. to be the genuine 
article, seen no one knows how.

The ether is sold by liquor dis- 
pensers and retailers over the counter 
to the consumers in drinks averaging 
from four to tive grams, this dose pro- 
ducing more exhilaration as well as 
more immediate stimulation than would 
ordinarily be produced by four times 
the same quantity of ordinary alcobol. 
The after depressing effects, however, 
and for the amount taken, far more 
than counterbalance the after effects 
of alcohol, the victim of the ether habit 
suffering greatly from diffused pains 
and from great mental aud physical 
depression. In those regions given 
largely to ether drinking all diseases 
of the liver, kidneys and other organs 
that ustially suffer from alcoholic satu- 
ration or excesses are greatly on the 
increase and prone to run a much more 
rapid course. 

How Brain Workers Stould Eat. 
It is all right, says a writer in The 
Sanitary Record, for the man who la- 
bors all day in the open air to eat 
freely, but the man of sedentary hab- 
its, the brain worker, must adapt his 
way of living to his needs. He must 
be well nourished, for the brain is in- 
capable of good work unless well sup- 
plied with pure food, but such a man 
cannot possibly furnish vital force to 
digest three large meals daily. If he 
tries it, nature will protest at every 
step. The chemical changes of diges- 
tion will be imperfectly performed. 
The stomach will neither secrete freely 
nor churn the food with cheerful alac- 
rity; the pyloric orifice contracts aad 
allows such chyme to pass with grudg- 
ing reluctance; the intestinal lacteals 
are ashamed to absorb such miserable 
pabulum, which chokes, irritates and 
congests them, so the large meal re- 
mains in the digestive organs to fer- 
ment and putrefy. But the system can 
furnish enough vital force to convert a 
small meal into pabulum of high stand- 
ard, which will be absorbed without 
difficulty. Always leave the table a 
little hungry. 


Water Cure. 

Said a physician not long ago, one 
who has grown old and wise in his 
profession, “I'm coming to believe that 
if I had to choose in my practice the 
use of drugs and the use of water I'd 
give up the drugs.” It is a truth that 
is generally accepted that the efficien- 
ey of the various mineral waters de- 
pends far less on the quality of the 
water than on the quantity consumed, 
~and for most of us water ts free as air, 
so there need be no hindrance to a 
thorough test of its virtues. It may be 
true, as has been charged against us, 
that we drink too much, but far more 
often is it true that we drink too little. 
We fail to recognize how much water 
our body demands, and our food is 
bread, meat and pastry instead of the 
fruits and vegetables that would sup- 
ply our nee:’s.

FINANCE BILL IN THE HOUSE. 
Motion to Agree to a Conference Is Carried. 
Breezy Discussion Over Pensions. 


session of the house yesterday the secre- 
tary of the senate announced to the 
former body the passage of the currency 
bill by the senate, and the statement was 
received with great applause. 
Overstreet proposed disagreement with 
the senate amendments, and that the 
house agree to a conference, which mo- 
tion was carried.

the north on the pension question. Mr. 
Pearre (Rep., Md.) raised the storm by 
a reference to the figures, and seized the 
opportunity to repeat the remarks of 
Mr. Sims against the Massachusetts 
Ninth regiment, the members of which, 
he said, are clamoring for pensions, but 
who never smelled powder during the 
Spanish war. To this Mr.° Fitzgerald 
(Dem., Mass.) made a vigorous reply, 
defending the record of the Bay State 
soldiers, and recounting some of their 
achievements. Mr. Gillett (Rep., Mass.) 
also spoke of the good service of the 
Second Massachusetts regiment in Cuba. 
Others defended the record of the 
soldiers from their several states, and 
considerable temper was displayed.

I refer especially to 
the evidence of Miss Miller in regard to 
the purchase of that silver  bottle- 
holder. She did not sellitto me. Also 
to the evidence of Mr. Koch respecting 
the letter box hired by somebody in the 
name of Harry Cornish. It was not 
hired by ine. Nor did I possess at any 
time any of the instruments which ap- 
pear to have been used in this crime, and 
I never for one moment had a murderous 
motive. 

“As for the theories which the prose- 
cution offers, I do not think I should be 
convicted upon their gsuppositions or the 
guesses they may wish toindulgein. I 
cannot conceive, your honor, how any 
honest man can believe the testimony 
of Nicholas Heckman, who convicted me 
upon an identification which was for 
sale. Yellow journals put a price upon 
my head. It was an invitation to every 
blackmailer, every perjurer, every 
rogue, every man without principle, but 
with a price, and to that invitation Mr. 
Fleckmah responded. The handwriting 
experts, who have testified against me, 
your honor, may give their opinion, 
they may give their reasons, what they 
believe, what they think, but I know 
that these hands never put pen to paper 
to address that poison package or to 
write the disputed letters.

Spring Trade Continues to Be of a Most Satis-~ 
factory Character—Large Export Trade. 
New gb eat —Eralate 
Satisf advices

That the aggregate business of the 
country is of good volume otherwise is, 
however, indicated by detailed reports of 
increases in trade as compared with last 
year, confirmed by satisfactory railroad 
earnings’ reports, by fair gains in bank 
clearings and by reports of better de- 
mand for money in commercial chan- 
nels. 

Any review of trade would be in- 
complete which failed to take into ac- 
count the interesting situation of our 
export trade. Notwithstanding the 
heavy shrinkage in shipments of agri- 
cultural products, notably breadstuffs, 
animals, provisions and cotton, there is 
an actual gain shown in the total of Jan- 
uary exports over a year ago, and, in 
fact, over every preceding January re- 
corded, due to largely increased ship- 
ments of American manufactured goods. 
Imports are steadily expanding, and im- 
proved buying power is indicated by the 
quantity of luxuries now arriving. 

The foreign demand for iron and steel 

seems likely to have a must important 
effect upon prices of the domestic prod- 
uct, It is conceded that any important 
recession in values would be met by 
a heavily enlarged export movement. 
American pig iron prices are steadily 
held.

In accordance with their 
complaints, the journeymen in the 
springtime of 1897 beld a conference, 
result of which submitted for 
approval to every branch of granite 
cutters in ‘the United States of 
America, by which it was resolved to 
introduce in the springtime of 1900 a 
uniform wage rate for the New Eng- 
land states of $3 per day and an eight- 
hour work day. The employers for 10 
years have insisted they were satistied 
to pay any reasonable rate of wages.

Some of this unwieldiness is unavoid- | 
able because of the conditions under 
which the British are fighting. Much! 
of it, on the other hand, is due to the | 


cumbersome English plan of army or- | 
ganization, a plan which was manufec- | 
tured in pert by ollicial incompetents | 
who never got bearer an actual battle- 
field than a review of Aldershot. | 

The movements of Buller’s army viv- ; 
idly illustrate this. Undoubtedly the 
various bodies of troops could be hur- 
ried forward, thrown to the right or 
left, extended for miles or concentrat- 
ed at a narrow pass in the mountains 
if they could move independently of | 


the mountain of impedimenta which | 
the British military authorities have | 
decided necessary to an army in the} 
field. 


It is this mountain of baggage which | 
has hobbled the British forces at every 
step in their disastrous advance on the } 
Boer beleaguered cities. 

Of course the ammunition and the | 
big guns are necessities, but they make | 
up a small part of the mountain of 
baggage with which a British army 
corps moves on to battle. 

What does it consist of, this moun- 
tain of baggage? It is almost easier 
to tell what it does not consist of. Look | 
at that great wagon lumbering over | 
the veldt behind a string of 12 great 
oxen. It carries the officers’ camp kit 
for one regiment. Under that canvas 
cover there are neatly stowed away a 
dozen or more big tents, each one as 
roomy and elaborate as a small |

| 


tage. There are center poles, ridge- 
poles, awning poles, tent pegs and 
many coils of ropes, besides the neatly 
folded piles of canvas. 

In those bulky chests, too, are all 
sorts of cainpaign comforts—extra uni- 
forms, mess dainties, tent furniture | 
and the like—for the British officer | 
may be a duke’s sop or the son of a| 
belted earl, but he is a howling swell 
at all times, and when he goes out to 
“cut his way into Ladysmith” he car- 
ries all his traps with him. 

The Boer is not fastidious as to his | 
fighting kit. If he has 200 or 300 | 
rounds of cartridges in his shoulder 
belt, some biltong in his pouch and 
some tobacco for his pipe he is fairly 
well contented. The baggage of .a 
whole commando is frequently trans- 
ported in a single ox wagon. It con- | 
sists of a few pots and kettles and 
pans and some bags full of mealies. 

But the Boer soldier is not tied to the 
cart tail. He leaves the carts behind 
him in a laager and rides miles ahead : 
to squat silently behind rocks or in 
trenches for many hours, waiting pa- | 
tiently for the slow moving enemy to} 
come within range of his Mauser. | 

The entire Boer army consists prac- | 
tically of mounted infantry. Each Boer | 
has his horse, and it may be said that 
his mount is invariably a good me 
The Boers are lovers of fine horses, | 
and the best animals of the Transvaal | 
are now doing duty at the front. When

the Boer goes into trenches, his horse 
is picketed a few hundred yards in the 
rear behind a sheltering kopje. 

I have before me as I write two pho- 
tographs taken in South Africa during 
the earlier stages of the war. One rep- | 
resents a Boer outpost, the other a} 
scene in a British camp during Me- | 
thuen’s advance. |

It is the same way in all departments |} 
of the army. Tor years the English in- | 
ventors have been fashioning this or 
that ingenious camp article, securing 
patents and getting it adopted by the 
war office. Se year by year the cam- 
paign equipment of Mr. Atkins has 
grown until his war kit makes an im- 
posing array when it is spread out. 
And when you gather 50,000 or 60,000 
of these war kits into a bunch they 
make—why, the mountain of impedi- 
menta which makes the British army 
about as mobile as a loaded moving 
van on a muddy country road. 

To find instances of the appalling im- 


| practicability distinguishing the for- 
mation of Great Britain's trregular 


corps it is only necessary to read the 
list of the kit taken out to Africa by 
the City of London volunteers. 

The officers of this body carry to the 
plains of South Africa an air pillow, 
cork mattress, canvas basin, canvas 
bucket, a tin box of candles, a lantern, 
a filter and a host of other impedi- 
menta that an American oflicer would 
burn before starting on a ten miles’ 
march. 

So much for the officers. The men 
are laden down with four pairs of 
trousers, four pairs of shoes, three 
caps, pyjamas, two large Turkish tow- 
els, a filter, a clothesbrush, a writing 
portfolio and other domestic articles. 

It is quite likely that the individuals 
of the C. L. V. will conclude to “chuck” 
about two-thirds of their kit after their 
first day’s march, but it is doubtful if 
they ever will learn what “light march- 
ing order’ means to the Boer. 

In South Africa the fruits of un- 
wieldiness seem to have been disaster. 
When Buller’s army crawled up to 
within striking distance of the Boers, 
he spread his force out for miles on ei- 
ther side of Cronje’s lines, with the in- 
tention of turning the Boer flank. Of 
course the Boers spread out their 
forces, too, and their lines must have 
been exceedingly thin in places. Yet 
whenever the British struck at what 
was apparently a weak spot they met 
with repulse from a foree whose 
Strength surprised them. 

It was all due to the mobility of the 
Boers. Before the British could get 
into close quarters the thin line had 
been strengthened by burghers sum- 
moned hastily from adjoining hills. 
From point to point Cronje swung his 
force as the exigencies of the moment 
required. 

Had the burghers been burdened 
with cork mattresses, air pillows and 
writing materials do you think they 
could have moved so quickly? 

So when the British reorganize their 
plan of campaigning it is probable they 
will give serious attention to what Gen- 
eral Sherman was fond of calling lo- 
gistics—viz, the details of moving and 
supplying an army. Instead of adding 
more details to the problem it is likely 
that they will lop off a few. The com- 
fort of a soldier is desirable, of course, 
but when compared with the necessity 
of his moving quickly enough to pre- 
vent the enemy from trapping and kill- 
ing him it becomes a matter of second- 
ary moment, to say the least.

General French 
has left Kimberley to join in the pursuit 
of the Boer The guards have 
occupied the Boer position at Magers- 
fontein. 

It is now amply confirmed that General 
Cronje has escaped. Every detail, how- 
ever, proves how admirably Lord Rob- 
erts’ plans were conceived and were suc- 
ceeding. But for the unexpected delay 
at Dekiels Drift, which was almost im- 
passable for wagons, the whole Boer 
force would have been surrounded. The 
delay of one day there gave them their 
chance for a hasty retreat. 

All the movements of Lord Roberis 
were executed exactly to time. Appar- 
ently General Cronje is retreating with 
the main army, and even if he escapes 
altogether, he will probably lose all his 
baggage 

There is still something doubtful about 
the capture of the British convoy. <Ac- 
cording to a Daily Mail correspondent 
with the convoy—which consisted of 200 
Wagons, each loaded with 6000 pounds 
of rations and of forage, and each drawn 
by 16 oxen—it was quite unexpectedly 
attacked by a commando supposed to 
come from Colesberg. The escort, con- 
sisting of 80 of the Gordon Highlanders, 
40 men of the army service corps anda 
few of Kitchener's horse, maintained a 
Gefense until the arrival of reinforce- 
ments, sustaining insignificant casual- 
ties.

The news that General Buller 
is attempting another crossing of the 
Tugela, east of Colenso, after the cap- 
ture of Hlandwane Hill, therefore gives 
great satisfaction. Buller’s losses so far 
have been about 20 in wounded. His en- 
tire army, with the exception of General 
Hart's brigade, is engaged in the opera- 
tion. 

It is announced that the channel 
squadron, instead of going to Gibraltar, 
has been ordered to remain in British 
waters until March. 


Lord Roberts has issued a proclama- 
tion to the burghers of the Free State, 
saying that he feeis it his duty to make 
known to all the burghers the cause of 
the coming of the British, as well as to 
do all in his power to terminate the de- 
vastation caused by the war, and that 
he issues the proclamation in order that, 
if the burghers continue fighting, they 
may not do so ignorantly, but with a 
full knowledge of their responsibility 
before God for the lives lost in the cam- 
paign. 

The proclamation goes on to say: 
“The British government believes that 
the wanton and unjustifiable invasion 
of British territory was not committed 
with the general approval of the peo- 
ple of the Free State, with whom the 
British government has lived in com- 
plete amity for so many years. It be- 
lieves the responsibility to rest wholly 
with the government of the Fres State, 
acting, not in the interests of the coun- 
try, but under mischievous influences 
from without. 

“Great Britain, therefore, wishes the 
people of the Free State to understand 
that it bears them no ill-will, and that, 
so far as compatible with the successful 
conduct of the war and of the re-estab- 
lishment of peace, it is anxious to pre- 
serve them from the evils brought upon 
them by the wrongful action of their 
government.”

WITH BRUISED SKULL 


A Woman Is Dying on a 
Lonely Road at Webster, Mass, 


Found 


Died In Short Time From 
Violence and Exposure. 


Sald to Have Had Her Life Threatened by 
a Man on Several Occasions. 


Webster, Mass., Feb. 19.—In a large 
pool of blood the almost lifeless body of 
Miss Katherine Booth, 29 years of age, 
was found about 8 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing on a lonely road about 1% inilesfrom 
Webster Centre. The woman was un- 
conscious when found, and died soon 
after without being able to make known 
the cause of her condition. On her fore- 
head was a large wound, made by some 
sharp instrument, which had penetrated 
the skull over the right eye. With the 
exception of this and another bruise on 
the back of the head, no marks of violence 
found. How death occurred is a 
mystery, which Webster officers are try- 
ing to solve. 

It is stated that Miss Booth has on 
several occasions had her life threatened 
by a man with whom she was said to 
have been intimite, but there is no evi- 
dence at hand to show that this party 
Was in town Saturday night. The Web- 
ster officials are of the opinion that he is 
in some manner connected with the af- 
fair. 

The authorities have made asearching 
investigation of the case, and every- 
thing indicates that the woman lost her 
life through yiolence and exposure. 
Nothing con be definitely known, how- 
ever, until Medical Examiner Bradford 
of Southbridge views the remains at the 
local undertaking rooms, to which the 
remains were taken. 

The dead woman was a weaver in the 
cotton mills at North Webster, and lived 
in the family of George Scarborough, his 
house being not more than 100 feet from 
the spot where the woman was found. 
Miss Booth had lived in town for about 
six years. 

She returned from work Saturday night 
as usual, and after supper left the house 
to go to town. That was the last seen 
of her by the Scarboroughs, who thought 
it nothing strange that she did not re- 
turn, thinking that possibly she might 
have gone to Worcester on an electric 
car tospend the night, 

Miss Booth has relatives living, but 
they have not been located at the-pres- 
ent time, and she has no family connec- 
tions here.

So great has been the demand on the 
finances of the Board to provide every 
child who is five years of age, or 
older, with desk, chair, books, and 
all other things absolutely necessary 
for his school work, that no growth in 
curriculum or in greater opportunities 
can be recorded this year. Although 
the ambitious citizem would gladly 
offer his child all that his neighbors 
in other cities angl towns give their 
pupils, yet a rapidly maturing debt. 
the needs of other city departments, 
and the absolute necessity of providing 
for an annual increase of more than 
two hundred pupils, has prevented his 
desires from becoming realities. 

**As Quincy does not build for the 
future, but only for the conditions that 
exist and compel, the accommodations 
provided are, to a considerable extent, 
a series of makeshifts, One unfortunate 
result is the crowding forward of un- 
prepared children into higher grades so 
that their chairs may be given to the 
new pupils, In September there was a 
marked decrease in the average stature 
of the pupils in some rooms, Misfit 
desks and chairs, how’ver, are not the 
worst evil. Sixty children, and often 
mere, confined in a room built for 
forty or fifty, are breathing foul air. 
This unsanitary condition, to say 
nothing of the inability of any teacher

Quincy Ang 26 Iptt 
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Possibility That the Republican 
Measure May Meet With Defeat, 


Relation of United States to 
Its Insular Possessions 


Will Be Discussed to a Great Extent in Upper 
Branch of Congress This Week. 


Washington, Feb. 19.—The house to- 
day enters upon the consideration of 
the Puerto Rican tariff bill, and the de- 
bate on it promises to be memorable in 
the history of this congress. 

The Republicans, in framing the bill, 
have proceeded upon the theory that the 
constitution and its immunities do not 
extend over Puerto Rico. The Democrats 
are solidly arrayed upon the other side, 
and in committee they were joined by 
one Republican, Mr. McCall of Massa- 
chusetts. Among the other Republicans 
who take the same view is Mr. Little- 
field of Maine, who succeeded the late 
Mr. Dingley. He won his spurs in the 
debate upon the Roberts case, and is al- 
ready considered one of the most power- 
ful debaters in the house. 

The support of these two prominent 
Republicans has raised some hopes in 
the opposition that they may be able to 
defeat the bill, although this hardly 
seems probable at this writing. Both 
sides are preparing for a royal struggle. 
Mr. Payne, the floor leader of the ma- 
jority, will open in support of the bill. He 
will be followed by Mr. Richardson, the 
minority leader, and Mr. Bailey of Texas 
will close for the minority. The debate 
will continue throughout the week and 
the vote will be taken’ on the following 
Monday. 

Late Saturday afternoon the house 
passed the legislative, executive aind 
judicial appropriations bill, after hav- 
ing it under consideration four days. 
A spirited colloquy between Mr. Sulzer 
and Mr. Grosvenor was the “feature of 
Saturday's session. Fresh from the 
anti-trust conference in Chicago, Mr. 
Sulzer directed the attention of the 
house to the “monster monopolies,” 
which, he said, were being fostered by 
the Republican administration. He 
adverted, in passing, to Ohio politics. 

These utterances drew the fire of 
General Grosvenor, who referred to the 
“political garbage” which Mr. Sulzer 
had brought back to Washhington af- 
ter his “hippodroming” tour through the 
west as a “vice presidential candidate.” 

The civil service appropriation, which 
was stricken out of the appropriation 
bill in the committee of the whole, was 
restored in the house by a vote of 77 to 


123. 


The attention of the senate this week 
will be given largely to the relations of 
the United States to Its Insular posses- 
sions. The bill providing a form of goy- 
ernment for the Hawaiian Islands has 
right of way, and if it should be so for- 
tunate as to be finally acted upon before 
the close of the week the Puerto Rican 
bill, under the agreement made in the 
Republican caucus last week, will be im- 
mediately taken up. 

The probabilities are that the Ha- 
walian bill will be debated at consider- 
able length, and that many amendments 
will be offered to it. On this account, 
and because it may be made the basis 
of more or less general talk on the 
question of the policy to be pursued to- 
wards the new possessions, considerable 
time will be necessary to the final dis- 
posal of the bill. 

All admit the urgency of legislation 
giving the Hawaiians a government, but 
there are some points on which there are 
radical differences of opinion, and this 
will have to be fought out. The most 
imporiant cf these is the question as to 
whether the commercial intercourse be- 
tween the islands shall be under a tariff 
cr under the free trade system allowed 
between the states of the Union. The 
bill provides for free trade, but sev- 
eral of the senators, under the leader- 
ship of Senator Platt of Connecticut, are 
making an effort to secure radical 
amendment in this respect. 

Senator Cullom, in charge of the bill, 
will resist, and he will be supported by 
some Republicans and nearly all the 
Democratic members. 

Practically the saine fight will be 
made on the Puerto Rican bill. 

On Wednesday Senator Lodge will de- 
liver a prepared speech on the Phillp- 
pine situation, dealing with the whole 
insular question to anextent. Senator 
Kenney, also, will deliver a set speech 
on the Philippine question on Tuesday. 

It is quite possible that the conference 
report on the currency Dill will be 
brought in during the week, and, if 
20, everything else will be laid aside for 
its consideration. 


But Little Inconvenience. 

Boston, Feb. 19.—So rapidly did the 
coast storm move yesterday that it had 
spent its fury in this vicinity by noon. 
No disasters occurred off this portion 
of the Atlantic coast. About 10 Inches 
of snow fell in Boston, but on Cape Cod 
and in Maine the precipitation was some- 
what heavier, and there was consider- 
able delay in traffic, while electric street 
railroads were nearly all tiled up except 
in the large cities. The snow, however, 
was of a light quality and very little fur- 
ther inconvenience or delay is antici- 
Pated. 


Commission Not Filled. 

Washington, Feb. 19.—The president 
has not yet selected all the members of 
the Philippine commission, which Judge 
Taft is to head. The name of John J. 
Vertrees has been mentioned to the pres- 
ident as a southern representative on the 
commission, but the statement that he 
has been offered a place is erroneous. 


Prospectors Tack’e New Diggings. 
Victoria, B. C., Feb. 19.—The steamer 
Jess, which’ arrived yesterday from 
Skagway, brings a report the most of 
the gold hunters who started from Daw- 
gon to Nome are making a cut off to the 
recently-foun7 diggings on the Kyoku.

NEWS IN BRIEF, 

The First Baptist society of Portland, 
Me., voted to extend a call tc Rev. 
Franklin G. McKeever of New London, 
Conn,, to become pastor of the church. 

Rev. Samuel A, Eliot, secretary of the 
American Unitarian association, who 
was recently called to the pastorate of 
the South Congregational church, Bos- 
ton, as the successor to Rev. Dr. Edwary 
Everett Hale, has declined to accept 
call, and will remain in his preser 
sition. 

While carrying a package upstairs in 
a house at Somerville, Mass, George 
D. Fay, an expressman, lost his balance 
and fell downstairs, breaking his neck, 
dying immediately. 

Six hundred Finlanders have just 
cailed from Liverpool for Canada, mak- 
ing about 8000 who have emigrated dur- 
ing the past six months. 

Harry Vardon, golf champion of Eng- 
land, won for himself the title of cham- 
pion of the world by defeating Willie 
Smith, the American champion, by 2 
up and 1 to play, ina36-hole match. 

Rev. Dr. Maunsell Van Rensselaer 
died at Lakewood, N. J. He was born 
in Albany, April 15, 1819. Dr. Van Rens- 
selaer was formerly president of Devoe 
college, Niagara City, N. Y., and after- 
wards president of Hobart college, 
Geneva, N. Y. 

Rey. J. H. Henrickson, pastor of the 
Swedish Congregational church at 
Orange, Mass., has accepted a calltoa 
church in Bridgeport, Conn. 

Rev. H. B. Foskett, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, Adams, Mass., has with- 
drawn his resignation, in response toa 
desire on the part of his congregation. 

Miss Sarah Porter, head of the famous 
schocl at Farmington, Conn., is dead, at 
the age of 85. She established her school 
about 50 years ago. 

Joseph Cowen, proprietor of the New- 
castle Chronicle and a member of par- 
liament for Newcastle from 1873 to 1886, 
died at London, 

Rev. John S, Davenport, lineal de- 
scendant of Rev. John Davenport of the 
New Havan colony, died at Hartford, 
aged 92. He was born at Stamford, 
Conn., and was graduated from Yale in 
1833. 

David White, aged 65, a wicower, who 
lived alone, committed suicide at 
Orange, Conn., by shooting. He con- 
trived to fix a rifle in such a way that 
when he pulled a string it went off. The 
bullet entered his brain, and he evidently 
died instantly. 

Rev. C. G. Roberts, pastorof the Union 
Baptist church of Pawtucket, R. L., died 
suddenly of heart failure at Providence. 

Jack Hudson of Chicago quit, after the 
second round of a bout at Chicago with 
Owen Zeigler because, as he said, his 
adversary was too heavy for him. 

What was to be a 20-round bout at 
Toronto between Casper Leon of New 
York and Jimmy Smith of Toronto, at 
115 pounds, came te an end in the 10th 
round, when Smith knocked Leon down 
and out. 

The Trianon music hall at Paris was 
destroyed by fire a few hours after the 
conclusiqn ef a variety performance. 
Several firemen were slightly injured. 
The loss ix heavy. 

Rev. Dr. Gilligan of St. Joseph's church, 
Medford, Mass., died at Norfolk. Dr. 
Gilligan left Medfoed for Pinehurst, N. 
C., three weeks ago, for his health. 
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Newly Acqu'red Colonies. 

New York, Feb. 19.—“I think congress 
has vested in it the authority to legis- 
late for the island possessions of the 
United States,” said J. C. Carter, the 
constitutional lawyer, last night. “If 
We are going to hold these islands there 
will have to be special legislation for 
them, for they are not*portions of the 
United States. 

“IT am unconditionally, a free trader, 
and as such cculd express approval of 
no other policy for these newly-acquired 
colonies. Of course, the natives of the 
colonies are not citizens of the United 
Statesand laws that are enacted for 
them must, in the very nature of things, 
differ from those enacted for the states. 

“You may say for me most emphatic- 
ally that I believe we have no right to 
keep the Philippine islands at all, and 
that we never did have such a right. 
The fact that we have helped the Fili- 
pinos to gain their independence from 
Spain's rule did not entitle us to assume 
that rule ourselves.” 

E. Ellery Anderson said: ‘Of course 
the colonists are not citizens. The col- 
onies are dependent upon the United 
States for their laws, unless they are 
given absolute independence, and per- 
mitted to govern themselves, which is 
improbable for the present at least. I 
cannot see, though, why it is equitable 
or lawful to grant free trade to Puerto 
Rico and refuse it to the Philippine isl- 
ands. At present I am inclined to the 
opinion that the Philippines cannot yet 
be regarded as part of the United States, 
but if they are, there certainly should be 
no tariff on trade between the United 
States and the islands.” 

City Property Misused. 

Boston, Feb. 19.—The Transcript says 
that Mayor Hart, with the aid of Alder- 
man Tinkham, has made a thorough In- 
vestigation of the lamp department, and 
as a result Mayor Hart asked Superin- 
tendent Donovan for his resignation, 
which was tendered. It was disclosed 
that much material which was not 
needed when the boulevard lamps were 
substituted for the old kind had been 
taken to the various city yards and there 
broken up and sold for old junk. In one 
case 1424 lamps had been broken into 13,- 
£37 pounds of copper by a junk dealer. 
No payment for the property had been 
made, but the dealer is ready to settle 
With the city at 9cents a pound. 


Appsa' In Mo'incux Case. 

New York, Feb. 19.—In order that 
there might be no mistake, and that 
Roland B. Molineux might not be ex- 
ecuted before the court of appeals passes 
on his trial, Warden Johnson has been 
served with a certified copy of the notice 
of appeal in the poison case. The ap- 
peal was served by Messrs. Weeks and 
Battle immediately after Molineux was 
sentenced to death. As soon as the 
certified copy was placed in the warden’s 
hands it acted as a stay of execution, so 
that Molineux cannot be put to death 
until the upper courts have ruled his 
case adversely. 


Railway Property Lost by Fire. 

Haverhiil, Mass., Feb. 19.—The Haver- 
hill, Georgetown and Danvers Street 
Railway company’s barn at Georgetown 
was burned yesterday, causing a loss 
of $25,000. The only property saved was 
the snowplow, which had just left the 
barn to clear the track. The fire is 
supposed to have been caused by an 
overheated stove. 

Charges Unsustained. 

Louisville, Feb. 19.—The grand jury 
refused to indict State Senator Harrell 
on John I. Whalien’s charge of obtain- 
ing money by false pretences. Whallen 
charged Harrell with attempting to In- 
fluence him tg keep away from the 
Democratic caucus and declared Har- 
rell had paid him $4500 for this purpose. 

Mexican Troops Advince. 

Oaxaca, Mex., Feb. 19.—General Bra- 
vo's force of government troops has 
driven back the Maya Indians and taken 
possession of several important towns 
that were occupied by the rebels during 
the week. The country occupied by the 
Mayas is littl known to the outside 
world. Its natural riches are great. 


Frozen to Decth. 

Ce'chester, Conn., Feb. 19.—The life- 
less body of John-Eaton, aged 60, whose 
home was in East Haddam,. was found 
on the highway about a mile and a 
half west of the village yesterday. He 
had been overcome by the storm as he 
was returning home Saturday night, and 
was frozen to death. 


Will Leave Margin In Treasury. 

Havana, Feb. 19.—The civil governor 
of the province of Pinar del Rio, in his 
cstimate of the incomes and expendi- 
tures of the various municipalities for 
the first three months of the present 
year, places the aggregate receipts at 
$46,591, and the aggregate outlay. at 
$36,803. 


Hadn't Gone Through the Mails. 

New York, Feb. 19.—Three men and 
two women, who were arrested in a raid 
on an alleged headquarters of a “green 
goods gang,’ were all discharged in po- 
lice court. No evidence could be found 
that the captured green goods circulars 
had been sent through the mails. 


Severe Assault Upon a Woman. 

Lewiston, Me., Feb. 19.—Dennis Sulli- 
van is alleged to have assaulted his wife 
three times yesterday, one time throwing 
a kettle of hot water, scalding one foot 
and her body very badly. Sullivan was 
arrested after a severe fight. Mrs. Sulli- 
van is in a critical condition. 


Suspected of Carrying Contraband. 

Port Elizabeth, Feb. 19.—The British 
Steamer Sabine, Captain Taylor, from 
New York, Jan. 4, with a miscellaneous 
cargo, has been seized by the British 
gunboat Thrush and brought to Delagoa 
bay, on suspicion of having on board 
articles contraband of war.

IS READY 10 TESTIFY, 


Macrum Declares That He Will Back 
Up Every Word of His Statement, 


Has Letters Opened by British 
Censor and Bearing His Seal. 


Ex-Consul Is Said to Have Been a Most 
Industrious Government Official. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—Charles E. Ma- 
crum, late consul at Pretoria, is delighted 
at the prospect of an investigation into 
the charges which he made against the 
administration officials and the British 
government a few days ago. 

Personal friends of his say that he has 
with him a bundle of letters which had 
been opened by the British censor and 
which bear the censor’s seal. Mr. Ma- 
crum says: 

“Every word of my statement Is true, 
and I propose to back up everything the 
paper contained. On my way home from 
South Africa I fully realized the import- 
ance of the charges, and this {s why I 
refused to be interviewed or talk. 

“When I wrote that statement I re- 
vised it several times and then read it 
Over a coupie of times. I was careful 
not to say anything that I could not 
prove. Now that I've made the charges 
i will not take back a single sentence or 
word.” 

Mr. Macrum was one of the most ac- 
tive, industrious and intelligent of the 
consuls in the service of the United 
He was a constant writer on af- 
fairs in which Americans might take an 
interest.

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Judge William H. Taft, has 
been appointed as head of the new 
commission which is to establish civil 
rule in the Philippines, is a compara- 
tively young man who has had a sin- 
gularly brilliant career. He is but 41, 
yet he has been solicitor general for 
the United States, judge of the United 
States circuit court and is now called 
to fill a position of great trust and im- 
portance under the federal govern- 
meut. 

While the commission of which 
Judge Taft is chairman will be of ne- 
cessity a temporary body, exercising 
but a provisional authority over the 
islands, it is fully expected that when 
its work is done and a permanent head 
chosen for the civil government of this 
great archipelago the man who will be 
selected as the first governor will be 
Judge Taft. 

Probably this was one of the induce- 
ments taken into consideration by 
Judge Taft when he resigned a life po- 
sition on the bench for this temporary 
post. It is understood that Judge Taft 
will receive $25,000 a year and that his 
colleagues on the commission will be 
treated with similar liberality. 

Judge Taft is an Ohio man. He is a 
resident of Cincinnati, where he has a 
sumptuous home on Walnut Hill. He 
was born in the Buckeye State, and it 
was in Cincinnati that he began his ca- 
reer. Few men have resigned so many 
envied positions, but he has always re- 
tired from one post only to step into a 
better one. 

It is understood that the president's 
irst impulse was to trust the establish- 
ment of the Philippine territorial gov- 
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ernment to Judge Day, whose health, 
however, was too precarious to permit 
him to undertake the voyage and the 
long confinement in the tropics. It was 
Judge Day who suggested Judge Taft 
and secured his acceptance. 

The Taft commission has no connee- 
tion with that composed of President 
Schurman, Admiral Dewey, General 
Otis, Colonel Denby and Professor 
Worcester. They have finished their 
field work and are now completing the 
final volumes of their report. 

Judge Taft and his colleagues will go 
to Manila and will relieve Genera! Otis 
of all but strictly military matters. 
They will take over the customs and 
other services, establish schools and 
courts and put the territorial machin- 
ery at work, assuming the chief places 
themselves according to their special 
fitness. 

The commission will take with it a 
large number of employees, as the gov- 
ernment now organized will be the 
foundation of all others to come so 
long as the Philippines remain terri- 
tory of the United States. Exactly 
what line will be drawn between the 
hew commission's powers and the pow- 
er of General Otis or the military goy- 
ernors bas not been definitely settled. 

Judge Taft is the son of Alphonso 
Taft, who was United States minister 
to Russia and had been attorney gen- 
eral under President Grant. He was 
born in Cincinnati Sept. 15, 1857. He 
attended Yale university and was grad- 
uated in 1878 with high honors and at 
once began the study of law. In 1880 
he graduated at the Cincinnati Law 
school and was at once admitted to the 
bar. 

The next year he was appointed as- 
sistant prosecuting attorney of Hamil- 
ton county, which office he resigned in 
1882 to accept the ofiice of collector of 
internal revenue for the First district 
of Ohio, to which he was appointed by 
President Arthur. He filled this office 
but one year, when he resigned to re- 
sume the practice of law. 

In 1885 he was made assistant coun- 
ty solicitor, and when a little later 
Judge Harmon resigned his place on 
the superior bench Mr. Taft was ap- 
pointed by Governor Foraker to fill’ 
the vacancy. ‘This term expired in 
1888, when Judge Taft was elected to 
succeed himself for the full term of 
five years. 

Before he could serve out bis term, 
however, President Harrison appoint- 
ed him solicitor general of the United 
States, and on May 17, 1892, he was 
again honored by the same president 
with the appointment as judge of the 
United States circuit court of appeals. 

In June, 1896, Judge Taft was mar- 
tied to Miss Helen J. Herron, daughter 
of ex-United, States District Attorney

For Better Hours and Pay by 
Granite Workers. 


West Quincy Cutter Gives 
History for Ten Years. 


Wants The ‘‘Numskaulls” to 
Mind Their Own Business. 


Frank P. Foley‘ the West Quincy 
correspondent of the Granite Cutters’ 
Journal, writes an interesting column 
letter for the February issue, in which 
he gives a history of the labor move- 
ment for ten years. It is reprinted in 
full: 

‘*The granite business here is boom- 
ing at this writing, with all hands 
working, and I am pleased to say that 
West Quincy can, and is now, return- 
ing the compliments to her sister cities 
and towns for the amount of work they 
have given the members of our union 
in the line of granite-cutting, when it 
was almost impossible to get it here. 
We have at present working within 
the fold of our city a representative of 
almost every city and town in the 
United States where granite cutting is 
an industry, and it gives me great 
pleasure to have this to say after the 
long spell of dullness we have gone 
through. 

“The main topic of discussion here 
is the anticipated trouble between the 
manufacturers and granite-cutters. 
You will hear it almost everywhere 
you go, both in public and _ private, 
and of course, those who do not under- 
stand it are the ones who are doing the 
most talking and trying to make the 
public believe that the men are looking 
for something unreasonable; these are 
the people who should keep their 
tongues out of these affairs altogether 
and mind their own business. 

‘*Those people I allude to are some of 
the office boys and girls who work for 
the manufacturers. They think they 
know it all,and, in fact, know nothing. 
They do not know the meaning of basis 
minimum and misconstrue the whole 
matter, and it gives those whom they 


talk with about the affair a wrong im- 
pression. Now if those ‘numskulls’ 


would mind their own business and not 
be running here and there with their 
misconstrued meanings it would be 
better for themselves and those they 
tell their little stories to, which causes 
trouble for every one, and particularly 
for those who have at heart the in- 
terests of the community at large. 

**For the benefit of those who do not 
understand the troubles of the past, 
and the present anticipated trouble, I 
will give a brief history of the past ten 
years and a true statement of the 
demands of the granite-cutters, which 
is said to be the cause of the antici- 
pated trouble and present commotion: 

‘*In 1891 we were working ten hours, 
and the increase in men demanded a 
lessening of hours per day; so our 
union took the matter under considera- 
tion and decided to ask for a nine hour 
day, which was refused by the em- 
ployers, and there was a strike, but of 
only thirteen days’ duration, the em- 
ployers granting the nine honrs. 

‘‘In 1892 the quarrymen considered 
they were not getting enongh pay, and 
they asked for a increase of 1 or 2 
cents per hour and the employers 
would not give it to them, so they 
struck on May 1; they were at that 
time between 400 and 600 strong. The 
employers knew that the union granite 
cutters would not cut the granite 
quarried by oppositionists, so they 
came to the conclusion it was better to 
lockout 1,500 granite-cutters than give 
400 quarrymen 1 or 2 cents per hour of 
a raise in their pay, a very unbusiness- 
like transaction indeed, Some of the 
more liberal employers said, ‘We will 
give them their demands and let us 
start up our business. again,’ when 
some of the hot-headed and empty- 
pursed ones said, ‘No, we will starve 
them into submission.’ But, I took 
notice that after six months of a lock- 
out these very men who spoke those 
words were nearer starving than the 
men, and the woods helped them out 
pretty well, and at the end of six 
months they were glad to settle it a 
little in favor of the granite cutters. 

‘*In March, 1899, another little bill 
was presented to the manufacturers, 
which they would not accept without 
trouble, but the trouble was of short 
duration—two weeks. The cutters 
getting a little the best of it. 

‘“‘Now the increase in the number 
of men in the granite cutting trade 
during the past nine years has been 
double, and in consequence of this in- 
crease in labor it is necessary to have 
a shorter wotk-day in order to give 
them employment, Also on account of 
the hard and laborious work granite- 
cutting is, and the amount you are re- 
quired to do demands an increase in 
the pay of the granite-cutter. If you 
look up the records of the lives af the 
men in the different trades, you will 
see that the granite-cutter has the 
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shorter life record of any of them, 
So on these conditions they have made 
the present demand which is thought 
by some to be too much. 

“‘T will try to place before you the 
bill of prices as asked by the men, 
and probably you will look on it more 
favorably: 

**First, is that eight hours constitute 
a working day. 

‘*Second, that every man who works 
by the day be paid not less than $3 per 
day. 

‘*Third, that where there is a piece 
bill that it be made out on a $3 basis. 

‘*Fourth, that pay day shall be once 
a week, 

‘*And last, but not least, that the 
manufacturer to use his own judgment 
as to whom he shall put to work by the 
day. 

‘‘Now I don’t think I have left any- 
thing unexplained, if I did you can 
find me at my home in West Quincy, 
and I will only be too glad to give you 
any informaition on th® subject within 
my power. 

‘*This is not a local affair, nor is it 
left to one man nor to 1,000 but it 
applies to every State, city and town, 
in the United States where there are 
granite cutters employed, and can be 
settled but on the terms above given 
without applying to the union at 
large.’

REST IN ARLINGTON. 


WHERE SLEEP THE BRAVE WHO DIED 
FOR THE FLAG. 


The National Cemetery In the Envi- 
rons of the National Capital, Where 
the Remains of General Lawton 
Were Buried. 


{Special Correspondence.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The recent in- 
terment of the remains of the late 
General Henry W. Lawton at Arling- 
ton cemetery revives the interest in 
that historic and beautiful burial 
ground of the nation’s soldier dead. 

There are 83 national cemeteries 
scattered throughout the country, in 
which rest the bodies of about 340,000 
men who died for the flag. The goy- 
ernment records for the army do not 
give any tabulated information as to 
the men who died in the service prior 
to the war with Mexico. There is noth- 
ing official to show the number killed 
in the war of the Revolution, the war 
of 1812 or any of the conflicts before 
1846 or any knowledge by the govern-

ment of their places of burial. In the 
early days “the dead buried its dead” 
indeed. There was no easy communi- 
cation as nowadays between fighting 
line and hearthstone, and bodies were 
buried in trenches or graves on battle- 
fields or in convenient cemeteries, and 
no comprehensive records were kept 
or made. Coming down to the civil 
war, the records, so far as the Federal 
army is concerned, are far from com- 
plete, and in many of the cemeteries 
the graves marked unknown greatly 
outnumber the known. 

Arlington, the best known of nation- 
al cemeteries and the subject of this 
letter, has an interesting history, be- 
ginning long before it was used as a 
cemetery and interwoven with the 
story of one of the best known families 
of the nation. It was originally the 
Arlington estate, but has sometimes 
been spoken of as the Lee homestead. 
In the back counties there is a hazy 
belief that it once belonged to George 
Washington. This error is due to the 
fact that on the death of John Parke 
Custis, the owner of Arlington, Wash- 
ington adopted two of the children of 
the deceased. One of these, George 
Washington Parke Custis, by the law 
of primogeniture then in force, inherit- 
ed the estate, and upon the death of 
his grandmother, Mrs. Washington, in 
1802, in whose family he had until 
then resided, be built Arlington House. 
Here he spent 2 long and interesting 
life, and upon his death, in 1857, he left 
a will devising the estate (except 1544 
acres left his colored servant, Maria 
Syphax) to his only daughter, Mary 
Randolph Custis, the wife of General 
Robert E. Lee, and at her death to her 
eldest son, George Washington Custis 
Lee. The estate was confiscated by 
the government in January, 1864. The 
legal complications and actions at 
court which followed the close of the 
civil war make too long and complex 
a story to tell here. Suffice it to say 
that soon after the death of Mrs. Lee, 
which occurred in 1873, suit was begun 
to eject the representatives of the 
United States government who were in 
possession of the estate. The cemetery 
had been laid out in 1863 and thou- 
sands of soldiers had already been 
buried there by the government, so 
that when George Washington Custis 
Lee won his suit he found himself 
owner in fee of a very large burying 
ground. His only redress would be a 
long and expensive suit, and he accept- 
ed the offer of the United States and 
for $150,000 surrendered the home of 
his fathers to the myriad children of 
the pale rider. 

Arlington, which consists of about 
1,100 acres, is situated in Fairfax coun- 
ty, Va., on the south bank of the Poto- 
mac, just across the river from the 
White House. The ground is high, and 
the view from the high points takes in 
all the prominent features of the city 
of Washington. 

One of the most attractive fea#ures 
at Arlington is the old mansion which 
stands upon the highest point in the 
cemetery. The mansion is modeled 
after the Temple of Fame and bears 
upon its frieze the names of Washing- 
ton, Grant, Farragut and Lincoln and 
upon its columns Garfield, Thomas, 
Meade, McPherson, Sedgwick, Reyn- 
by is the monument to “the unknown” 
by is the monument to “The Unknown” 
and just beyond it the beautiful amphi- 
theater, 160 feet in diameter, with 
chaste Corinthian rostrum and colon- 
nade. A little way from the house to 
the south are the graves of George 
Washington Custis and his wife. Ina 
gloomy place under the hill is the rest- 
ing place of Mrs. Mary Randolph. 

It was in this beautiful and pictur 
esque mansion that Robert E. Lee was 
wed in 1831 to Mrs. Custis, the daugh- 
ter of George Washington's adopted 
daughter, and bere he lived when not 
away on his country’s service. It was 
across this threshold he stepped when 
he unsheathed his sword in support of 
the cause which was subsequently lost. 
The old house stands just as it stood 
75 years ago. Though stripped of its 
antique furniture and its valuable rel- 
ies of Washington, its precious mem- 
ories still cling to it. The servants’ 
quarters, a detached kitchen and other 
outbuildings are preserved Intact. In

between lines of white, as far as vision 
ean reach. 
kept. There is no grave that has be- 
come sunken, and none is marked by 
an elevation of the ground. Smooth 
and even is the surface everywhere. 
Walk among these stones, and in ten 
minutes one may see such typical 
American names as Sherman, Whit- 
tier, Spaulding, Jackson, Lee, Buchan- 
an, Lawrence, Sheridan, Grant, Ran- 
dolph and Allen. Plenty of good Irish 
hames may be seen, too, and German 
as well, significant of the valiant part 
played in the country’s defense by her 
adopted sons. Silent witnesses of 
war's havoc are all these stones, but 
more especially those marked “A Leg” 
or “An Arm.” 


were thrown the bones of 2,111 un- 
known soldiers gathered after the war 
from the tields of Bull Run and the 
route of the Rappahannock. Over 
them is a cannon surmounted monu- 
ment bearing the inscription: 

Their remains could not be identified, but their 
names and deaths are recorded in the archives of 
their country, and its grateful citizens honor 
them as of their noble army of martyrs. May 
they rest in peace. 

There are many beautiful and some 
magnificent monuments in the ceme- 
tery, the most noteworthy of those 
lately erected being that over the grave 
of Sheridan. Year by year the military 
organizations of the different states 
are adding monuments, but to many 
by far the most impressive memorial 
is the imposing granite sarcophagus 
over the grave of the 2,111 “unknown.” 
Unmarked as yet is the spot where rest 
the remains of the boys who fell in 
Cuba and the victims of the Maine dis- 
aster. However, it wil probably not 
be long before a grateful country will 
give such recognition to the memories 
of these brave men as may be express- 
ed in granite and bronze. Here, too, 
will have to be set a tablet bearing 
that mute word “unidentified.” 

With each succeeding year the num- 
bers of those who visit Arlington to 
bedé@ck the graves of the fallen heroes 
is increasing. Here is the Mecca of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. Mem- 
bers of this organization who visit 
Washington, no matter at what sea- 
son of the year, some time during their 
stay wend their steps toward the Na- 
tional cemetery. Once inside the in- 
closure at Arlington, they forget the 
present and live only in the past. Who, 
though he be old soldier or not, can 
walk through Arlington without a 
surging of sentiment and of patriotism 
in his breast? Who can fail to be deep- 
ly impressed with the horrors that at- 
tend upon war and the frightful price 


that humanity has paid for its ad- 
vances? 
Despite the solemnity that over- 


comes one in a thoughtful mood when | 


visiting Arlington, it is yet a popular 
resort for the citizens and many visit- 
ors to Washington during the summer 
months. In addition to the magnifi- 
cent view had from the mansion and 
other high peints in the cemetery to 
which allusion has already been made, 
there is much besides the tombs and 
the monuments and the mansion to in- 
terest and please the visitor. Roads 


and paths wind among the oaks, elms, 
maples and magnolias, and many kinds 
of evergreens and thousands of flowers 
and shrubs are on every hand.

midst of this verdure and buoyant veg- 
etable life the visitor may find sur- 
cease from the heat and turmoil of the 
Capital City, his emotions tempered by 
the tender sentiment that hovers over 
the resting places of tife nation’s dead. 

In the years to come there will be 
thousands whose footsteps will turn to- 
ward the grave of Lawton, and loving 
hands will pile high in grateful remem- 
brance beautiful flowers upon the last 
home of this brave soldier who met 
death on the firing line in a distant 
land.

Leveling a Chimney. 

An engineer recently made an inter- 
esting report to the British Institution 
of Mining Engineers on the felling of 
a huge chimney, which was so high 
and constructed so strongly that the 
prospect of demolishing it by the slow 
and expensive means of breaking it 
down from the top was appalling to 
the owl The engineer who was 
intrusted with the task of devising a 
better way of taking it down decided 
that he would try to fell it as one 
would fell a tree, with the exception 
that, of course, so simple an expedient 
as chopping it down was out of the 
question. He had the problem also of 


| making it fall to the south, as it would 


wreck buildings if it fell in another di- 
rection. 

The chimney was 220 feet high, with 
a base of 21 feet. The workmen were 
set to work cutting away the brick- 
work on the south side. As fast as 
the bricks were taken out they were 
replaced with wooden supports, which 
had spaces left in them. After about 
40 feet had been cut out the spaces 
were filled with tar and paraffin, wood 
was piled up high around it, and the 
fire was set. Six minutes afterward 
he chimney fell exactly on the line 
narked out for it. The cost of the 
work was only a trifle compared with 
what it would have been had the old 
fashioned method of throwing the ma- 
terial down bit by bit from the top

British In Natal Making a Steady 
Advance Toward Ladysmith,

Probability That Cronje Will Be Greatly Rein- 
forced by Fighters From Natal. 


London, Feb. 21.—Close on an unoffi- 
cial dispatch announcing that Hart's 
brigade of Buller’s army had on Tuesday 
occupied Colenso comes an official dis- 
patch from Buller confirming the news 
and adding that Joubert is in retreat and 
that Hart is crossing the Tugela fn pur- 
suit of his rear guard. This is in cul- 
mination of a series of dispatches from 
Natal which have chronicled a steady 
advance toward the Tugela, beginning 
Wednesday last. The climax, the relief 
of ladysmith, should follow very soon. 
Buller’s expressed opinion that Joubert 
has raised the siege of Ladysmith and 
is marching tq defend the allies’ terri- 
tory, leaving only a thin line to dispute 
the relief of White's garrison, is 
Strengthened by the fact of the feebie 
resistance encountered by Buller in his 
campaign since Wednesday. 

General Clements reports that the 
force confronting him has been greatly 
diminished. Ten thousand men are 
estimated to have gone from the Cules- 
berg district alone. The Boers are also 
retracing their steps from Zululand. 
Thus they are relaxing their hold on all 


sides in order to assemble to oppose 
General Roberts. He is pressnig on 
Steadily towards Bloemfontein. This is 


shown by his inconsequential telegram 
from Paardeberg, 50 or 60 miles away. 
Doubtless he is miles behind the column 
that is pursuing the Boers, and the next 
important news may be the occupation 
of Bloemfontein. 

Nothing has been heard from the 
chase of Cronje fortwodays. Although 
the last words of the war office last night 
were that there was no news for pub- 
lication, there is a strong disposition to 
believe that favorable information has 
been received, but is being withheld un 
til the operations culminate in some- 
thing more conclusive. There is an 
equally strong disposition to think that 
General Cronje has gotaway. 

Owing to the lack of transport, the 
British are not likely to invade Boer 
territory, except where Lord Roberts fg 
operating. 

General Buller will have to stop at the 
Drakensberg mountains. Probably a 
part of his 40,000 men will ultimately 
join the legions of Lord Roberts. 

If, as General Roberts avers, the Boers 
are retreating from him, then the news 
on every side is favorable to the Brit- 
ish. 

Nevertheless troops continue to go 
up. The war office thinks that the call 
to veterans to rejoin the colors, together 
with the bounty, will bring out 45,000 
men to the home defense. The urgency 
with which home defense is pressed ex- 
cites some wonder. 

With the casualties just reported, the 
British losses in killed, wounded and 
captured now aggregate 11,102. 

A dispatch from Crabock, Cape Col- 
ony, dated Feb. 20,says: Details have 
arrived here with respect to the capture 
of the British convoy at Riet river. It 
appears that the wagons were laagered 
near the drift, and that the convoy was 
attacked by 1800 Boers, with four guns. 
The shelling continued all day. One 
hundred and eighty wagons were cap- 
tured. They contained provisions and 
forage. Half the drivers and leaders 
were killed, or are missing. 


Spenser Wilkinson, reviewing the mil- 
itary situation in The Morning Post to- 
day, says: The meaning of the pos!- 
tion in Natal is that the Boers have sent 
the bulk of their forces to resist Lerd 
Roberts. General Buller’s aim is to 
join Sir George White, and then either 
to push on to Laing’s Nek, or to send 
back two divisions to reinforce Lord 
Roberts, retaining two in Natal to com- 
plete the recovery of the northern tri- 
angle. 

It is to be hoped that Lord Roberts will 
overcome General Cronje before the 
latter isreinforced. Otherwise the Brit- 
ish commander may find himself facing 
a Boer army equal in strength to his 
own, as all the Boers appear to be hur- 
rying toward Cronje. The British com- 
manders ought soon to be able to free 
both Natal and Cape Colony from the 
enemy. The actions now in progress 
are the decisive battles of the war, and 
every effort must be made to reinforce 
Lord Roberts. 


The house of commons last night, by 
a vote of 286 to 152, refused to reopen the 
inquiry into the connection of Mr. 
Chamberlain with the Jameson raid. 

There were great expectations regard- 
ing the debates in both houses of parlia- 
ment yesterday, but these were rather 
disappointing. The debate in the house 
of lords continued in an uninteresting 
strain. Lord Rosebery spoke only about 
10 minutes, in a scornful manner refer- 
ring to the government and to Lord 
Lansdowne for a weak and vacillating 
policy, but not making any new points. 

In the house of commons the attack 
upon Mr. Chamberlain by the Radicals 
was furious enough, but weak, owing to 
the fact that it was not shared in by the 
Liberal leaders. Mr. Chamberlain was 
gimost unnecessarily fierce. Mr. Har- 


court practically acquitted Mr. Cham- 
berlain, and then the whole interest went 
practically out of the debate,

He 
said: ‘Thanks to the eminent director 
of infantry, General Mallet, France in 
six months’ time will possess the finest 
rifle in the world, and only a slight mod- 
ification of the present weapon will be 
necessary.” 


Maine Socialists’ Nominees. 
Rockland, Me., Feb. 21—At the state 
convention of the Socialists of Maine, 
held here yesterday, N. W. Lermond of 
Warren was nominated as a candidate 
for governor. L. D. Carlton of this city 
was nominated as a candidate for rep- 
resentative to congress from the Second 
district, and Charles L. Nye of Skow- 
hegan from the Third district. The at- 

tendance was exceedingly small. 


Should Fight O'eomargarine Trust. 

Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 2i.—The eighth an- 
nual convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Butter Makers was called to order 
by President Boardman. In his opening 
remarks he declared the cleomargarine 
interest to be a gigantic trust, which 
threatened the existence of the dairy in- 
dustry. The association, he said, must 
bury all differences and stand united 
and vigilant. 


For Regulat’on of Hours of Labor. 

Pawtucket, R. IL, Feb. 21.—The con- 
ductors and motormen on the Paw- 
tucket Street railway system have all 
signed a petition, asking the legislature 
to enact a law regulating the hours of 
labor of street railway employes, sim- 
ilar to the present Massachusetts law. 
This action is preliminary to obtaining 
the signature of all street railway em- 
ployes in the state. 


American Manufacturers’ Opportunity. 

Washington, Feb. 21.—Consul General 
Stowe at Cape Town urges American 
manufacturers to seize the opportunity 
to introduce their goods, saying that 
goods of all sorts, taken by the Boer 
army from the British colonies, will have 
to be replaced.

HIS SKULL FRACTURED. 


Chinaman Perhaps Fatally Assaulted 
by a South Boston Boy, 


Conflicting Stories as to How 
the Affair Happened. 


lolice Say Chinaman Was Tormented, Boy 
Claims That Assau't Was Attempted. 


Boston, Feb. 21—Wan Hing Wan, a 
Chinese laundryman, whose establish- 
ment is at 592 Broadway, South Boston, 
lies in the city hospital suffering from a 
fractured skull. Wan was hit on the 
head by a flatiron stand, which was 
hurled at him with full force by Arthur 
Finn, a 13-year-old boy, who is locked 
up, charged with assault and battery. 
The hospital authorities say that Wan 
is in a very dangerous condition. Should 
he die the boy will be charged with man- 
slaughter. 

According to the police, the Finn boy 
and his younger brother, Albert, and an- 
other boy went into Wan’s laundry 
shortly after 7 o'clock last night. They 
have in the past been in the habit of 
getting Chinese nuts from Wan, and 
when they went there last night they 
asked him for some. It is said that 
Wan gave them some. 

Then the boys began to torment him 
and he ordered them out of the store. 
They refused to go, and he pushed all 
three of them out of the door Into the 
street. They returned immediately, 
and a second time he pushed them out. 
They entered the store for the third 
time, and just as they got in the store 
Wan made a dash for them. It is as- 
serted that Arthur Finn reached over 
the small railing and picked up a flat- 
fron rest, which he hurled with full force 
at Wan, catching the Chinaman on the 
top of the head, inflicting a deep gash, 
which fractured his skull. Wan fell to 
the floor bieedingandstunned. A pass- 
erby called Dr. Devine, who then notified 
the police. 

Officer Shea was detailed on the case, 
and called at young Finn’s home. Young 
Finn was in bed at the time, but was 
dressed and taken to station 12. At his 
home he claimed that it was in self- 
defense that he threw theiron. The police 
say that he told the above story to them 
after reaching the station house. 

The Finn boy's father tells the follow- 
ing story: 

“For some time past my boys have 


i*-'4-.fe of indecent assaults that this 


Chiraman, Wan, has committed upon 
them, and it was only Monday that I 
warned my younger son Frank not to 
even enter the shop again. 

“I left my boy Arthur shortly before 
7 o'clock at the corner of I street and 
Broadway last evening, and he was 
starting for the house. When he reached 
heme his mother gave him a bundle of 
goods to be taken to the laundry. Arthur 
Was accompanied by his younger brother 
Albert and another boy. 

“After disposing of the laundry and 
getting his check, Arthur asked Wan for 
some nuts, and the boy says Wan gave 
him the nuts. 

“Wan then grabbed Albert and at- 
tempted to assault him, and while 
Arthur was remonstrating with him, he 
turned on Arthur, who backed toward 
the door. Wan again rushed at the boy, 
who, when he saw him coming toward 
him, picked up the fron and threw it at 
him. 

“Arthur came home immediately and 
told the story to his mother and myself, 
and Albert corroborated it. When Officer 
Shea called here, and after listening to 
the boy’s story, he said it was the same 
story that he had heard.”

General 
Dyrenforth is commander of the Union 
Veterans’ Union. A patent firm of this 
city are the complainants. A hearingof 
the case was held before A. W. Greeley, 
assistant commissioner of patents, and 
a decision will be rendered within a week 
or 10 days. 


Jury Couldn’t Find Cause. 

New York, Feb. 21—A coroner's in- 
quest into the death of Charles B. 
Beirne and Martin Loeffler, the boys who 
disappeared last August and whose 
bodies were found in a closet of an un- 
tenanted house a few days ago, was 
held yesterday. The jury returned a

Great Changes In the Theory 
Practice of Bedmaking. 
“The seience and practice of bed- 
making have undergone a_ radical 
change In the past few years. In 
newly done over and decorated houses 
nothing could be more impressive, 
more luxurious and more radical in 


their departure from the hitherto ac- } 


cepted laws of hygiene than the new 
beds.” So says the New York Sun, 
which adds a few details as follows: 

The model just now in the houses 
where antique mahogany sweeps 
everything before it Is the Georgian 
bed. Three could sleep, with an 
abundance of stretching room, In the 
area inclosed by the four massive 
earved posts of one of these big 
couches, and three mattresses are re- 
quired to bring the sleeping platform 
up to the required height. One is of 
hair, one of cotton, and in winter on 
top of these reposes a mighty tick, 
stuffed full of the best white goose 
feathers. When these requirements 
are fulfilled, the full fledged Georgian 
bed is dressed witn great attention to 
detail and elegince. Old brocade edged 
with bullion fringe is used for the 
hangings and counterpane that sweep 
the floor, and the coat of arms of the 
owner Is carved on the headboard of 
the couch. 

It is not everybody who can lay 
hands on a genuine carved Georgian bed 
or dress it in antique brocade, but even 
with the modern brass and iron bed 
curtains about the head and big feath- 
er stuffed mattresses for winter use 
are no longer a mere fashion, but are 
a general custom. For half a century 
the feather bed has been looked upon 
very coldly by experts in hygiene, but 
recently, both with regard to the hang- 
ings and the feather mattress, a change 
of heart has come, and delicate, nerv- 
ous, neuralgic, rheumatic women, and 
particularly elderly persons and those 
afflicted with insomnia, have been rec- 
ommended to take the feather bed cure 
in the winter. Queen Victoria is one 
of the shining proofs of the efficacy of 
the feather bed, for where she goes a 
big tick full of feathers in its leather 
traveling jacket goes, too, and always 
the, curtains are drawn about the head 
of the bed to shut off any drafts.

PUERTO RIGAN TARIFF. 


Great Hustling by Both Friends 
and Opponents of the Measure, 


McCall Men Feel That They 
Can Defeae Committee. 


Republicans Have a Slender Majority, Which. 
May Possibly Be Overcome. 


Washington, Feb. 21—Tuesday was 
another day of earnest work on both 
sides of the Puerto Rican tariff con- 
troversy. The McCall managers claim 
that they are getting a fair support, and 
while not wishing to boast of what they 
can accomplish, feel that the chances 
of defeating the committee are goud. 

The other side asserts, however, that 
the remonstrants are every hour get- 
ting into line and that by the time a vote 
is taken they will have the Republican 
ranks substantially unbroken, besides 
some Democratic assistance. In evi- 
dence of this they point to the disin- 
tegration of Michigan opposition. Henry 
C. Smith of that state says Dalzell’s 
speech convinced him, and that he shall 
now vote with his party. Mr. Crump 
(Mich.) will go the same way, because he 
has received so many petitions from his 
district, mostly from the beet-sugar peo- 
ple, that he cannot disregard their 
wishes. 

Again yesterday there were but three 
speeches in the house upon the bill. Five 
hours were consumed in their delivery. 
Mr. Hopkins (Ills.) spoke in support of 
the bill, and Mr. Newlands (Nev.) and 
Mr. Swanson (Va.) in opposition to it. 
The speakers devoted themselves almost 
exclusively to the constitutional ques- 
tion involved and were listened to with 
attention. 

The Republican leaders are becoming 
nervous over the fate of the bill. They 
have only a majority of 14 over the op- 
position, which is solidly opposed to the 
measure. Eight votes from the Repub- 
lican side would therefore defeat it, and 
there are from 12 to 15 Republican votes 
in doubt. A movement fora Republican 
caucus is being agitated, and although 
no call had been issued up to the time 
of adjournment last night, the general 
understanding is "that one will be held 
tonight. 

The Republicans reported to be op- 
posed to the bill are Messrs. McCall 
(Mass.), Littlefield (Me.), Powers (Vt.), 
Tompkins (N, Y.), Bromwell (O.), Lori- 
mer (Ills.), Heatwole (Minn.), Tongue 
(Or.), Loud (Cal.), Jones and Cushman 
(Wash.) and Crumpacker (Ind.). The 
bill will be supported by the following 
Democrats: De Bries, Sibley, Berry, 
Wilson (Silver Rep.) of Idaho and the 
two Florida men, with possibly two votes 
from Louisiana. 

There are four vacant seats, three on 
the Democratic side, known as the 
Wheeler, Roberts and Smith (governor 
of Maryland) seats, and one on the Re- 
publican side, occasioned by the death 
of Chickering of New York. It is sup- 
posed that Mr. Boutelle (Me.) will be 
paired with his party. 

Discussion of the Philippine question 
was resumed for a time in the senate, 
Mr. Kenny speaking against the reten- 
tion by the United States of the islands 
and urging that the Filipinos be ac- 
corded the right to govern themselves. 

After the passage of 52 pension bills 
and a number of bills on the general cal- 
ender, consideration was resumed of 
the Hawaiian government bill. Some 
amendments were agreed to, but con- 
sideration of the measure was not con- 
cluded, 


Suicide of Boston Business Man. 
Boston, Feb. 21.—E. L. Thayer, aged 
50, president of the Boston Elevator and 
Safety Lock company, who has for the 
past six years made the Parker House 
his home, committed suicide in his 
room yesterday by shooting, It fs re- 
ported that he had been disappointed 
over the failure of some business pro- 
ject that he had attempted to carry out. 
He was well known in business circles. 


Played With a Revolver. 

Newton, Mass., Feb. 21—Paul Her- 
shey, 10 years old, son of Rev. and Mrs. 
Scott P. Hershey, who was recently shot 
in the head, died yesterday. He under- 
went a surgical operation and the bul- 
let was removed, but he could not rally 
from the shock. The boy and two com- 
panions were playing with a 22-calibre 
revolver on Feb. 12, when one of the 
boys shot Hershey. 


Big Order For Automobile Bodies. 

Amesbury, Mass., Feb. 21.—A repre- 
sentative of a New York automobile 
company yesterday contracted with 
several local carriage manufacturers for 
the delivery of from 20 to 30 finished 
automobile bodies per day for «six 
months. As the cost of these bodies will 
be from $100 to $150 each, the contract 
will amount to $500,000 or more. 


Bryan Talks to Women. 

Tampa, Fla., Feb. 21—W. J. Bryan 
held an informal reception in the ro- 
tunda of the Tampa Bay hotel yestere 
day, and thousands of people greeted 
him. Later Mr, Bryan held a reception 
for women only, and made them a short 
address. Last night Mr. Bryan ad- 
dressed a large crowd on the issues of 
the Jay. 

Crown Government Re-established. 

Kingston, Ja., Feb. 21.—There is ex- 
citement here over the present crisis. 
The elected members of the legislature, 
as a protest against the subversion of 
the constitution, left the chamber in a 
body, Additional official members were 
then introduced and sworn, marking the 
re-establishment of crown government. 


A Six Round Draw. 

Chicago, Feb. 21—At Tattersall's last 
night Oscar Gardiner and Tommy White 
fought six fast rounds toadraw. White 
had a clear lead throughout, but it had 
been agreed that if both were on their 
feet at the end of the sixth round a 
draw should be declared.

PEACEFUL BOYCOTT IS LEGITIMATE. 


fury Returns Verdict In Accordance With In- 
structions of Circuit Court Judge. 

Kansas City, Feb. 21.—Judge Stover, 
in the circuit court yesterday, declared 
that labor unions had the legal right to 
put in force a peaceful boycott against 
employers of non-union labor and had 
a legal right to try by peaceful and fair 
Persuasive means to induce customers 
of a boycotted person or firm to quit that 
person or firm and patronize employers 
of union workers.

Washington, Feb. 21.—Senator Clark 
yesterday completed his testimony be- 
fore the senate committee on elections 
and privileges, but his testimony was 
unimportant. The other witnesses were 
Frank Corbett of Butte, recalled; E. C. 
Day, who was Clark’s leader on the floor 
of the Montana house, and John B. Well- 
come, who was general manager for 
Clark. Wellcome made a general and 
specific denial of all the allegations 
made by Whiteside and others. Day 
admitted having accepted a present of 
$5000 from Clark, and said he under- 
stood that it was given as a testimonial 
and as compensation for his services.

Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 21.—The next na- 
tional convention of the Populist party 
will be held in Sioux Falls, on May 9. 
The feature of the meeting was the 
unanimity with which the members ac- 
cepted and endorsed the declaration of 
Senator Allen of Nebraska, that W. J. 
Bryan will be the candidate of both the 
Populist and Democratic partieS, and 
the coupling with his name that of Judge 
Henry Caldwell of Arkansas as the 
logical and most promising vice presi- 
dential possibility. Senator Allen said 
that he had positive knowledge that if 
Judge Caldwell were nominated by the 
Populists as Mr. Bryan's running mate 
he would be acceptable to Democrats, 
and the fusion national ticket would be 
Bryan and Caldwell.

A FIGHT TO A FINISH. 


Cronj -’s Reply to Kitehener When Re- 
quest For Armistice Was Kefused, 


Roberts Has Scattered the 
Advance Reinforcements. 


Buller Reports Finding Boers North of the 
Tuge'a Largely Reinforced, 


London, Feb. 23.—General Cronje, on 
the third day of the fight, asked for an 
armistice to bury his dead. Lord 
Kitchener refused, but gave him half an 
hour to consider whether he would sur- 
render unconditionally or fight to a 
finish. The Boers having said that their 
intention had been misunderstood and 
that they would fight to the death, the 
battle was resumed. 


GENERAL KITCHENER. 
This was the situation of General |bolic of oppression, rebellion, victory 


Cronje Tuescay evening, as sketched in 
the scanty telegrams that have emerged 
from the semi-silence of South Africa. 

Officiaily, Lord Roberts wires that he 
has scattered the advance commandoes 
of the reinforcements that were striv- 
ing to reach General Cronje. It is re- 
garded as singular that Lord Roberts, 
wiring Wednesday, should not mention 
the appeal for an armistice on the pre- 
vious day, and also that the war office 
should withhold good news, if it has any. 

Without trying to reconcile even the 
scanty materials at hand, it seems plain 
that General Cronje is in a bad, and 
even a desperate situation, and that the 
British are pressing their advantage. 

While the attack on General Cronje 
proceeds, there is a race for concentra- 
tion between the Boers and the British. 
The engagement with General Cronje’s 
5000 to 8000 entrenched men is likely to 
¢ become an incident in a battle between 
{ the masses. The separated fractions 
of the Boer power are rapidly drawing 
together to attack Lord Roberts. 

Will General Cronje be able to hold 
out until the Boer masses appear, or, if 
he does, will they then be able to succor 
him? The British are facing the Boers 
on ground where the arms, tactics and 
training of the British are expected to 
give them the advantage. 

General Buller, according to a dis- 
patch from Chieveley, dated Wednes- 
day, finds the Boers in positions north 
of the Tugela reinforced. This seems 
strange. 

The war office, for the first time, has 
given out an official compilation of the 
British losses. The total is 11,208 to 
Feb. 17. This does not include, there- 
fore, Lord P.oberts’ recent losses, nor the 
Wiltshire prisoners. 

The Press association learns that the 
British losses at Koodoosrand were 700. 

The morning papers allude to the 
thoughtfulness of Lord Roberts in send- 
Ing a dispatch to the Earl of Mintw, the 
Canadian governor general. 

The military critic of The Times urges 
the continuance of efforts to send more 
troops to South Africa, so as to be ready 
for the many difficulties that must be 
surmounted even after Lord Roberts has 
succeeded against General Cronje. He 
adds: The splendid spirit shown in 
Canada, which has just received the 
first news of losses incurred in the cause 
of the empire, should serve to impel us to 
greater exertions. 


Spencer Wilkinson. reviewing the 
military situation in The Morning Post, 
says: Lord Roberts, who was once an 
artillery officer, will take care that the 
artillery fire is properly concentrated. 
Prolonged shelling will compel the Boers 
either to hurl themselves at the British 
infantry in the hope of forcing their 
way out or to surrender. 

The best chance for General Cronje 
would be to make a night attack, but 
the bayonet will serve the British at 
night as well as by day. There are, of 
course, in war all sorts of chances. A 
party of Boers from the north or the 
south might conceivably fall by surprise 
on some point of the investing ring and 
thus gain a chance to escape for the be- 
leaguered Boers, but the probabilities 
are that General Cronje will be com- 
pelled to surrender, and that thus at 
Paardeberg will be effected the destruc- 
tion of the first fraction of the Boer 
army. 

George Wyndham, the parliamentary 
secretary of the war office, in the-house 
of commons announced that he did not 
know the nature of the wound of General 
Hector MacDonald, but it was described 
as “severe, though not dangerous.”

Uruguay to Deepen Montevideo Harbor and 
SMake Other Wat:rway Improvements, 
“Washington, Feb. 22.—The state de- 

partment has received from United 

States Minister Finch at Montevideo 

| full details of the vast project for the 

improvement of the harbor at that capi- 
tal, which the minister forwards at the 
instance of the Uruguayan government 
with the view of securing proposals from 

American engineers and constructing 

corporations. 

The project coptemplates the expendi- 
ture of $12,500,000 in gold in the immedi- 
ate future, and there are large exten- 
sions of the project held In reserve. 

What is wanted at once is the con- 
struction of a canal, port and ante-port, 
up to at least 74% meters depth, docks, 
moles and breakwaters. Proposals will 
be received up to July 31 next. 

The port revenues of Montevideo, 
amounting to a minimum of $1,500,000 
gold yearly, are pledged as security for 
the payment of the contractors.

DEATH OF DR. KEELEY, 
8ained Fame Throughout the World as Dis- 
covre> of Cold Cure For Inebriety. 

Dwight, Ills., Feb. 22.—Tiie death of 
Leslie E. Keeley, M. D., ILL. D., in south- 
ern California, was anrounced yester- 
day. He gathered fame and an im- 
mense fortune through his discovery of 
the gold treatment for inebriety and 
drug habits. His famous cure began 
to attract public attention in 1880. 

Dr, Keeley was «2 native of New York 
siate, a graduate of Rush Medical col- 
lege, Chicago, and a LL. D., of the Mis- 
souri state university. He was the first 
regularly appointed railroad surgeon in 
the United States. He made inebriety 
his life study. From childhood the Sub- 
ject fascinated him, and, as a surgeon 
during the Civil war, he began to study 
it, as other doctors study surgery. In- 
vestigation convinced him that inebriety 
was a disease, that its seat was in the 
nerve tissues and that the craving for 
liquor was only one of the symptoms. 
He decided that inebriety was a specles 
of circular insanity, a recurrent mania, 
acting independently of the will of the 
victim, and leading, or forcing, him to 
drink to satisfy the physical craving 
which the poison of alcohol had caused. 

Dr. Keeley opened the famous insti- 
tute at Dwight in 1880, and has since 
treated thousands of persons, Branches 
were established, uniform success at- 
tending them, and today there are Kee- 
ley institutes in every state in the Union, 
in England and on the continent. 


Intervention Not Considered. 

Washington, Feb. 22.—In view of the 
persistent circulation of the rumor that 
the government of the United States has 
reached an agreement with the Ger- 
man government to intervene between 
the combatants in South Africa, the As- 
sociated Press has secured from the 
highest authority a statement of the 
present position of the government in 
this matter. This fs to the effect that 
there has been no discussion of the pro- 
priety of joint mediation betweea ihe 
gritish and the Boers. Nor has the 
United States government undertaken 
or contemplated any interventida on its 
own account, 

Involves Recognition of Governor. 

Lexington, Ky., Feb. 22.—The Franklin 
county jury yesterday ordered G. C, 
Heilth, a negro, confined in the state 
prison, to be sent to the state asylum 
The negro was accompanied by 
an order from Governor Backham to 
return him to the penitentiary when 
cured. The official in charge of the 
asylum received the patient but ignored 
Beckham's order. The asylum is under 
a superintendent appointed by Governor 
Bradley during his term. 

Stars and Stripes Conspicuously Displayed. 

Halifax, Feb, 22.—Thousands of peo- 
ple yesterday witnessed the departure 
of the last detachment of the Second 
Canadian mounted rifles for South Af- 
rica. Six hundred men tn kharki unl- 
forms embarked on the transport Mil- 
waukee. Conspicuous among the flags 
decorating the transport was the Stars 
and Stripes beneath the British blue 
ensign at the fore. This isa most un- 
usual circumstance, 


Police Suspicious of Foul Play. 

Newburyport, Mass., Feb. 22.—The po- 
lice were notified last evening that Olaf 
Jansen, employed as and engineer on 
board the barge Hercules, had fallen 
from the boat to the Iicé on the side and 
had been killed. When the officers ar- 
rived some of the crew told conflicting 
stories, and George Wilson was arrested 
on suspicion. 

Miller In Bankruptcy Court. 

New York, Feb. 22.—William F. Miller 
of Franklin syndicate fame, appeared 
yesterday before A. J. Koehler referee 
in bankruptcy. He was not allowed to 
testify, however, as some of the cred- 
itors objected, and claimed that 10 days’ 
notice on such proceedings was neces- 
sary. The examination was therefore 
adjourned until Feb. 27. 


lron Moulders Oubof Work. 

Springfield, Mass., Feb. 22.—Thirty- 
five ivon moulders employed by the 
Chapman Valve Manufacturing com- 
pany at Indian Orchard went out on 
strike last night, because the company 
refused to recognize the union. The 
men were paid off in full, and the com- 
pany will hire other men to take their 
places,

declare a dividend to depositors within 
the next two weeks.

Off-red Big Inducements For the 


Demecratic National Convention. 


Bryan and Chicago Platform 
Favorably Received. 


Opposition to Trusts and Expansion, but No 


Allusion to Free Silver. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—The next na- 
tional Democratic convention will be 
held at Kansas City, July 4. 
the decision of the Democratic national 
committee, which met here yesterday to 
fix the time and place of holding the 
convention. 


of entertaining the convention, and the 
poor showing made when the vote was 
taken (the result being Kansas City, 40; 
Milwaukee, 9;) caused general surprise. 
The claims of the rival cities as to hotel 
railroad and_ tele- 
graphic facilities were presented in open 
session by representatives of each city, 
and subsequently in executive session. 
Ex-Governor W. J. Stone, on behalf of 
Kansas City, and National Committee- 
man E, C, Wall, on behalf of Milwaukee, 
explained the financial inducements 
which the city he represented was will- 
ing to make. iach offered the com- 
mittee $50,000, but, in addition, Kansas 
City was willing to furnish hotel ac- 
commodations for the members of the 
committee, and the hall with decora- 
tions and music free of expense to the 
committee 

One of Milwaukee's strongest argu- 
ments was the political effect the hold- 
ing of the convention in that city would 
have upon the German-American vot- 
ers, who were represented to the com- 
mittee as wavering in their allegiance 
to the Republican party. 

It seemed to be taken for granted by 
at least two speakers that Bryan would 
be renominated and that the Chicago 
platform in substance would be _ re- 
affirmed. Opposition to trusts, ex- 
pansion and imperialism, together with 
every mention of Bryan and the Chicago 
platform aroused enthusiasm, but dur- 
ing the open session of the committee 
there was no allusion to the issue of free 
silver. 

Three dates for holding the convention 
were proposed, May 9, by Mr. Town- 
send of Oregon; June 14, by Senator 
Tillman of South Carolina, and July 4, 
by Mr. McGraw of West Virginia. <A 
speech by ex-Senator Gorman in fayor 
of holding to precedent and naming a 
date later than that for the convention 
of the party in power had considerable 
influence in causing Independence day 
to be chosen. 

After the committee had selected the 
“Gate City" of the west, the Kansas 
City boomers held a jollitication meet- 
ing in thelr rooms at the Raleigh. Ex- 
Governor Stone addressed the gather- 
ing, and predicted that the nominee of 
the convention would be the victor at 
the polls in November. 

The committee call says: “Each 
state Is entitled to a representative 
therein equal to double the number of 
its senators and representatives in the 
congress of the United States, and each 
territory, Alaska, Indian Territory and 
the District of Columbia, shall have six 
delegates. All Democratic conservative 
reform citizens of the United States, ir-

AMBUSHED BY UNKNOWN MAN. 


Two Pistol Bullets Fired Into the Body of a 
Teamster at Concord N. H. 

Concord, N. H., Feb. 23.—The dead 
body of Antonio Cosato, an Italian team- 
ster, was found yesterday by Mrs. 
Cosato, who became alarmed when her 
husband did not come home to break- 
fast after completing his early morning 
duties at the stable. It was soon found 
that death had been caused by two pis- 
tol bullets, which entered the abdomen, 
three inches above the navel, and went 
clear through the body, one coming out 
and the other lodging just under the 
skin. 

The police investigation disclosed that 
the shots had in all probability been 
fired by an unknown man, who had laid 
in wait for Cosato a few yards from the 
stable, in a crouching position, and had 
shot the teamster as he emerged from 
the door after finishing his work. From 
the spot where the murderer is supposed 
to have fired, tracks led down overa hill 
and across a marsh to the tracks of the 
Northern railroad.

AN UNGLOUDED TITLE. 


Grosvenor Declares That Philippines 
and Puerto Rico Belomg to Us, 


Natives Will Be Treated 
With Absolute Fairness. 


Fesolution Introduced In House Directing 
Investigation of Macrum's Charges. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—The debate on 
the Puerto Rican tariff bill brought out 
several speeches in the house yesterday, 
including one by General Grosvenor of 
Ohio, who answered a number of ques- 
tions as to the attitude of the president. 

Mr. Grosvenor said, in closing his 
speech: “But we have got the Phil- 
ippines on our hands, and I will tell you 
what we shall tell the people of this 
country, my friends, if you will listen to 
me now. We will say we have acquired 
title to the Philippines and Puerto Rico. 
We did not go after them, but they came 
to us, and we could not help ourselves.

“A gentleman went out into the 
Orient, with a little more power than 
he had authority, and the first thing we 
knew he had captured the Lord only 
knows how many islands out there. We 
have never found out for ourselves. 
But he took them, and we are there, and 
our flag is there, and we were aided in 
getting a perfect title to them from the 
Democratic senators in congress with- 
out any protest from anybody. 

“We have got them, and the duty is 
upon us, and we are going to take care 
of them. We @re going to make all the 
money out of the transaction we can, by 
enlarging our trade with the Oriental 
countries, and we are going to embalm 
the doctrines of the Declaration of In- 
dependence upon the statute books of 
the Philippines just as quick as we think 
the time has come to do it; and we are 
not going to do it one minute before, if 
all the Democrats on God's earth go 
howling that we have got to do it now. 
We are geing to do it under the per- 
suasive influence of the constitution, of 
the Declaration of Independence, of our 
Christian civilization. We are going 
to do it as rapidly as it is possible to do 
it, and in the meantime we propose that 
every attribute of the constitution shall 
persuade us to treat these men with ab- 
solute fairness.”

Death of John McNulta, Who Gained Fame as 
Lawyer, Statesman and Soldier. 

Washington, Feb.- 23—General John 
MeNulta of Chicago, well known 
throughout the west because of his iden- 
tification with the receiverships of rail- 
roads and other great corporaticns, died 
guddenly here last night in his apart- 
ments at the Hamilton House of angina 
pectoris, aged about 60 years. He had 
been epparently in the best of health 
during the day and had returned to the 
hotel only a short tlme before he was 
stricken. Medical aid was hastily sum- 
moned, but it was evident to the phy- 
sician that his case was hopeless and he 
died within an hour after the attack. 
The deceased leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren in Chicago, a son in Montana and 
another son, who is a lieutenant in the 
regular army in the Philippines. 

Because of the great success he had 
attained in managing the affairs of the 
various organizations to which he was 
appointed, General McNulta became 
popularly known as the “great Ameri- 
can receiver.” He was at various times 
receiver of the Wabash railroad, the 
Clover Leaf road and the whisky trust, 
and at the time of his death was acting 
in a similar capacity for the national 
Bank of Illinois,. which failed several 
years ago. 

General McNulta was at one time a 
member of congress and was a lawyer 
of distinguished ability. He was aclose 
friend of General Grant, and saw active 
service in the Civil war,,in which he’was 
severely wounded.

An ‘nt Was reached in the 
house yesterday that the vote on the 
bill shall be taken at 3 p. m. next Tues- 
day General debate will close Mon- 
day, and short speeches, under the five- 
minute rule, will fellow up to the time 
of the vote.

The speech of Mr, Littlefield of Maine 
Was the feature of the day, and he added 
to his laurels won in the Roberts case, in 
a speech against the bill, which for brill- 
fancy, wit and logic rivalled the best ef- 
forts of the recognized orators of the 
house. He made a profound impres- 
sion, and wien he concluded it was sev- 
eral minutes before the demonstration 
that followed could be quelled. 

Mr. Littlefield opened with an 
phatic declaration of his reasons for an- 
tagonizing the measure. “I oppose this 
bill,’ said he, “because it is un-Republi- 
can, un-American, unprecedented, un- 
warranted and unconstitutional.” He 
occupied a painful position, he said. He 
Was compelled to dissent from the policy 
advanced by distinguished men of his 
party, whose long experience in legisla- 
tion madethem worthy leaders. Hewas 
a Republican and should support Re- 
publican doctrines, but when a great 
question of right and wrong, a great 
question of principle, was presented, he 
felt, as he had no doubt every gentle- 
man on the floor felt, that each in- 
dividual had the right to think and 
speak for himself.

Mr. Littlefield argued that the re 
generation of Puerto Rico cculd be 
brought about by a loan which the 


United States could authorize it to raise. 
No one could doubt the ability of the 
island to repay the loan. The people of 
the island in 1873 had paid $12,000,000 to 
free the slaves. Could not these people, 
he asked, be trusted to repay a trifling 
loan to be used for the relief of she isl- 
and? 

Mr. Littlefield directed his sarcasm 
against the bill, taking as an illustration 
a case of shipping lumber from Maine to 
Puerto Rico. At San Juan the duty was 
collected by the United States. There- 
fore it had as well been collected by the 


United States when it left Maine. Mr. 
Littlefield contended that the bill was 
un-Republican. When ever before, he 


asked, had it been proposed to place a 
duty upon American capital and Ameri- 
can labor? 

Mr. Litttefield then took up the legal 
phases of the question and concluded as 
follows: “‘May our flag float over the 
whole republic, in the Occident and the 
Orient; over the pearl of the Antilles, 
and the 10,000 islands near far-off 
Cathay; upon land and sea, over school, 
home and church, the emblem of our in- 
tegrity and good faith, of liberty and 
freedom, of the inestimable blessings of 
a Christian civilization, of human rights 
guaranteed by the constitution, not de- 
pendent upon the evanescent will of 
state or national legislatures too often 
affrighted at their own shadows, rights 
imbedded in the constitution, but float- 
ing as empty bubbles on the perturbed 
surface of eloquent perorations; rights 


that are eternal and world-wide, not 
ephemeral and circumscribed; of op- 
portunity, not oppression; and of re- 


generation, not repression. Thus and 
thus only shall it be and ever remain, 
by the blessing and favor of Almighty

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Cronje Undergoes a Fearful Ordeal 


After Being Surrounded by British, 


'Probable, However, That He 
| Still Remains Unbeaten. 


| Lack of Official News as to Actual Occurrences 
of the Past Few Days. 


London, Feb. 24.—According to the best 
news available Cronje’s position is des- 
perate and a less tenacious fighter than 
he might have felt himself 
justified in saving the lives of his gallant 
men at the price of capitulation. Find- 
ing himself overtaken by Kitchener 
Saturday night after a two days’ run- 
ning fight, Cronje took position on the 
Modder river near Paardeberg, en- 
trenching as well as possible. Sunday 
the British tried to carry his camp by 
storm, but were bloodily repulsed with 
losses eStimated at 700 up to this time, 
including two general officers wounded 
and many line officers killed. 

Since that repulse Roberts has girdled 
the Boer camp with guns, and Tuesday 
afternoon concentrated upon the square 
mile of ground held by Cronje the fire of 
six fleld batteries, four naval guns and 
a Howitzer ry, firing lyddite. 

In such a situation surrender or an- 
nihilation are the alternatives, in the 
al the arrival of a reinforcing 
column. Such a column is apparently 
hurrying up, since Boer dispatches tell 
of the detachment of 6000 Boers from 
Ladysmith, and its vanguard’s arrival 
on the field of battle is evidently es- 
tablished by Lord Roberts’ dispatch an- 
nouncing the scattering of a reinforcing 
column, strength not stated by him, but 
by correspondents said to have been 500 
men.

WAY OUT OF DILEMMA. 


Opponents of Puerto Rican bill Claim 
Enough Votes to Recommit, 


Democrats See a Chance For 
a Strategic Victory. 


Bromwell Opposes Measure on Grounds of 
Policy. Not of Constitutionality. 


Washington, Fy “We have this 
Puerto Rican bill beaten to a standstill,” 
said a Republican opponent yesterday. 
This representative maintains that 16 
men will vote with the nearly solid 
Democratic strength to recommit the 
bill with instructions. There some 
@ifference of opinion as to what these 
instructions shall be, but it is suggested 
that a compromise which shall not make 
this case a precedent in favor of extend- 
ing the constitution to other islands, but 
will as a practical measure of benevo- 
lence give substantial free trade to the 
island, will be proposed. 

It is impossible to say how much cred- 
ence should be given to the prediction 
here quoted. The trouble with such 
estimates is that individual members 
are changing their position from day to 
day, back and forth, according to the 
play of local and other interests, and 
perhaps they are swayed somewhat by 
the arguments presented in debate. 

Very few men on either side of the 
chamber are willing to announce posi- 
tively that they are against what ap- 
pears their party’s position, and on the 
Democratic side, this solidifying of 
party ranks has been very marked in the 
last 24 hours. Even the imperialist 
Berry of Kentucky sweeps aside all re- 
ports that he would vote for the bill by 
saying he shall not do so. 

The Democratic leaders see here an 
opportunity fora great strategic victory, 
and as such opportunities have of late 
been rare they are eager to make the 
most of it. It is probable that the list 
of bolting Democrats will be much 
smaller than has heretofore been pre- 
dicted, whatever may become of the 
Republican bolt in the other direction, 
It has been decided to have the daily 
sessions begin at 11 o’clock, to hold even- 
ing sessions, and not to adjourn over the 


holiday.

The other speakers yesterday were 
Mr. Ray (N. Y.) and Mr. Lang (Kan.)

against it. 

The Republicans have decided to hold 
a caucus or conference on the Dili Sat- 
urday night. Although there are said 
to be between 20 and 30 Republicans 
who are hostile to the measure, the Re- 
publican leaders who are canvassing 
the situation say that no morethan four 
or five will cast their vote against it.

& Cosy Place In Which to Indite Oc- 
casional Notes, Ete, 

In flats or small houses, where space 
is scarce and a goodly amount of room 
has to be given up to seats of all sorts 

chairs, lounges, cozy corners, and so 
forth —it is often advisable to use com- 
bined furniture and to turn to profit- 
able account the angles which are yen- 
‘rally mere waste space. Everybody 
writing table, but tables 
‘neroach upou room space the family 
desk frequently has to do duty for all 
the members of the home circle. 

The sketch suggests a writing corner 
that can be easily carried out and that 
will be found very convenient in many 
homes where, owing to Insufficient 
room, it is impossible that each mem- 
ber of the family should be provided 
with a desk proper. 

The table itself consists merely of a 
triangular piece of wood about a 
couple of inches thick, the front being 
afterward curved. This is fitted into 
the corner of the wall at a convenient 
height and is supported by and nailed 
to wooden brackets screwed to the 
wall. 

It is a good plan to have, above the 
table, a little corner cupboard for a re- 
lay of stationery and ink and also to 
add a serfes of pigeonholes for letters 
and notebooks and bills that can be 
cunningly concealed by a small curtain 
of silk; or the cupboard could be used 
for these things and a shelf take the 
place of the pigeonholes. Such useful 
articles as a wall calendar and a waste 
paper basket must be added to com- 
plete the writing corner, the table it- 
self being of depth and width sufficient 
to hold the blotting pad, tink, pen tray, 
scales and weights and stationery cab- 
inet, some of which could, however, 
for the sake of more “elbow room,” 
take up their places on the shelf above. 

As corners are usually dark places, 
adequate means of lighting up must 
not be forgotten. A wrought iron sus- 
pended lamp with a or amber 
shade should be fixed to the wall un- 
less a floor lamp happens to be situated 
close by.

Another idea for a small, inexpen- 
sive occasional writing table is to fix a 
wooden shelf, about 18 inches long and 
12 inches wide, to a backing of wood 
of equal length and some 12 inches 
high. This backing can be secured to 
the wall by means of the usual brass 
plates and nails and the “table” be fur- 
ther supported by a bracket beneath. 
The wooden back can be decorated 
with band painting or with a calendar, 
small framed picture, ete. This back- 
ing might, of course, be dispensed with 
altogether, but it is effective. 

The whole coloring should be prefer- 
ably in cream or malachite green, but 
the wood could, of course, be stained 
mahogany or oak. A little writing ta- 
ble of this sort is useful for a hall.

tions sent has been reported by him. His 
dispatches to the department, forwarded 
through the consulate at Lorenzo Mar- 
quez, have during that time been regu- 
larly received.

All one day I sat in stores and look- 
ed at summer things, particularly the 
parasols now in course of construction 
for next summer. Some samples are 
ready, and so I will tell what they 
look like. The general plan seems to 
be to have small tops and rather 
longer handles than have been, though 
there are some exceptions. Taffeta 
and surah are the favorite materials, 
and lace and very narrow velvet and 
silk ribbon gre used to trim them. One 
style had the parasol of delicate shell 
pink, with an applique of renaissance 
lace in points. This was arranged like 
a six pointed star, the whole upper 
part being covered with the lace, while 
the points fell one inch below the silk 
between the ribs. Another one was 
of white surah with black polka dots. 
The upper part was plain, but there 
were four ruffles of the surah set so 
close together that they formed a ruff 
instead of ruffle. A pale green taffeta, 
shot with white, had a complete cover- 
ing of vermicelli pattern done in russet 
red shirred ribbon half an inch wide. 
There was one headed ruffle, and this 
was covered in the same way. The 
handle was of jade, mounted in gold. 
There are paid taffetas and a few 
bayadere stripes. These are always 
made with a plain edge, and if any- 
thing about them is ornamental it is 
the handle. Some of the handles are 
really works of art. 

One parasol made to retail at $10 is 
of pinhead checks, blue and black, with 
a sort of woven bordering of a black 
stripe overlaying the blue and black 
check. On the top are two pretty 
silk tassels tied with cord, and another 
is tied at the handle. The handle is 
enameled and has a regular Watteau 
painting of shepherdesses upon it, with 
their crooks and sheep and adoring 
swains. A novel idea is seen in a tan 
colored taffeta. There are eight ribs 
to each parasol this season. Each of 
these ribs is cut to a deep point, with a 
scallop between. Three rows of very 
narrow sealskin colored velvet are 
sewed around all the points and scal- 
lops, and where the points and scallops 
meet the lines of velvet cross and the 
ends are sewed down. The handle isa 
piece of natural wood, with a chased 
gold band and a small bow of tan and 
seal satin ribbon above. All these roll 
so closely that it is hard to imagine 
them more than canes. A new wrinkle 
to some of them is a smoothed bit of 
rustic wood about three inches long, 
fastened by a ribbon run through a 
hole in it. The ribbon is also fastened 
to the parascl and hangs four or five 
inches. The object of this is to allow 
a lady to slij this bit of wood between 
her fingers into the palm of her hand, 
and that alle-vs her to carry her purse 
and leaves the parasol to dangle loosely 
at her side “hen not in use. This saves 
other folks’ -yes and tempers and is 
a prety fancy.

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BOSTON’S COMMERCE, 


Record For 1899 Shows a Remarkable 
Gain Over Previous Years, 


Labor Fully Employed and 
Wages Generally Raised. 


Eub Recovers First Position as Port For the 
Export of Live Cattle. 


Boston, Feb. 24.—The foreign com- 
merce of the port of Boston during 1899 
Surpasses all previous records, aggregat- 
ing $190,485,323. While only slightly 
greater than the extraordinary record 
of 1897, it exceeded that of 1898 by $16,- 
808,922. The tigures in detail are as fol- 
lows: 

Exports, $127,133,047, an increase of $2,- 
268,256 over 1898. Imports, $63 
an increase of $14,540,666 over 1898. 

The above statement is from the ad- 
vance sheets of the annual report of 
Elwyn G. Preston, secretary of the Bos- 
ton chamber of commerce. Of the for- 
eign trade Mr. Preston says the exports 
were the largest in the history of the 
port. 

The report further says that there has 
been a general forward movement of 
values, both of manufactured goods and 
of raw materials. Labor is fully em- 
ployed, and wages in most branches of 
trade have been restored to the level 
from which they were forced during the 
panic years, and in some have 
risen to a higher plane than during the 

great pr erity preceding 
nding prosperity that 
urse of the year just 
sed, Massachusetts and New England 
have received a full share. 

The foreign trade exceeded all previ- 
ous records. The great manufacturing 
activity caused a large incre in the 
imports of raw products and partially 
manufactured materials entering into 
further manufacture, while the exports 
of products of manufacture 
have shown a phenomenal growth. 

The “in transit and trans-shipment” 
trade passing through this port amount- 
ed to $11,883,623, and was made up as fol- 
lows: Entered at Boston trans- 
shipment 
pally Canada, $5,834,: Canadian im- 
ports entered at various ports and ex- 
ported to foreign countries via Boston, 
$6,049,268. 

As a port of export for the 
products classed as provisions, Boston 
had 30 percent of the entire exports of 
these products passing through this port. 

As a port for the export of live cattle, 
Boston recovers the first place from 
which it was forced last year by New 
York, having during the past year ex- 
ported 124,290 head, or 37 percent of the 
totalfromall ports. In breadstuffs Bos- 
ton made a gain. 

The ocean tonnage entered and cleared 
at this port in the foreign trade aggre- 
gated 4,431,019 tons, 
188 tons, or 21 percent over 1898.

Looked Upon as the Com- 
ing Man in England,

Mr. George Wyndham, the British 
statesman who has risen, like a new 
Hofer, out of the parliamentary crisis, 
is hailed by many political prophets as 
the coming man among the Conserya- 
| tives. 

When the present session opened, Mr. 
| Wyndham faced a task which, next to 
that set before Mr. Chamberlain, was 
| the most thankless and unpleasant 
| that could be imagined. Mr. Chamber- 
|lain, who is held responsible for the 
| war, was called upon to defend the 
| course to which he had committed the 
}empire. It was Mr. Wyndham’s duty 
}to explain why the war had not been 
successfully conducted. 

As undersecretary for war Mr. Wynd- 
| ham is the spokesman in the house of 
| commons for the war office, just as his 
| chief, Lord Lansdowne, speaks for the 
| war office in the house of lords. 
| While Mr. Chamberlain’s effort was 
received with varying comment there 
| Was no doubt at all as to the success of 
| Mr. Wyndham’s reply. It was a most 
remarkable speech. It explained the 
reverses of the British generals in a 
most plausible way, promised better 
things for the future and included a 
| patriotic appeal which shook commons 
to the core. For the moment party 
differences have been silenced and a 
| big majority called to the support of 
the government. 

I’or this and other reasons Mr. Wynd- 
ham is interesting. He is young. He 
has the versatility of great genius. He 
has not only won honors as a states- 
man, but as a soldier and as a littera- 
teur. His career has begun most bril- 
liantly. 

Mr. Wyndham is the only son of the 
Hon. Percy Wyndbam and grandson

of Lord Leconfield, whose wife is a sis- 


ter of Lord Rosebery. As a youth he

services. 
He left the army to become private 
secretary to his close friend, Arthur 
talfour, when the latter was in charge 
of the Irish department, and attracted 
public attention by the controversial 
letters which he published in the vari- 
ous papers in defense of his chief and 
of the latter's policy.

| Rhodes that he founded The Outlook, 
| one of the brightest of the London 
| weekly papers, which is popularly sup- 
| posed to be maintained at the expense 
\of Mr. Rhodes, while its policy is di- 
| rected aud controlled by Mr. Wynd- 


ham. 

A year ago, when Lord Curzon was 
| promoted from the rank of undersecre- 
tary of foreign affairs to the viceroyal- 
|ty of India and Mr. St. John Brodrick 
| was selected to take his place as as- 
|sistant to Lord Salisbury, George 
Wyndham was appointed to the uncer- 
secretaryship of state for war, until 
then occupied by Mr. Brodrick. 

Mr. Wyndham has disiinguished him- 
self in literature by his so called Tudor 
translation of “Plutarch” and by his 
edition of Shakespeare’s poems. 

Married to the widowed Countess 
Grosvenor, he is today the stepfather 
of the young Duke of Westminster, 
who, as the greatest ground landlord 
in the United Kingdom, commands an 
immense amount of territorial infiu- 
ence—an influence which naturally, in 
view of his youth, is calculated still 
further to increase the importance of 
his close friend, mentor and stepfather, 
George Wyndbam.

The Christian Endeavor prayer meet- 
ing topics for the current year provide 
for the study of the parables of Christ. 
The tirst parable presented for our 
study is this familiar one in prayer, il- 
lustrating the weakness of pride and 
the strength of humility. The scene of 
the parable is the temple, the charac- 
ters a Pharisee and a publican. “Two 
men went sp into the temple to pray, 
the one a Pharisee and the other a pub- 
lican.” Both men prayed. Both men 
prayed in the temple. But how vastly 
different were the results of their 
prayers. One “went down to his house 
justified rather than the other.” To 
see the cause of these different results 
we must study the two prayers. 

1. The pharisee’s prayer. There are 
two characteristics of this prayer that 
are prominent: 1. He prayed with him- 
self. Ostensibly the Pharisee went to 
the temple to pray to God, but he lost 
sight of God in himself. He “stood 
and prayed thus with himself.” 2. His 
standard of comparison was man, not 
God. “I thank Thee that I am not as 
other men.’ This false standard led 
him to exalt himself. He thought that 
because he was more punctilious in the 
performance of religious rites and cere- 
monies than other men he was doing 
all that God wished him to do; but, 
alas! he failed to understand that true 
religion is within and not without. His 
prayer was rooted and grounded in 
pride and selfishness. It was not ad- 
dressed to God, but was a self congprat- 
ulatory address. He exalted himself, 
and therefore God humbled him. The 
sin of pMle is one that Christians in 
particular need to guard themselves 
against. It is so easy to compare our- 
selves with others and to conclude that 
we are better than other men. Let us 
beware. Let us keep our eyes on God 
rather than man. If we do that, we 
will be in no danger of being puffed up 
with pride. 

2. The publican’s prayer. “And the 
publican, standing afar off, would not 
lift up so much as his eyes unto heay- 
en, but smote upon his breast, saying, 


‘God be merciful unto me, a sinner.’” 
One word is written through and 


through that prayer, the word humil- 
ity. This man saw himself not through 
others, but through God. He had a 
vision of God, and that vision made 
him see how sinful and how unworthy 
he was. His sins rose up before him. 
He realized that he had no just claims 
upon God, and all he could do, there- 
fore, was to cry out for mercy. “God 
be merciful unto me, a sinner.” A 
clear vision of God crushes out pride 
and brings us to a condition of con- 
triteness and humility. Let us get 
clear visions of God, that we may be 
kept humble, for then only will we be 
in position to be exalted. “He that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted.” 
This parable illustrates the old truth 
that God hates the proud, but loves to 
honor the meek and lowly in mind. 
Let us therefore cultivate more and 
more the spirit of bumility, and to do 
so effectively let us judge ourselves by 
God's standards rather than by man’s;

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HER HULL IS PIERCED, 


Seafaring Men Doubt Whether the 
Steamer Californian Can Be Saved, 


Went Ashore Shortly After 
Leaving Portland Harbor. 


Passengers Remained Aboard Rather Than Be 
Transferred In Rough Sea. 


Portland, Me., Feb. 26—Steamer Cali- 


fornian, bound out from this port for 
Glasgow, via Halifax, went ashore on 
Ram island ledge, half way between 
Portland Head light and Cape Eliza- 
beth light, early Sunday morning. 

The Californian was in charge of Pilot 
Parsors. The wind was blowing hard 
from the southeast and was accompa- 
nied at the time by heavy rain. There 
Was a heavy sea running.- Pilot Par- 
sons left the ship on reaching the bell 
buoy, off Cushing's island point, after 
he gave the officers of the ship the cor- 
rect course. Within 10 minutes after 
the Californian was hard and fast 
aground on Ram Island ledge. This 1s 
a reef which runs out from Ram island. 
For some reason, which has not yet been 
satisfactorily explained, the ship had 
got several points off her course when 
she struck.

The rockets were observed by 
the patrol men at the Cape Elizabeth 
life saving station, but on aceount of 
the severe gale and high sea they were 
unable to render the steamer any as- 
sistance. 

About 10 o'clock Sunday forenoon the 
life saving boat from the Cape Eliza- 
beth life saving station arrived, on 
trucks, at Fort Williams, about seven 
miles from the statlon. The life savers 
put off for the steamer, intendin® to 
transfer the passengers from the steam- 
er to the tug Piedmort. Some of the 
vomen passengers desired to be trans- 

rred, but on seeing the manner in 
che h the lifeboat pitched and rolled, 
they decided not to leave the ship. 

Most of the local seafaring men are of 
the opinion that the rocks have pene- 
trated the bottom of the vessel in sev- 
eral places, and they doubt very mucn 
if she can be saved. Captain Barciay 
says that the hold is full of water, the 
fires extinguished, there is a heavy sa 
and the passengers are perfectly safe. 
They elected not to be transferred. 

The ship is lying under the lee of 
Ram island and the ledge, and al- 
though the waves are breaking with 
great force the ledge acts as a break- 
water and protects the ship, which Is 
lying motioniess. The passengers will 
probably be taken off today, without 
danger. 

This was the third trip the Californian 
has made this season from this port. 
She was bound to Glasgow by way of 
Halifax. She arrived in Portland the 
latter part of last week. Her cargo 
was about 3000 tons, and was valued at 
$300,000. 

There are six cabin, five intermediate 
and 10 steerage passengers, beside a 
crew of 75 men, 

The steamship State of California, now 
named the Californian, was launched 
near Glasgow In 1891 for transport ser- 
vice. Her length is 400 feet, heam 46 


feet and depth 32 feet, 8 inches. Her 
tonnage capacity is 5300 tons. She is 
divided into eight compartments, the 


bulkheads of which are all carried to 
the upper decks. These, with the cel- 
lular double bottom, ensur © great- 
est amount of safety In case of ac tident. 
The engines are of the latest high-pres- 
sure, triple-exparsion type, capable of 
propelling the ship at an averaye speed 
of 14 knots per hour. She fs valued at 
$500,000. 

The cabin accommodations are sit- 
uated near the middle of the ‘ess2l, and 
are capable of accommodating :60 jas- 
sengers,

Boston, Feb. 26—Edward W. McCaf- 
frey is under arrest on the charge of 
manslaughter. On Thursday afterncon 
John E. Avery, a lawyer, was knocked 
down by an undertaker’s wagon driven 
by McCaffrey and received injuries from 
which he died Saturday. 


Weather Conditions and Forecast. 

A cold wave extended over the At- 
lantic coast districts Saturday night 
and Sunday.

The following article is a continua- 
tion of the article of Saturday on the 
bill in the Legislature for the re- 
building of the Quincy Point bridge. 


Weymouth Fore River, which this 
bridge crosses at its mouth, is a 
tributary of Hingham bay,the dividing 
line between Quincy and Weymouth, 
and one of the most important water 
crosses on the south coast of Massachu- 
setts Bay. It is navigable at low water 
for vessels not exceeding 18 feet draft 
for 4 miles from its mouth, and for a 
farther distance of 3 miles to the head 
of navigation at least 3 feet depth, was 
founded at mean low water before its 
improvement.

Results In Referring the Puerto Rican 
Bill to a Committee of Ten, 


Another Effort to Be Made to 
Reach a Compromise. 


Finances, Our Insular Possessions, and Quay 
Case In Senate This Weck. 


Washington, Feb. 26.—At the conclu- 
sion Saturday night of the conference 
of Republican members of the house on 
the Puerto Rican tariff bill, Representa- 
tive Cannon of Illinois, who acted as 
chairman, said: 

“After a full discussion, the confer- 
ence by unanimous consent agreed to 
the selection of a committee of 10 mem- 
bers, five of whom were appointed by 
the chairman of the caucus from among 
those in favor of the bill, and five were 
to be appointed from those who do 
not agree to the bill in whole or in part, 
the appointments to be made by a com- 
mittee consisting of Representatives 
Powers of Vermont, Crumpacker of In- 
diana and Lorimer of Illinois. This 
committee of 10 is to report its con- 
clusions and recommendations to a Re- 
publican conference to be held Monday 
evening nxt.” 

The conference met in the hall of the 
house to consider the situation. Un- 
usual interest attached to the meeting, 
owing to the division of sentiment which 
has developed on the bill. 

The speeches of Mr. McCall and Mr. 
Littlefield attracted much interest be- 
cause of the positive attitude.they have 
taken. Mr. McCall spoke calmly, but 
did not abate any of his opposition to 
the measure as a whole and showed no 
disposition to accept any of the com- 
promises suggested. Mr. Littlefield was 
more vehement, declaring that he could 
not surrender his views against the 
measure as a whole, although he felt 
disposed to turn the subject over to the 
president. Mr. Littlefield also sug- 
gested that free trade be given to Puerto 
Rico, with a distinct declaration that 
this should not operate as a precedent 
applicable to other insular possessions. 

This was met with a counter-proposi- 
tion from Mr. Throop of Pennsylvania 
that the 25 percent rate as provided by 
the original bill be retained, with a 
declaration that this should not operate 
asaprecedent. Neither proposition was 
tavorably entertained and they were not 
pressed. 

Up to midnight none of the propositions 
had been voted upon and members be- 
gan leaving the hall. The feeling pre- 
vailed, however, that the two years’ 
limitation would be agreed upon as a 
basis of compromise, and that with this 
change the bill would receive pretty 
general, although not unanimous, sup- 
Port. 

As the attendance was rapidly dimin- 
ishing it became apparent that no final 
action could be reached, and the pian of 
a committee of 10, five from each side, 
to go over the subject and report some 
middle ground was-unanimously ac- 
cepted by all present. The conference 
adjourned until tonight, when the report 
of the committee of 10 will be received. 

The effort to unite the Republicans of 
the house in a Puerto Rican bill have 
failed and at midnight Sunday, after 
prolonged conferences, it was stated 
that matters were substantially where 
they were Saturday. Other efforts at 
harmony may be made today. 


The event of the week in the house of 
representatives will be the taking of the 
vote on the Puerto Rican tariff bill. This 
has been set for 3 p. m. tomorrow, al- 
though the differences which have arisen 
on the bill may compel a rearrangement 
of the program. The general debate on 
the measure will close today, and to- 
morrow, up to the hour of voting, the de- 
bate will proceed under the five-minute 
rule. 

Extraordinary interest attaches to the 
outcome of this struggle, owing to the 
differences which have arisen on the 
Republican side of the chamber. It had 
been arranged that the debate should 
proceed tonight, but this must give way 
to the Republican conference in the hall 
of the house at 8 p. m., when a final ef- 
fort will be made to reconcile differences 
and agree upon a compromise bill. 

For the rest of the week no exact pro- 
cedure has been arranged, except that 
the Alabama contested election case of 
Aldrich vs. Robbins will be considered 
as soon as the Puerto Rican bill is out 
of the way. This case involves race 
questions and gives the opportunity for 
that extended range of debate usually 
excited by questions of that nature. The 
army appropriation bill is on the calen- 
dar and doubtless will receive considera- 
tion the latter part of the week. Owing 
to the extent of the military forces in the 
Philippines the appropriations this year 
are exceptionally heavy, and this may 
bring on a general discussion of army 
affairs and the Philippines. 

The Hawaiian bill and the Nicaragua 
canal bill also are awaiting a hearing, 
although it is not likely either of them 
will be taken up this week. 


The time of the senate this week will! 
be divided between the questions of the 
finances, the government policy towards 
the insular possessions and the Seating 
of Senator Quay upon the nomination 
ef the governor of Pennsylvania. The 
Hawaiian bill remains the unfinished 
business, su®ject to removal at any time 
by the Quay resolution, and also by the 
conference report upon the currency bill. 

There will be several speeches 
during the week on the Quay 
resolution, and there is a probability of 
reaching a vote on it the latter part of 
the week. Senator Penrose says he will 
make an effort to have the discussion 
confined to the morning hour, so as not 
to interfere with other questions before 
the senate, but that if a disposition to 
delay the vote should become apparent 
he will then press the.Quay matter. He 
counts upon a vote late in the week, and 
Says he expects a larger vote than was 
cast in Mr. Quay’s favor in taking the

ALGER GIVES HIS OPINION.

, Ex-Secretary Would Make a Distinction Be | President Elict Says Conception of Govern- 


{ween Technical War and an Insurrection. 

Detroit, Feb. 26.—Concerning a recent 
statement from Washington with re- 
gard to a difficulty which confronts Sec- 
retary Root in deciding whether the 
United States is in a state ef war, ¢x- 
Secretary Alger spoke as follows: 

“I should say most emphatically that 
the United States is not in a state of 
war. The treaty of peace signed at 
Paris ended the war with Spain. The 
only terms that can properly be applied 
to the present trouble in the Philippines 
are rebellion and insurrection. 

“As to the immediate question before 
the department, whether enlisted sol- 
diers can purchase their discharges as 
in times of peace, I do not feel compe- 
tent to utter a decided opinion. That 
is a matter whereon the advice of the 
attorney general will undoubtedly be 
asked. It is my private belief, though, 
that when soldiers are badly needed, 
even if a state of war does not exist, 
they should not be allowed to take ad- 
vantage of this privilege. 

“I would distinguish between a tech- 
nical war and an insurrection. Inso- 
far as the conditions affect our soldiers 
in the field, and with reference to the 
privileges that belong to them in times 
of peace, we are at war. But techni- 
cally and actually, we are not in a state 
of war, and the campaign should not be 
spoken of as war.” 

Captain and Four Ch‘ldren Drowned. 

Providence, Feb, 26.—The barge Gen- 
eral Wiley foundered off Narragansett 
Pier Sunday morning, during a south- 
east gale. Captain Harold and four 
little children were drowned in spite of 
all attempts tosave them. Tug James 
Hughes, Captain George McGoldrick, 
arrived in port and reported the loss of 
the barge. The Wiley parted her haw- 
ger when she went down, and Captain 
McGoldrick did all that was possible to 
rescue the family on board, standing by 
in hopes of picking up the survivors. 
As the craft foundered she capsized, 
this dumping out nearly all the coal, 
and, thus lightened, she rose again to 
the surface, and is now drifting out to 
sea. 


Not Suffering From Cancer. 

New York, Feb. 26.—The following 
statement relating to the condition of 
Mrs. Sartoris is given out by the attend- 
ing physicians: “Mrs. Nellie Grant 
Sartoris is now convalescing from an 
operation and will be about in a few 
days. On account of public statements 
that her malady was cancer, we state 
that after the operation an examination 
proved that there is no evidence that 
cancer has ever existed.” 


Killed Emp’oycr’s Wile and Himself. 

New York, Feb. 26.—Mrs. E. P. Hayes, 
aged 35, wife of Dr. E. P. Hayes, a den- 
tist, with offices at the Hotel Endicott, 
was shot and killed Saturday night in 
her apartments in that hotel by Dr. 
Frank D. Conwell, an assistant of Dr. 
Hayes. Conwell, who was 35 years old, 
then shot and killed himself. fLiscsez 
seems to be not the faintest suggestion 
of a cause for Conwell’s act. 

To Consider B metailism. 

Washington, Feb. 26—A convention of 
leading bimetallists will be held at Kaa- 
sas City on July 4. It is expected 600 or 
§00 delegates will be in attendance from 
all parts of the Union. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


At the state convention of the Knights 
of Columbus of Massachusetts Rev. 
James N. Supple of Charlestown was 
elected state chaplain to succeed Rev. 
John J. Ryan of Cambridge. 

Eight firms were burned out in a fire 
which destroyed a four-story brick 
building at Chicago. The total loss is 
$65,000. 

Thomas H. King was found dead on 
the track of the Fitchburg railroad one 
mile west of Concord, Mass. King was 
probably walking home when struck. 

The works of the Maritime Milling 
company at New Glasgow, N. 8., were 
destroyed by fire, together with grain 
elevator and thousands of bushels of 
grain. The loss ts $150,000. 

P. W. Miller, manager of a detective 
agency at Atlanta, was sent to the chain 
gang to work out a fine of $100 and costs 
imposed for conducting a business with- 
out a license. 

Rev. Edward Lorense, editor of the 
German periodicals of the United Breth- 
ren church, and for more than 40 years 
a prominent minister in that denomina- 
tion, died at Dayton, O., as the result of 
a rupture of a blood vessel in his brain, 
occasioned by a paroxysm of coughing. 

William H. Hawkey, a fireman on the 
tug McDermott, was drowned after fall- 
ing off the wharf at which the craft lay 
at Narragansett Pier. 

George E. Cox, a buyer for a Chicago 
shoe firm, was taken ill in a Boston 
theater and died before medical assist- 
ance could be rendered. 

Michael Hough, aged 31, and unmar- 
ried, was found dead near Newtown, 
Conn. Death was due to exposure, 

John Alexander, who has been in 
the employ of the Grand ‘Trunk rail- 
road for many years, was killed on the 
road at Portland, Me. 

Captain Charles E. Smalley, collector 
of customs at Nantucket, Mass., is dead. 
Captain Smalley was well known on the 
Massachusetts coast, as he followed the 
sea in his younger days. 

Frank D. Moore, 35 years old, was 
killed by a train near Woodeville, N. H. 

Joseph Payne was drowned while 
smelting near Wiscasset, Me., by going 
through thin ice. 

The boiler of the Puliman Lumber 
company’s sawmill at Pullman, Ark., 
exploded. Two men are known to have 
been killed and six injured, one fatally. 
It is believed three bodies are still under 
the wreck of the mill. 

Dr. Charles K. Adams, president of 
the University of Wisconsin, is critically 
ill. He is said to be suffering from 
gastritis and various complications, 

Captain Terrence Sheridan, aged 60, 
a veteran with a notable Civil war 
record, was instantly killed by a train 
at New Haven. 

Pierce J. Sullivan, employed at the 
Joseph Wilcox Comb company’s works 
at Worcester, Mass., was burned to 
death in a fire which started from a 
spark dropping from a grinding wheel 
into a pile of celluloid dust. 
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ment of the Universe Has Changed. 

Chicago, Feb, 26.—President Eliot of 
Harvard university told students at the! 
University of Chicago yesterday thet 
many perplexing questions about re- 
ligious fundamentals had been pro- 
pounded of late to Harvard university 
preachers; that this desire to be in- 
formed was typical of the age; that 
church attendance all over America had 
fallen off noticeably, but that men were 
retaining the original principles taught 
by William Ellery Channing. 

Continuing, he said: “Harvard has 
always stood for the freedom of thought 
and science essential to sincere and earn- 
est truth seeking. We employ five dif- 
ferent preachers six weeks each and a 
professor in Christian morals has the 
other six weeks. 

“They not only preach, but sit every 
day to discuss any religious question 
with students in conversation. Young 
men come there bent on truth seeking, 
with nothing to gain but an inspiration 
to better life. They ask many difficult 
things and many of the ministers told me 
that the ordeals were most trying. 

“Now this attitude among the stu- 
dents at a modern institution of educa- 
tion typifies the state of modern world. 
The whole community is examining the 
grounds of its fundamental beliefs and 
the whole conception of the government 
of the universe has changed. 

“I know of no denomination except the 
Roman Catholics which has not experl- 
enced a great changeinattendance, The 
pastor of Phillips Brooks church in Bos- 
ton told me recently there had been a 
sensible not in good works, but 
in the number of persons present at the 
services. I have felt the same thing in 
the chapel at Cambridge. Ihave learned 
since coming here it is also true in the 
churches of this city.”

AGREEMENT REACHED. 


Republicans Expect to Pass the Puerto 
Rican Bill In a Modified Form, 


Has Received the Sanction 
of President McKinley. 


Reduction of Outy and Operation of the Bill 
Limited to Two Years. 


Washington, Feb. 27.—About 125 Re- 
publican members attended the second 
conference on the Puerto Rican tariff 
bill in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives last night The leaders had 
been in consultation during the day, dis- 
cussing plans for allaying the opposition 
to the bill, and bring the recalcitrants 
into line. 

At the conference assurances 
given that the president believed the 
measure constitutional, and would ap- 
prove it if it came to him, and an agree- 
ment was reached to limit the operation 
of the bill to two years, and to reduce 
the duty imposed by it from 25 to 15 
percent of the Americar tariff. 

The Republican leaders claim that 
the bill will have the support of all the 
Republicans except four, Messrs. Mc- 
Call (Mass.), Littlefield (Me.), Lorimer 
(Ills.) and Crumpacker (Ind.), and that 
this loss will be offset by affirmative 
votes of the opposition. They claim the 
passage of the modified bill is certain. 

After the conference adjourned at 11 
o'clock Chairman Cannon gave out the 
following statement of the amendments 
agreed upen by the conference: 

“The conference requested the ways 
and means committee to offer an amend- 
ment to the bill as follows: ‘Amend the 
title to make it an act temporarily to 
provide revenue for the island of Puerto 
Rico and for other purposes,’ and to add 
the following section: ‘This act shall 
be taken and held to be provisional in 
its purpose, intended to meet a pressing, 
present need for revenue for the island 
of Puerto Rico, and is not to continue in 
force after March 1, 1902." These amend- 
ments were adopted with practical 
unanimity. Another to reduce the duty 
imposed by the act from 25 to 15 percent 
was adopted by a vote of 105toll. A 
further amendment is to be offered by 
the ways and means committee, to make 
it clear that no double duty is imposed; 
that the payment of one internal revenue 
tax is the total tax on importations.” 

Mr. McCall said after the conference 
that he stil! believed the bill will be de- 
feated. It will be a tight squeeze, any- 
way, said he.

The general debate upon the Puerto 
Rican tariff bill was yesterday extended 
until tonight. Interest centered in the 
conferences which were going on among 
the Republican leaders and the dissent- 
ing Republicans in their efforts to com- 
promise their differences upon the bill. 
The speakers yesterday were Messrs. 
Boutell (Iils.), Brown (0.), Mondell 
(Wyo.), Graham (Pa.) and Reeder (Ills.) 
for the bili, and Messrs. Bartlett (Ga.), 
Lanham (Tex.), Moon (Tenn.), Williams 
‘Ills.), Johnston (W. Va.), Sutherland 
(Neb.), Jett (1lls.), Noonan (Ills.) and 
Wilson (Ariz.) against it. 


Formal discussion of the right of 
former Senator Quay to a seat in the 
senate chamber as a member from 
Pennsylvania was begun by Mr. Turley. 
He presented a constitutional argument 
against the seating of Mr. Quay, which 
was given close attention by his col- 
leagues. Consideration of the Hawaiian 
government bill brought out a lively 
discussion between Mr. Tillman and Mr. 
Spooner. An amendment was made to 
the bill, striking out the property quali- 
fication of voters for members of the 
legislature, but little other progress was 
made. 

During the debate, Mr. Tillman said: 
“In South Carolina the niggers hold the 
balance of power. As such they stand 
there as a menace to a pure suffrage 
and to good government, because they 
are a purchasable quantity, educated or 
uneducated. Wearecharged with fraud 
and corruption and ballot box stuffing. 
Finally, after the bayonets had come to 
us again in 1876, we rose in righteous- 
ness and might. We took the govern- 
ment. We stuffed the ballot boxes, we 
bulldozed the niggers and we shot them. 
And we are not ashamed of it.” 


Won't Corrupt Waterbury o-als. 

Waterbury, Conn., Feb. 27.—According 
to a notice signed by Mayor Kilduff and 
the city clerk, which was served on the 
manager of a local theatre yesterday, 
“Sapho,” which was booked for rre- 
sentation here tonight, will not be pro- 
duced. No license will be granted, and 
Chief of Police Egan has been instructed 
to see to it that no performance of the 
play should take place. 

At Manufacturers’ Figures. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 27.—The upholstery 
weavers’ strike, which was begun about 
12 weeks ago, hasended. The men asked 
for a general advance in wages of about 
24 percert. They were offered an in- 
crease of 12 percent, which they refused 
and then struck. Last night, however, 
the strikers concluded to go back to 
work at the figures named by their em- 
ployers.

Dewey’s Personal Share of Bounty 
For Victory In Manila Bay, 


His Fleet Did Not Defeat 
a Superior Force. 


Court of Claims Overrules Admiral’s Contention 
and He May Take an Appeal. 


Washington, Feb. 27.—The United 
States court of claims yesterday ren- 
dered an opinion on the claim of Ad- 
miral Dewey, his officers and men for 
naval bounty urder section 4635 of the 
revised statutes for the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet in Manila bay, May 1, 
1898, the court holding that the claimant 
has a right to recover for each person 
on board the enemy’s ships the sum of 
$100. 

This decision is on the basis that the 
acmiral’s fleet was superior to the Span- 
ish fleet, excluding the shore batteries, 
the torpedoes and the mines in Manila 
bay. Admiral Dewey's claim was for 
$200 for each man belonging to the 
enemy's fleet, including the supporting 
shore batteries, mines and torpedoes. 

The principal question involved was 
whether in determining the enemy's 
force the supporting shore batteries, 
mines and torpedoes should be included. 
The statute provides that a bounty shall 
be paid by the United States for each 
person on board any ship or vessel of 
war belonging to an enemy at the com- 
mencement of an engagement, which is 
sunk or otherwise destroyed in such en- 
gagement by any ship or vessel belong- 
ing to the United States, or which it may 
be necessary to destroy in consequence 
of injuries sustained in action, of $100, 
if the enemy's vessel was of inferior 
force, and of $200 if of equal or superior 
force, to be divided among the officers 
and crew in the same manner as prize 
money. 

In the course of his brief, counsel for 
the admiral stated that the number of 
officers and men on the vessels of the 
United States during the battle was 
1836; that the official complement of the 
Spanish vessels taking part in the bat- 
tle was 2037, and that several of the 
enemy's vessels had on board a number 
considerably in excess of their comple- 
ment, making the actual number on the 
enemy's vessels about 2973, 

The total number of men on board the 
vessels of the enemy which were de- 
stroyed, including two torpedo boats, is 
givenas1914. Taking into consideration 
the guns at Corregidor, El Fraile and 
other forts at the entrance to Manila bay 
and those at Manila and Cavite and the 
torpedoes and mines in the bay’s en- 
trance to it, it was contended by counsel 
for Admiral Dewey that the enemy's 
force was superior to the vessels of the 
United States. The government in- 
Sisted that the statute failed to provide 
for the contingency of the co-operation 
of land batteries with the naval forces 
destroyed, and that the court was pow- 
erless to supply the omission. 

The court, in deciding the case, held 
that the law applied only to the force of 
the vessels engaged in the action, and 
that in this Instance, taking the number 
and character of the vessels into ac- 
count, the strength of their batteries on 
board and all other matters which 
properly go to the determination of the 
actual fighting strength of the two op- 
posing fleets, that of the United States 
was the superior. 

It is understood that counsel for Ad- 
miral Dewey will take an appeal to the 
supreme court of the United States, 
Under yesterday's decision Admiral 
Dewey is personally entitled to $9570. 


As Altgeld Views It. 

Detroit, Feb. 27.—The State of Our 
Country and the Tendency of the Times” 
were discussed here last night by John 
P, Altgeld. Mr. Altgeld denounced the 
expansion idea as simply a joining with 
the monarchies in bullying and attack- 
ing weaker nations for purposes of 
spoilation, and appealed to his hearers 
to stand by the American principles of 
liberty and justice for all.

Philadelphia, Feb. 27.—The Broad 
Street theater was crowded yesterday 
with members of the fashionable get, 
the occasion being a concert for the 
benefit of the British soldiers’ families 
fund. About $3000 was raised by the 
entertainment. The feature of the con- 
cert Was the appearance of Mrs. Lang- 
try, who recited in her khaki uniform. 


Three Men Probably Fatally Hurt. 

Newton, Mass., Feb. 27.—Henry Milley 
Richard J. Dixon and Joseph Ryan were 
victims of an explosion at the Masten 
& Wells fireworks factory yesterday, 
and there is scarcely a chance of thefr 
recovery. All the men were frightfully 
burned and bruised. They were mak- 
ing Roman candles when the explosion 
occurred. 


Cornell May Close For a While. 

Ithaca, N. Y., Feb. 27.—Physicians 
confirm the rumors that the diphtheria 
epidemic in this city is very serious, 
The disease originated in milk which a 
milkman, living just outside the city, 
sold to his customers. If many more 
cases develop Cornell university will 
close its doors until the discase pagses 
over. 


Flour Trust Collapses. 

"Milwaukee, Feb, 27.—Judge Jenkins in 
the United States court has appointed 
three receivers for the United States 
Milling company, otherwise known as 
the flour trust. The collapse of the 
company was due, it is said, to its in- 
ability to float its securities on the open 
market. 


Heavy Losses Off the Shetlands. 
London, Feb. 27.—Recent storms have 
caused great damage among the out- 
lying islands of the Shetlands, at the 
north of Scotland, where it is reported 
14 wrecks and several life buoys have 
been picked up. 


Make the Fhilippines a Republic. 

Washington, Feb. 27.—Arthur Sewall, 
who was the Democratic candidate for 
vice president in 1896, paid his respects 
to President McKinley yesterday. Mr. 
Sewall has been to Hawaii on his way to 
the Philippines, but was prevented from 
continuing his journey by the plague 
outbreak. 


ARTHUR SEWALL 

He denies a recent interview in which 
he was quoted as forecasting the de- 
feat of the Democratic party this year. 
“I did not say anything of the kind 
without qualifications,’ Mr. Sewall said. 
“I believe in expansion in a certain way. 
I believe in keeping Puerto Rico and Ha- 
wali, and extending to them every aw 
of the United States. Make them ter- 
ritories of this country, without dis- 
crimination as to tariff or other laws. 
I also want to keep the Philippines, but 
I think we should ultimately establish 
a republic there, with our protection ex- 
tended over it.” 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Feb. 27.—In the senate yester- 
day an order extending the time for 
making committee reports one week, to 
March 21, was adopted, as was also an 
order that the drainage committee be 
authorized to travel about the state. 

The following bills were passed to be 
engrossed: To extend time within 
which the Barre Street Railway com- 
pany may construct and operate its 
railway; to confirm the locations grant- 
ed the Worcester and Clinton Street 
Railway company in the two places 
named; to authorize the state treasurer 
to borrow money in anticipation of rev- 
enue. 

The reports of leave to withdraw were 
accepted on the bills to allow women to 
vote for municipal officers and upon 2ll 
municipal questions. 

The following were among the com- 
mittee reports received in the house: 
Leave to withdraw, on uetition that no 
person shall maintain more than one 
bar on a single license; ought not to 
pass, on bill for ward option in Boston; 
leave to withdraw, on petition for regu- 
lating the distribution of licenses in 
Poston; leave to withdraw, on petition 
for regulations on the conditional sale 
of personal propé<ty; ought not to pass, 
on bill to provide for the temporary re- 
lease of convicts; ought not to pass, on 
bill relative to granting of warrants 
in police courts; ought not to pass, on 
resolve to provide for a certain system 
of spelling; leave to withdraw, on peti- 
tion to permit sale of limes without 
license; ought not to pass, on bill rel- 
ative to the law on liens on buildings 
and land; ought to pass, on bill relating 
to attachment of wages; ought to pass, 
on bill relative to fraternal military or- 
ganizations; leave to withdraw, on pe- 
tition to regulate the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 


Griggs For Supreme Bench. 

Trenton, Feb. 27.—From authority 
which is regarded here as unquestion- 
able, it is announced that United States 
Attorney General John W. Griggs is 
booked for Justice Gray’s place on the 
supreme bench, when the latter reaches 
the retirement age, a short time hence. 
It is no secret among Mr. Griggs’ 
friends that a seat on that tribunal has 
long been the cherished goal of his am- 
bition. This is the reason why Mr. 
Griggs’ vice presidential boom so sud- 
denly disappeared from sight. 


Mrs. Craven’s Evidence. 

San Francisco, Feb. 27.—In the Fair- 
Craven proceedings yesterday Mrs. 
Craven was on the witness stand. She 
produced the affidavit of her marriage 
to Senator Fair. It is dated Aug. 12, 
1899.° In it Justice of the Peace Simpton 
declares that he married Mrs. Craven 
and Senator Fair in July, 1892. Simpton 
has since declared that this affidavit was 
a part of a trap to upset Mrs. Craven's 
case. The production of this paper will 
force the Fair heirs to put Simpton on 
the stand. 

Young Armour’s Will. 

Chicago, Feb. 27.—The will of the late 
Philip D. Armour, Jr., who died recently 
in California, filed for probate here yes- 
terday, disposes of property valued at 
$8,000,000. One-third of the estate Is left 
to the widow and two-thirds left in trust 
for the two surviving sons of the tes- 
tator.

San Francisco, Feb. 27.—An expert 
survey of the United States hospital ship 
Missouri has revealed a startling state 
of affairs in the engine room and other 
parts of the vessel.

Washington, Feb, 27.—The United 
States supreme court has denied the ap- 
plication of Captain Oberlin M, Carter 
to bring his case intothatcourt. There 
was no written opinion. 


Weather Conditions and Forecast. 

The temperature is above the seasonal} 
average in the gulf states and Florida 
and generally west of the Rocky moun- 
tains, and is 15 to 25 degrees below the 
seasonal average in the Ohio valley, the 
lake region and the Atlantic states from 
North Carolina northward. Fair and 
eontinued cold weather is promised in 
New England, follewed tomorrow by 
cloudiness. 


Where Cannibals Were in ru... ». 

London, Feb. 27.—E. S. Grogan, 
has just returned to England after a 
two years’ journey in Africa, and who 
represents himself to be the first Eu- 
ropean who has travelled through the 
continent from the Cape to Cairo, in an 
interview today, says that, after leav- 
ing Lake Tanganyika, with eight por- 
ters, he entered a region of active vol- 
canoes, where he encountered “enor- 
mous lava streams, forming a veritable 
sea, 40 miles by 40 to 100 feet deep.” 
This whole region he found devastated, 
forests and herds of elephants being 
buried in liquid fire. ’ 

The neighboring country, he says, is 
occupied by some 5000 Balekas’ ferocious 
cannibals from the Congo, who live by 
man hunting. His guides told him that 
the country, covering 3500 square miles, 
had been until recently densely popu- 
lated, but that the people had virtually 
all been killed and eaten by the Balekas. 

Everywhere he found evidences of 
cannibalistic practices. The very paths 
in the jungie were marked out by lines of 
human skeletons. The streams were 
full of decomposing remnants of hu- 
manity, half eaten and horribly muti- 
lated. These cannibals, according to 
Mr. Grogan’s narrative, lived in grass 
eabins. He entered some of these habi- 
tations and witnessed horrible sights. 
He saw “cauldrons full of liquid with 
floating human skulls and the bodies of 
infants.” 

On one occasion the savages attacked 
Mr. Grogan’s party, but he opened upon 
them with rifle fire. This staggered the 
cannibals, as they had never before seen 
agunora white man. Mr. Grogan shot 
two and the rest retreated. 

He says the Balekas are by no means 
repulsive to look upon. Although small, 
they are well built and have good fea- 
tures. Men and women go about stark 
naked, and their long hair gives them a 
peculiarly wild appearance. 

Proceeding along the west coast of 
Albert lake, Mr. Grogan found the na- 
tives terrorized by raids of the Belgians. 
He declares that the Belgian troops were 
in the habit of crossing the frontier, had 
shot large numbers of the inhabitants 
and had carriec off the young women 
and cattle, tying up and burning the old 
women, while white Belgian officers 
were present. 

He adds: ‘From the north of Albert 
lake to Lake Mwaru the whole country 
isin a state ofchaos. It isadministered 
by incompetent Belgians. Often the 
non-commissioned officers and troops 
are of the lowest type of native; and they 
are almost invariably cannibals.” 


Without a State Government. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 27.—The state 
contest board yesterday awarded cer- 
tificates of election to all of the Demo- 
cratic contestants for minor offices. Im- 
mediately afterward the contestants 
were sworn in and repaired to the state 
house in a body, where they made a for- 
mal demand on the Republican incum- 
bents for possession of the offices, but 
the demands were not acceded to. In- 
junction suits were filed by each of the 
new officials seeking to oust the present 
incumbents and enjoining them from 
discharging the duties of thelr offices. 
The installation of the Democratic of- 


ficials will have the effect of tying up’ 


every branch of the state government 
pending a decision of the contests by the 
courts. From now till then the state 
will be practically without a state gov- 
ernment. 
Revolulion In Mechanical Economics. 
Washington. Feb. 27,—Consul General 
Mason at Berlin reports that Professor 
Josse has succeeded in advancing the 
efficiency of the best type of modern 
compound steam engine 50 percent. 
This is effected by the absorption of 
heat from the exhaust steam through 
sulphurous acid, which, being evap- 
orated, drives an auxiliary engine. In 
this way a 2000 horse power central sta- 
tion engine should, according to Mr. 
Mason, furnish power to drive an ad- 
ditional 1000 horse power engine. 


Puerto Ricans Make Good Soldiers, 

Washington, Feb. 27.—Secretary Root 
is so well satisfied with the record made 
by the troops recruited from the na- 
tives of Puerto Rico that he has de- 
termined to increase the number now in 
service. There is now a full batallion 
of these troops, and the secretary has 
issued orders for the enlistment of an- 
other battalion. Thenew battalion will 
take the place of the United States reg- 
ular cavalry, which will be brought back 
to the United States. 


Twenty-five Rounds to a Draw. 

New York, Feb. 27.—Sammy Kelly of 
New York and Eddie Lenny of Phila- 
dGelphia were to have met in the principal 
bout at the Hercules Athletic club in 
Brooklyn last night, but Lenny was un- 
able to appear and his place was filled 
by Austin Rice of New London. Kelly 
and Rice put up a game battle, which 
lasted the limit, Referee White declaring 
the bout a draw. Rice was aggressive 
and attempted to force matters through- 
out, 


To Regulate Society System. 

New Haven, Feb. 27.—The seniors of 
Yale who signed the petition to the 
faculty for the abolishment of the 
sophomore secret societies met last 
evening, fully 250 strong, and appointed 
a committee of six men to meet and arbi- 
trate the matter with six men chosen by 
the sophomore society. The first session 
ef the arbitrators will be to receive sug- 
gestions from the students as toa better 
rociety system. 


Total of Eighty-five Desertions. 

Washington, Feb. 27.—Colonel Wood- 
ruff, commanding at Fort Slocum, has 
telegraphed the adjutant general in re- 
sponse to a request for information as 
to the truth of the press report that 
about 200 soldiers deserted from that* 
post last week, that the records of the 
Post show total desertions of 85 during 
the past seven months. 


From England to Abyssinia. 

Rome, Feb. 27.—A dispatch from As- 
mara says that the Anglo-Abyssinian 
convention for frontier delimitations has 
been signed between Emperur Menelik 
and Great Britain. Metemmeh, which 
was within the influence of the English 
sone, is now Abyssinian territory.

VICTORY OF ROBERTS 


Causes Feeling of Jubilation 
Throughout Great Britain, 


Cronje’s Army Yields After 
Most Stubborn Defense. 


Smallness of the Captured Forees 
Causes Scme Wonderment, 


Both Sides Have Lost Heavily In the Recent 
Engagements In Nata’. 


London, Feb, 28.—Reports from all 
parts of the country show flag hoisting, 
bell ringing and great jubilation, in cele- 
bration of the victory of Lord Roberts. 
In the house of commons, Mr. Falfour 
allowed Mr. Wyndham to make the an- 
nouncement and to read the dispatches 
of Lord Roberts. The references to the 
Canadians were most enthusiastically 
cheered. At all the theatres and music 
halls last evening the wildest enthu- 
siasm was displayed. Everywhere pa- 
triotic pictures, songs and allusions were 
applauded to the echo. The morning 
papers are jubilant, but they all warn 
the nation against over-confidence. 

Lord Roberts has done more than to 
capture 4000 Boers and a few guns. 
He is within striking distance of one of 
the Boer capitals, and is master of a 
large district of the Free State. He 
has given a shock to Boer confidence 
and immeasurably restored the spirits 
of hisowntroops. Incapturing Cronje 
he has taken a leader whose presence 
alone was worth thousands to the Bocr 
cause. 

The best opinion here is that the 
Transvaalers are certain to continue 
the fight with undiminished valor, but 
it is not so certain about the Free Stat- 
ers. 

Lord Roberts has not allowed the 
corps of descriptive writers with him to 
supplement his plain narrative, as yet, 
and there are some points in doubt. It 
Is not clear whether the 4000 prisoners 
include those taken in small parties be- 
fore the capitulation. What has be- 
come of the rest of the Boers who held 
the Magersfcntein lines, and where are 
the big guns? The smallness of Cronje's 
forces cause some wonderment. 

The morning papers, without excep- 
tion, comment on the achievement of 
the Boer leader and men in holding off 
for 10 days a force from six to eight 
times as large as their own. British 


opinion is far more generous in victory ! 
( 


than in defeat. 

Cronje surrendered unconditionally to 
Lord Roberts Tuesday morning and the 
Free State leader is a prisoner In the 
British camp at Paardeberg. The 
Canadians led the advance which com- 
pelled the surrender. The immediate 
measure of this British success is tne 
capture of what is left of the Boer army 
which has been grimly holding outina 
hopeless position since Feb. 17, together 
with such guns as they had with them. 
Concerning the number of these guns 
there is no information at hand. 

The removal of this force from the 
chessboard of war will prove a consider- 
able physical factor in determining the 
course of future events, but its moral 
effect will very likely prove even greater. 
On the other hand, Cronje’s 10 days’ re- 
sistance may have given the Boers time 
to concentrate on a second line of de- 
fense, and the time gained may be some 
slight offset to the force lost. 

Roberts’ next objective, presumably, 
is Bloemfontein, which with its rail con- 
nection with the Cape Colony through 
the Stormberg mountains would be a 
convenient base for a march on Pretoria. 
The district south of the Orange river 
appears tu have become untenable to 
the Boers, and it will create no surprise 
if these commands are speedily with- 
drawn before Clements and Gatacre, 
who in that event would join Roberts. 


Genera! Buller is having a hard time 
in Natal. It is evident now, after a 
fortnight’s fighting, that he was misled 
when he wired that there was only a 
weak rear guard between him and Lady- 
smith. Apparently some of the hardest 
fighting of the war took place at the 
end of last week, as an armistice was 
agreed upon, to allow attendance upon 
the wounded and burial of the dead. 
Both sides must have lost heavily. 

A Colenso dispatch says that in the at- 
tempt of the Inniskillings Friday even- 
ing to rush the Boer position on Pieter's 
hill, the Boer fire was so terrible when 
the infantry emerged from the cover of 
the trees that almost every man in the 
leading half of the company fell wound- 
ed. 

The advance Hne of the British 
reached a donga in front of the first 
Boer trench, which was not apparent 
until they were actually in it. The 
Boers retired to the crest, and then re- 
turned, on either flank of the Inniskill- 
ings, enfilading the captured donga wiih 
a terrible cross-fire. 

Finding it impossible to hold the po- 
sition or to advance the British fell back 
and entrenched themselves half way up 
the hill. The Boers maintained a 
heavy fire. 

In the course of the night the Dublin 
fusiliers and the Connaughts arriving 
to support the Inniskillings. another 
determined attempt was made to take 
the Boer position. This also failed 


* heayy fire continued throughout the 
night. 

The Inniskillings lost 14 out of 170 
cers, killed or wounded, and about = 
non-commissioned officers and men 
killed or wounded. 

On Sunday en armistice wes agreed 
up yn, to enable both sides to collect their 
dead and wounded. The Boers admit 
having had very heavy losses, but they 
scout the idea that the British will com- 
pel them to raise the siege of Ladysmith 

A special dispatch from Colenso, dated 
Tuesday, says: The Boers are endea- 
voring to outflank us, and severe fight- 
ing continues. 


“THE IRON TOOIn’ A FAILURE. 
Ka'ser Disappointed at Reception Accorded a 
Play In Whicli He Was Interested. 

Berlin, Feb. 28.—The premiere night 
of “Der Eisenzahn” (The Iron Tooth) at 
the Royal theatre was a notable event, 
socially and artistically. All the tick- 
ets had been sold many days ago, and 
the house was packed. Emperor Will- 
iam appeared during the second act and 
Sat almost unob-eerved and quite alone 
in the royal orchestra box, screened by 
the drapery from observation. 

After the first act there was complete 
silence, After the second and third 
there was rather vigorous applause, but 
from the parquette, where the critics 
and literary people sat, and from the 
second and third galleries, there came a 
piercing storm of hisses. The em- 
peror, whose collaboration with Captain 
Lauf in the play is well known, was 
highly displeased. Captain Lauf took a 
cup of tea with the emperor after the 
third act, having twice answered calls 
from the boxes and elsewhere, and hay- 


ing come before the curtain as. pale as 
a ghost. Then he, with the emperor, 
left the theatre, which caused a sensa- 
tion, 


The pubiic verdict on the play is that 
it is verbose, although containing fine 
dramatic passages, and too palpably 
glorifies the Hohenzollern hero who put 
down oe Berlin rebellion in 1447. The 
acting was excellent throughout. 


Drove 2 a L Nail Ameag Fireworks, 

Newton, Mass., Feb. 28.—Michael Dix- 
on and Henry Miller, two of the vic- 
tims of the Masieon & Wells fireworks 
plant, died yesterday, and it is doubtful 
if the third man, Joseph Ryan, can re- 
cover. The men were ina small build- 
ing, known as the charging shop, and 
were charging Roman candles. It is 
against the rules of the shop to strike 
metal with metal. but it is claimed that 
Dixon tried to Irive a nail, using a 
metal hammer, when a spark ignited the 
powder and dust, and in less than a 
second there was an explosion, and the

State Funds Tied Up. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 28.—Two state 
governments, comy!-tely officered, and 
each claiming to be the regular and 
legal ofticials, are in Frankfort, and will 
each claiin the right to administer the 
affairs of state until the question is 
adjudicated in the courts. The banks 
refuse to recognize either of the con- 
tending factions, and as a result both 
are without money, and the state funds 
are securely tied up. 

Bank Accounts Considered. 

Washington, Feb. 28.—The proceedings 
in the case of Senator Clark of Mon- 
tana yesterday dealt with the bank ac- 
counts of some of the members of the 
Montana legislature. One of these ac- 
counts was that of Representative 
Stephen Bywater, who declared that he 
had not received any pay for his vote for 
Mr. Clark for the senate, but said that 
Mr. Whiteside had told him that he 
could get $5000 for supporting Mr. Clark. 

Passenger and Fr2ight Trains Collided. 

Sudbury, Pa., Feb. 28.—On the Penn- 
sylvania railroad near Nescopeck last 
night a passenger train crashed into a 
freight going in an opposite direction.

‘NEWARK’S GREAT FIRE. 


Heart of {Business Part of the City 
Quickly Swept by Flames, 


Hundred Thousand Persons 
Watched Conflagration. 


Property Loss Estimated at Over $1,000,000 
and Many Persons Are Missing. 


Newark, N. J., Feb. 28.—The heart of 
the retail drygoods district was swept by 
fire last night. It started in W. V. 
Snyder's department store, at Broad and 
Cedar streets, a four-story building of 
75 feet frontage and extending 200 feet 
along Cedar street. The stock was 
Valued at $500,000, and nothing was 
saved, The building was burned to the 
ground. 

The fire broke out about 6:20 p. m., 
after the several hundred employes had 
left the building. The flames spread 
with terrible rapidity, the entire building 
being enveloped before the arrival of the 
firemen. 

Meanwhile a general alarm was turned 
in, and all of the 50 odd pieces of fire 
apparatus in the city were rolling to the 
fire 10 minutes after the fire was discov- 
ered. The flames had leaped across 
Cedar street and were traveling also 
northward along Broad street. Within 
half an hour the fire was beyond control 
At the same time the flames were travel- 
ing southward with as much fury as on 
the north of the original fire, and all the 
police in the city were on duty at the 
lire except those absolutely needed on 
post. A hundred thousand persons 
gathered around the fire and made the 
task of the police a difficult one. The 
crowd had to be forced back again and 
again as the advance of the flames 
caused the firemen to shift position back, 

Despite the great heat and the rain of 
sparks upon the crowd, it insisted in 
pushing forward and getting as near the 
scene of fire as the police would all 

Finally orders were given to extend 
the fire lines beyond the two blocks on 
either side, and the crowd was pushed 
back and lines stretched across the 
Street. Women fainted in the fearful 
crush. .Blows were exchanged and 
clothing torr from backs in the crush. 

Despite the cold the crowd insisted 
upon remaining, and stood for hours 
watching the destruction of a million 
dollars’ worth of property. 

The heat close to the fire was fearful 
and the firemen were driven back time 
and again. They had io move their ap- 
paratus mary times. Several times men 
handling hose had to abandon it and flee 
from the flames which threatened to en- 
gulf them. They were coated with ice 
when they went a few feet away from the 
fire, and the next moment would be al- 
most roasted by the heat as the fire ad- 
vanced or they returned to do battle, 

The streets for blocks were flooded and 
ice covered as the water flowed from the 
fire outside the heated zone, 

Four firemen were burled under a wall 
at the rear of Snyder’s, that fell witha 
terrific crash, Captain Harrison and 
Fireman Brown were taken out uncon- 
scious, and may be fatally injured. The 
other two firemen were severely Injured. 

Although a number of persons were 
believed to be in the Snyder store when 
the fire broke out, no bodies have been 
found, There are several persons un- 
accounted for, and it is not known 
whether they escaped or were burned to 
death.

Porter to Prepare New Schedule. 

Washington, Feb. 28.—Robert P. Por- 
ter, who is employed by the United 
States government as a special commis- 
sioner, has arrived here and will go over 
the final details of his new Cuban tariff 
with Secretary Root. Mr. Porter made 
the present Cuban tariff schedule about 
a year ago, but certain changes have 
been found necessary and soon a new 
schedule will be issued.

Memphis, Feb. 28.—Fred Bogan of San 
Francisco was awarded the decision over 
Tom Cooney of Boston at the Auditorium 
yesterday in the 19th round. Both n 
were on their feet and fighting furiously 
when a dispute arose among the time- 
keepers, resulting in such a disturbance 
that the police stopped the bout. Ths 
referee gave Bogan the decision.

Fall River, Mass., Feb. 28.—The av- 
ing plant of the Stafford mills will t be 
increased in capacity by the erection of 
a new shed for 400 looms. The spindle- 
age increase will make the mill of 100,000 
capacity.

CONCERNING TOAST. 


As It Should Be and as It In Too Fre- 
quently Served. 

There is hardly a well regulated table 
today on which toast is not often serv- 
ed. It is a dainty fashion to place a 
tiny toast rack before each person, and 
itis to be commended. The little silver 
racks are pretty and add much to the 
appearance of a table. But what of 
the toast which they hold? 

“Any one can make toast.” Have 
you not often heard that statement, 
gentle reader? I have, and I consider 
it a most erroneous one, and from long 
observation I venture to question its 
veracity. Toast wants as much care 
in its preparation as any other article 
of the menw, and much that passes for 
toast is unworthy of the name. 

It is not sufficient to cut a slice of 
bread more or less thin—generally less 
than more—and hold it to the fire, so 
that part is scorched while the rest is 
net baked, then to put three of four of 
these pieces in a rack, where by close 
contact they quickly sodden 
and unwholesome. 

Good toast is a dainty which is wor- 
thy the cook's best attention. For its 
achievement take a loaf and cut from 
it a thin slice. Ilace this for a few 
minutes on the rack over the range or 
in the mouth of the oven to dry, then 
toast it lightly and evenly on both 
sides before a clear fire; put it on the 
rack again te keep hot and be quite 
crisp before serving. 

Trim it neatly, cut into three corner- 
ed pieces and serve. The result will be 
excellent, and the difference between it 
and the thick, sodden stuff generally 
served toast will be wide as the 
poles asunder. The one is wholesome 
and delicions: the other, alas, is too 
often met with to need description. 

So far I have spoken only of dry 
toast. But there is buttered toast to 
be served with tea or as foundation for 
various dishes. Much that has been 
said before applies to this toast also, 
but now the bread must be cut thicker, 
aud it should not be dried or made 
crisp. Let it be baked evenly a deli- 
eate golden color and buttered liberally 
at onee. Then, with the crusts re- 
moved, it will be delicious by itself or 
with the addition of deviled sardines, 
herring roes, scrambled eggs and the 
hundred and one daintles served by a 
clever cook in this form. Though both 
kinds of toast are excellent in their 
own way, the cook should remember 
the individual qualifications of each 
when serving it.

TELEGRAPHIC, 
THE LADYSMITH SIEGE 


Relieved by the Arrival 
of Dundonald’s ‘Cavalry. 


Garrison Had Been Beleag- 
ured For Four Months. 


Success of Movement Attributed to 
the Great Strategy of Roberts. 


Great Britain Is Swept by a Perfect Tornado 
of Prtrioiic Excitement. 


March 2.—All England is wild 
over the relief of Ladysmith. 
The tide of war seems to have turned 
with a vengeance. The general be- 
lief is that the Boer offensive campaign 
has completely collapsed, and that 
henceforth they will fight only on the 
defense. 

Lord Roberts is the idol of the hour. 
His praises are sung from one end of the 
land to the other. Buller, too, is receiv- 
ing a large share of praise. 

Britons feel that they are living in 
the presence of momentous events. Tor- 
nadoes of patriotic excitement are whirl- 
ing through the country. Jven the dull- 
est soul must have been stirred by the 
emotions of yesterday, and London’s 
6,009,000 were raised to a high pitch of 
patriotic exaltation, 


London,

LORD DUNDONALD, 
Lord Lansdowne chose the 
gical moment to announce estimates ex- 


psycholo- 


ceeding £61,000,000, and rather startled 
the public by unfolding the program of ¢ 
the war office to send out, in addition to 
the 30,000 troops now afloat, 56,000 fresh 
soldiers. Lord Roberts will ultimately 
have a force of a quarter of a million. 
An order has reached Woolwich arsenal 
for the construction of 224 new guns, 
from three-pounders to 12-inch guns. 
Of these 140 are to be naval guns, Al- 
ready 25,000 workmen are employed at 
the arsenal and 3000 more will be en- 
gaged. These decisions to send out more 
troops and to increase the home arma- 
ment meet with universal approval. 

The Boers seem to have gotten quite 
away from around Ladysmith without 
losing a gun or their baggage. Van 
2eenen’s pass is only about 20 miles from 
Ladysmith. 

The conditions at Ladysmith are now 
better understood, as the military au- 
thorities no longer retain their special 
information. It appears’ that, since the 
middle of January, the horses have been 
half starved and altogether too weak 
either to drag guns or to carry cavalry- 


men. Hence the impossibility of dash- 
ing out to help General Buller attack the 
Boers. These half-starved animals 
were carefully saved for food. 

Lord Dundonald’s cavalry entered 
Ladysmith Wednesday night. General 


Buller, whose main body is apparently 
at Nelthorpe, four miles south, visited 
General White Thursday. The country 
south of Ladysmith he reports cleared of 
the Boers. The siege of 119 days has 
been raised, and only the arrival of 
convoys with food and supplies for tHe 
long-suffering garrison is necessary to 
complete the relief of the town, a task 
which has cost Buller "sarmy upwards ctf 
5000 men. 

To the strategy of Lord Roberts is 
due the relief of Ladysmith at this time. 
His invasion of the Free State and cap- 
ture of Cronje’s army has made the 
Boer positions in Natal and north Cape 
Colony untenable, and it was undo ibt- 
edly due to the fact that the main boer 
army before Ladysmith was withdriwn 
to the second line of defense that buller 
was able to fight his way to his sresent 
position, from which is was »ossible tu 
dispatch a flying column into the be- 
leagured town. 

Had the Boer army remained in force 
it is entirely probable that Buller would 
still be south of the Tugela. Wenrkened 
though the forces of the Boers were 
they have made a strong rear-guard 
fight, and have compelled Buller to pay 
dearly for every advantage gaine: od. The 
enemy has been given time to withdraw 
the bulk of his heavy artillery, «nd un- 
doubtedly will succeed in getting cut of 
the fatal triangle without serious loss, 
as Buller cannot apparently move Guick- 
ly enough tocut him off at any point. 

Dundonald is the first British officer 
outside his immediate command who has 
grasped General White's hand in a 


period of 119 days of perllous siege. Dur- | 


ing that time, covering almost exactly 
four months, the British garrison has 
steadfastly held out in the face of more 
er less continuous bombardment, of 
steadily diminishing stores of food and 
ammunition, and of at least two de- 
termined attempts to carry the town by 
assault. The credit for this energetic 
and, with the exception of some early 
strategic errors, due some of them to 
political considerations, effective de- 
fense will be very generally awarded 
General White, who, up to this time at 
least, has won the chief laurels of the 
campaign in Natal,

mer E. Kipp and Joseph Victor; and 
Emil Johnson, charged with havnig 
killed Emil A. Diekert. After arraign- 
ment all were sent back to the tombs.

that this brand of candy was subject to 
the war tax, holding that it advertised 
asa patent medicine. The tax was paid 
under protest.

New York, March 2.—Chief of Px 
Devery has instructed all officers to 
prefer charges, should it be found that 
patrolmen were raising a corrup ‘ion 
fund to influence legislation giving tl.em 
eight-hours’ duty. It is said that the 
Patrolmen’s Benevolent association «ad 
decided to collect from each member *10 
for this purpose. Should each meter 
contribute $10, the fund would reach 
$60,000. 


Charged 4 th Mans ‘aughier. 


Boston, March 2.—Joseph H. Sheehan 
of Cambridge is charged with - man- 
slaughter in causing the death of Carl 


L, Thorpe of Cambridge in a barroom 
on Tuesday evening. Thorpe died from 
choking, due to a hemorrhage caused by 
an injury to the throat. Sheehan ap- 
peared in court Thursday, and the case 
was continued until March 9, $3000 bail 
being furnished. 


Had Lost His Courage. 

Boston, March 2.—Discouraged over 
the loss of considerable money in unsuc- 
cessful business ventures, and by the 
further fact that he was gradually 
ing his hearing, Arthur Atkinson of the 
brokerage firm of Arthur Atkinson & 
Co. attempted suicide yesterday by 
shooting. Physicians say he cannot re- 
cover. Mr. Atkinson is unmarried and 
39 years old. 

Colonel Porter and Wi'e Injured. 

New York, March 2.—Colonel Henry 
W. Porter and his wife were seriously in- 
jured last night. Their coach was 
struck by a trolley car, and they were 
buried in the wreck. Colonel Porter 
was very severely hurt about the head, 
and his wife was injured about the bedy 
Colonel Porter commanded the Seventh 
Vermont volunteers during the Civil 
war.

Boston, March 2.—From information 
received in Boston, which has the head- 
quarters for the Granite Manufacturers’ 
association of New England and the 
Granite Cutters’ National union, it ap- 
pears that nearly all the manufacturers 
seem willing to adopt the proposed 
eight-hour workday, and a number of 
them granted the increase in wages also; 
but some of them have refused to com- 
ply with the request of the union and 
their journeymen struck. 

The Barre, Vt., cutters have accepted 
the manufacturers’ offer of an eight 
hour day, with an average of 35 cents an 
hour, in place of a minimum of $3 a day, 
asthe uniondemands. The actual terms 
of this agreement have been questioned, 
however, and until the other manufac- 
turers ascertain definitely whether the 
35 cents at Barre is “minimum” or 
“average” hourly wage, the strike will 
remain in force. 

The strike has developed some inter- 
esting features. The union officials 
early predicted that every quarry would 
be tied up, but in doing so they forgot 
that in several places, especially in Bos- 
ton, the local cutters had agreements 
with their employers to adjust the wage 
schedule on May l. At such points, ac- 
cordingly, the union men made their 
word good, and probably before their 
time comes to readjust conditions a pre- 
cedent will obviate a contest. Again, 
although the union's demand, written in 
definite terms, was made on the :nanu- 
facturers months ago, it did not hesi- 
tate to sanction compromise offers, and 
this willingness to reach a settlement 
points unmistakeably to an early re- 
sumption of work in quarries all over 
New England. 

The Barre agreement having taken 
the edge off the strike, as it were, in- 
terest centered in Quincy, with its 2500 
cutters. It developed that no _ op- 
position is made to the eight-hour day 
in any quarry in New England. The 
Quincy manufacturers offered a min- 
imum of 3 cents per hour, which the 
union's committee refused to entertain, 
insisting instead on the Barre agree- 
ment, as they understood it, of a 25- 
cent minimum. Then the manufactur- 
ers raised the pofnt that Barre manufac- 
turers only guaranteed an average of 
that figure, and with little debate the 
Quincy employers decided to carry the 
matter to the New England Granite 
Manufacturers’ association for a de- 
cision. This association represents a 
majority of the big quarries, and has 
already told the union that it did not 
see the way clear to grant the demard. 
The margin in contention at the end of 
the first day of the strike is so smali 
that a resumption of work does not 
seem far distant. It Is likely that the 
settlement in Quincy will end all trouble 
throughout New England, but if Quincy 
granite yards remain still from 6000 to 
70u0 Journeymen cutters will remain idle. 


Newoundland Loses a Statesman. 
St. John's, March 2.—Sir Frederick 
Carter, former chief justice of New- 


foundiand, isdead. He was in his 82nd 
year. Judge Carter was speaker of the 


Newfoundland house of assembly from 
1861 to 1865; was premier and attorney 
general from 1865 to 1870, and again from 
1874 to 1878. He was the first colonial 
statesman upon whom Queen Victéria 
conferred knighthood. 


At Least Two Lives Lost. 

Philadelphia, March 2.—The unusually 
heavy rain for the past two days, 
coupled with the melting ice and snow, 
has caused severe floods in the central 
part of Pennsylvania In the anthracite 
coal regions. Two lives have been lost 
and many industries have been forced to 
suspend work, including a large number 
of coal mines. 


Lee Srooks’ Awful Death. 

Victoria, B. C., March 2.—China ad- 
vices say that Lee Brooks, whose mur- 
der has beer reported, was stripped and 
dragged about the streets for a day and 
was finally hacked to pieces with swords

A Substant‘al Surplus. 

Washington, March 2.—The total gov- 
ernment receipts for February were 
$45,631,265, and the expenditures $37,- 
738,472, leavimg a surplus for the month 
of $7,892,793. During the last eight 
months the total receipts have exceeded 
the expenditures by $37,763,000.
